Friends, 

I beg to submit the following report of the working of Visva- 
Bharati for the year 1937. 

Tlie year which 1 have the pleasure to review for you has been 
fortunate for Visva-Bharati in many respects. T)ie financial position 
which had been a source of worry to all of us for so many years has 
reached a measure of stability which assures us a prospect of progres- 
sive steadiness and expansion. Thi.s is evidenced by the fact that 
although the City College could not pay us any interest on our loan 
from September 1930 to A.^igust 1937 and the default amounted to 
Rs. 8,872/- we succeeded in ending the financial year without having 
recourse to any overdraft. This we were enabled to do partly by 
efficient administration of the local office in effecting economies and 
partly iiy increased local income at Bantiniketan due to better 
admissions. The economies, however, have been achieved not without 
considerable hardship to the departments concerned and if the City 
College fails in its liabilities this year also, the activities of our 
Institutions will be severely handicapped. We have every sympathy 
with the City College in its difficulties and have allowed it our utmost 
co-operation and help. I am glad to say that the authorities on their 
part are making every endeavour to meet their liabilities this year, 
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On Ibe intellectual and academic aide, perhaps the most 
distinguished event of the year under review was the inauguration of 
the Chinese Hall, and the institution of the department of Sino-Indian 
and Buddhist Studies as an integral part of Visva-Bharati. As a centre 
of intellectual and cultural co-operation between the two great 
peoples of the East, Visva-Bharati has thus opportunities of building up 
for itself a unique distinction among the Universities of India. The 
major part of the cost of construction was borne by our friends of the 
Sino-Indian Society in China who contributed about Ks. 85,000/-. But 
even more valuable than this donation was their gift of nearly 100,000 
books in Chinese to the Library for the use of scholars of Chinese 
Buddhism and Philosophy. 1^'or research in oriental cultures our 
-Library may now claim to be one of the best eejuipped in the East. 
Our Chinese friends were continuing their efforts for collecting more 
funds for the better equipment of the Chinese Hall when their country 
was overtaken by the greatest disaster that can hapj^en to a people. 
The brave people of China are passing through a terrible ordeal and 
1 am sure you will all agree that A^^isva-Biiarati must record its 
sympathy and admiration by a more conci’ete gesture than a mere 
resolution. T hope the plan we have in mind will bear fruit and in 
February next v^e shall be enabled to give a dramatic performance 
in Calcutta in aid of the Chinese students, homeless and stranded in 
their own land. 

In the meanwhile, thanks to the gonerusity of Setii Jugal 
Kishorc Birla who announced a donation of Ps. 5,000/- on the day of 
the opening of the OUiinese Hall, the work of the Checna Bhavana has 
been going on. I>J’. V. Gokhale and Bujit M ukherjee, both talented 
ex-students of Vid ya-Bhavana, are respectively in charge of Buddhist 
and Pali Studies, while Prof. J'an l^un Bhan hijuself directs Sino- 
Indian Studies. A Tibetan scholar and text-reader lias also been appoint- 
ed from ist January 1988, to lielp the editing of Tibetan texts. Three 
scholarships have been awarded, two to Chinese scholars and one to a 
Ceylonese Buddhist monk. Borne members of the stall and students of 
College also attend classes in the Idieena-Bhavana. 

I'hanks to the kind olhces of Mahatma Gandhi, tlie generosity of 
the Birla brothers liave also put us in a position to meet the most 
urgent needs of Kala-Bhavana and Vidya-Bhavana. Beth Brijmohan 
Birla has given us lis. 10,000/- for the construction of dormitories for 
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Kala-Bhavana students and is giving a inontihly grant of Ks. 1,000/- 
of which 11:5. 8X)/- are for the furtherance of Indological Studies and 
lls. 2J0/- for Kalabhavana. So far, lack of funds had made conspicuous 
the absence of a well-equipped CJhaii of Indian Philosophy at Santini- 
ketaii and we now liope to be able to repair the deficiency as well as 
provide suitable scholarships. 

We are also grateful to the Trustees of the Estate of the Eate Rai 
Bahadur Bisseswarlal Halwasiya who have sanctioned a donation of 
Rs. 16,000/- for constructing a Hindi-Bhavana which wili serve as a 
centre of the study of Hindi language and litaratwre. 'The foundation- 
stone will be laid by xHr. C. 1\ Andrews about the middle of January, 
when friends are invited to be present. Thanks are also due to oxir 
friend Mr. Rhagirath Kanodia for taking the responsibility of providing 
adequate funds for the rnaintenaiice of tlie Hindi department with 
two full-time adhyapakas. 

For some time past the Founde>‘- President has been feeling the 
lack of a suitable building for Sangit-Bhavana. Regular public per- 
formances of dramatic and musical plays by our students have created 
a taste in the public for dancing and gained for our Institution a high 
prestige as a centre of iimsic and dance. The number of admissions 
to this course is fast increasing and both the staff and the students are 
put to much inconvenience for lack of sufficient space both for class 
practice and rehearsals. We have not funds enough in hand for the 
kind of building that could serve the purpose, luit some thanksgiving 
gifts made by friends on the occasion of the recoveiy of the Founder- 
President from his recent illness encourage us to make a beginning in 
the building of a Hall which could be extended as more funds are 
available. 

On the suggestion of the Founder-President, the Visva-Hharati 
has launched this year a new educational venture viz. the Loka 
Sikslia Samsad. Judging from the innumerable enquiries pouring m 
from every district of Bengal and even outside the province, it may 
safely he presumed that in a year or two this scheme of vernacular 
adult education will become poj^ular and prove to be an effective 
means for the spread of education in the rural areas of the province. 

More admissions obviously involve the necessity of making 
provision for more residential accommodation, which had become 
particularly urgent in the case of girls. Two new wings had therefore to 
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be added to the Bree-Bhavana, raising the accommodation capacity of 
the building to about one hundred. Seth Eamkissen Dalmia had kindly 
placed some money at the disposal of the Founder-President and has 
promised some more to meet the cost of the additional wings. Applica- 
tions for admission, however, keep on pouring in faster than we can 
meet the demand and even now several candidates have to be refused 
admission and put on the waiting list until such time as some generous 
donor makes possible further extension of Bree-Bhavana. 

We have to thank Seth Eamkissen Dalmia for another act of 
generosity of a more permanent nature. The President’s Fund has 
been receiving from him a monthly grant of Es. 400/- and w^e have 
every hope that the grant will be continued. 

You are probably aware that an office was organised last year 
under the direction of the Founder-President for the collection of 
funds for the Visva-Bbarati. That this step was a wise one and that 
the additional expenditure in maintaining a competent staff has more 
than justified itself will be ({uite evident from the list of donations for 
the year under review. 

The work of Briniketan too has seen much extension and im- 
provement. The five new Health Societies which have been started 
promise to lay the foundation of a new system of health relief on the 
principle of co-operation which, if properly organised and extended, 
might effectively solve the problem of rural health for the whole of 
Bengal. The scheme is simple, cheap and has the merit of being based 
on the voluntary co-operative efforts of the villagers themselves. We 
are glad to note that the scheme is attracting notice in the country, 
and was much appreciated by Sir John Eussell when he visited the 
Institution in March last. Speaking of the work of Briniketan in the 
villages, lie said. “Altogether this village work appeals to me as being 
among the best 1 liave seen in India, being inspired by the spirit of 
human interest and an intense desire to do all that is possible for 
improving the life of the village in all its aspects.” 

Guru Training Bchool for which the Government gave fe. 6,000/- 
last year is doing good work and the rural teachers to be trained have 
the advantage of benefiting by the manifold activities of Briniketan 
and Bantiniketan. The Government has sanctioned an additional 
capital grant of Es. 2,450/- this year to enable us to make provision 
for twenty more gurus. 
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Another important change at Sriniketan is the separation of the 
Industry Department from the general administration and accounts 
of Sriniketan to enable it to be run on business lines. It is a new 
experiment but it is worth making an attempt to explore how far 
rural crafts can be developed as a successful enterprise. Teaching of 
crafts continues to be an integral part of our scheme of education in 
Siksha-Satra, and is kept quite distinct from crafts as a business 
enterprise. 

The Publishing Department has been doing good business as 
usual and gave the General Office a royalty of Ks. 6,000/-. Many new 
books and new editions of older books were brought out. Its most out- 
standing venture lias been the purchase of copyright of publishing 
Pounder-President’s translations in Hindi from Bj. Ramananda 
Chatterjee. Some Hindi translations have already lieen put on the 
market and new ones are in contemplation. It is hoped that properly 
organised, this addition will prove to be a fruitful source of income to 
the Publishing Department. 

^rhe new Constitution came in force from the beginning of this 
year and has worked satisfactorily. 16 Karma-Samiti meetings and 
8 Samsad meetings were held. I may take this opportunity here of 
thanking my colleagues in both the committees for tlieir unfailing 
courtesy and co-operation. 

One change in the Regulations has been proposed and duly 
circulated and will be placed before you For your consideration and 
judgment and that is the change of the date of the end of our finan- 
cial year from 80th September to 81st March. The advantages of tliiF^i 
change are obvious: not only is it convenient to have the same financial 
year as the Government, but the change of date will relieve us of con- 
siderable strain as the present date coming so near the Puja holidays 
and followed so soon by the annual utsav makes difficult the closing of 
the accounts in time and leaves little time for the auditors’ report to be 
prepared for the Annual Meeting. 

Of my colleagues in administration, Kishorimohan Santra and 
Krishna Kripalani acted as Assistant General Secretaries, Surendranath 
Ear and Gour Gopal Ghosh as Secretaries of Santiniketan and Srinike- 
tan respectively, Cdiaru Chandra Bhattacharya as Secretary, Publishing 
Department assisted by Kishorimohan Santra, Kshitimohan Sen and 
Nandalal Bose as Principals, Vidya-Bbavana and Kala-Bhavana respec- 
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tively, and Prof. Tan Yun-Shan as Director of Cheena-Bhavana. 
Dhirendramohan Sen left for England on study leave for 9 months and 
Pramodaranjan Ghosh is acting in his absence as Principal, Siksha- 
hhavana and Rector, Pathabhavana. 

Reports from the various departments are given below. 

THE FOUNDER-PRESIDENT^S OFFICE 

This year which has seen many unusual events will perhaps be 
most remembered because of the very serious illness which threatened 
Guriideva's life towards the middle of September. For a few' days he 
liovered between life and death and the whole country breathed a sigh 
of immense relief when he was eventually dcclaTcd out of danger by 
Dr. Sir Nilratan Sircar who with a host of assistants had been in charge 
of the treatment almost from the very start. His recovery has really 
been a triumph for the medical science and we have not words enough 
to express our gratitude to Sir Nilratan and his colleagues. 

On the 17th of February Gurudeva delivered the Convocation 
Address of the Calcutta University in l^engali. It is hoped he has 
created a precedent which will l)e followed in the other Univer- 
sities. On the 21st of February he w^ent to Chandernagore to formally 
open the annual Bengali Literary Conference, and on the 3rd of March 
he delivered a public lecture in Calcutta in the Parliament of Religions 
which had been convoked in connection with Ramakrishna Centenary 
Celebrations. These were his more important public engagements 
during the year. 

In the summer he went to Almora and was busy writing a book 
on popular science in Bengali which was published towards the end of 
the year. The book ran into a second edition within a few weeks of 
its publication. Two other new books and several new editions were 
published by the Publishing Department, a full list of which will be 
found in their report. 

Anil Kumar Chanda continues to act as his Private Secretary. 
An extension has been made in the Editing Department of this 
office and Nandagopal Sen-Gupta, Xi.A. was appointed from the 
beginning of November to help the President in the editing of his 
works. Kanan Behari Mukherjee, m. a., an Adhyapaka at Santi- 
niketan, is also assisting in this work as before.

CHEENA-BHAVANA 

On 14 April 19 37, tlie Chinese Hall, or (hieena-Bhavana, as the 
Poet; has christened it, was declared formally open by the Founder^ 
President. The opening ceremony was to be performed by Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, to whom we are grateful for acknowledging the 
significance of the occasion by agreeing to preside over it. Unfortunate- 
ly, fever prevented Panditji from attending, though he sent a beauti- 
ful message with his daughter, which was read out. Mahatma Gandhi 
who could not come wrote to the I'oet, “Had I not to go to Belgaum 
on the very date you will have the Opening Ceremony, I would most 
certainly hiivc come, not only for the ceremony but also to see you and 
l*3antiniketan whicli T have not seen now for years. As it is, I shall be 
with you in spirit. IMay the Chinese hall be a symbol of living contact 
between China and India.’' 

The occasion was graced by the presence of eminent visitors from 
different places in India. The Poet delivered an address on ^‘China and 
India” which lias been published as a bulletin, ddie Chinese Consul- 
General, welcoming on behalf of the National Government of China the 
inauguration of the new Hall, emphasised in very forceful and vivid 
language how essential and complementary the Chinese and the Indian 
ideals of life were to each other. 

The Hall is not onl}^ a stately and commodious ]>uilding, with a 
lecture hall, a library hall, several study rooms and residential suites for 
the stall jxnd students, but an active centre of Chinese, Tibetan and 
Puddhist studies, with a com})etent staff of teachers and scholars. In 
this connection we cannot help repeating our expression of gratitude to 
Seth Juga/1 Kishore Birla, who sent us on the occasion a gift of lls. 
5,000/- for the furtherance of Buddhist Studies. This donation, along 
with a previous one of Es. 2,500/- he gave last year, has enabled us to 
establish a Chair of Buddhist Studies as well as to maintain some free 
scholarships for Buddhist scholars. 

Library : We have already acknowledged with gratitude the 
magnificent gift of Chinese books received from the Sino-Iridian 
Cultural Society, Nanking, in two consignments, consisting of 56 boxes 
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in all. The books Ij^ve been arranged in the main hall on the first 
store}^ which is furnished with twenty double-faced elegant glass cases. 
This library consists of over 100,000 volumes including the Sung 
edition ( 10th Century a, d. 1 and the most recent reproduction of The 
Tshin or the so-called Dragon edition (1936) of the Buddhist Tripitakay 
along with many separate volumes of important Buddhist works 
and a large number of select Chinese works, representing the 
Chinese Classics, History, Philosophy and Ijiterature, Besides these, 
many (Jhinese works, including books on Art, and some excellent Chinese 
paintings were received from different donors in China. With the 
further addition of the old section of Chinese literature, developed 
during the past years in the Visva-Bharati Library containing as it does 
a complete edition of the Tripitaka y published at Bhanghai, the present 
collection of Chinese books, lodged at the Chinese Hall, deserves to be 
described as magnificent and unique. The Tibetan collection, consisting 
of botii the Kan-jur and the ^’anqur sections of the Tibetan Tr i/pttal’ay 
was also transferred to the Chinese Hall from the Visva-Bharati 
Library, and a similar transfer of the section of Pali, Sanskrit and 
other Buddhist literature w^ould complete the housing of a special 
library for Buddhistic research in the Cheena-Bhavana, although some 
more space will have to be found for this purpose. 

Staff : (1) Prof. Tan Yun-Bhan, m.a., Director, Cheena-Bhavana, 
and Becretary, Biiio-Indian Cultural Society, ( 2 ) Dr. V. Gokhale, 
Professor and Director of Buddhist Studies, ( 3 ) ISJ. Goswami Lectutei 
in Pali and Sanskrit, ^ 4 ) B. Mukherjee, Lecturer in Sanskrit and 
Tibetan. 

There were four scholars attached to the department . Rev. 
Sumangala from Ceylon, Rev. Fa Chow from China, Rev. Shu Lu 
from China, and Kiran Sinha, an ex-student, recently returned from 
China where he had been sent for lurther studies by tbe Bino-lndian 
Cultural Society. 

Academic activities of the department began with the opening of 
the new session in July and a regular class in ‘Comparative Chinese- 
Sanskrit studies’ was started from the beginning of August by Dr. 
Y. Gokhale and continued till the year-end. It was attended by nine 
students including two College teachers and three scholars of the 
Cheena-Bhavana. The treatise called the Pai-tzu4un of Bodhisativa 
Deva (Nanjo’s catalogue No. 1254), was selected as a text book for these 
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studies. After the Puja vacations a regular curriculum of special 
classes was arranged by the Cheena-Bhavana, including a regular class 
for Chinese ( language ;ind classics ), conducted by Prof. Tan Yun- 
Shan, which was attended by fifteen students, including three college 
teachers, a class for Tibetan by S. Mukherjee, ( the Tibetan version 
of the Dhamrnapada being selected as the text for instruction ), 
and two others for elementary Pali and elementary Sanskrit, by N. 
Goswami and V. Gokhale respectively. B. Mukherjee was also helping 
the School and the College departments in teachiou Sanskrit and 
Bengali to some of their classes. 

Prof. Ta.n Yun-Shan, who was invited by the Andhra University 
to speak on modern Chinese History, visited Waltair in August and 
delivered a scries of the following five lectures under the auspices 
of that University: 1 ) Introduction — Past History of China, ( 2 ) 

Political Changes in Modern China, ( H ) Econonic^ Development of 
Modern China, (4) Social Progress in Modern China, and ( 5 ) Chinese 
Religion and Philosophy. He has prepared a text-book for teaching 
Chinese to foreigners by the easiest method, of which some chapters 
have already been written down and taught in the class. Phirther, he 
has been preparing various dissertations on Chinese Buddhist Pilgrims 
to India, Indian Buddhist Missionaries to China, Fundamental Teach- 
ings of Lord Buddha, Life and Teaching of Confucius, Laotze and 
his Philosophy, Mahayanism, Chinese Ethics, etc. 

V. Gokhale, who had undertaken an edition of Vasubandhu's 
PancaskartdiKtLa, based upon its Chinese and Tibetan versions, with 
an English translation and Sanskrit reconstruction, and had published 
a preliminary article on the subject in the Annals of the Bhandarkar 
Institute ( July 1937 ), was engaged in working on Gunaprabha’s 
Tibetan commentary on the same till the end of the year. He has 
also undertaken the translation of the “Ban-Chiao-ping sin-lun” of 
Liu Mi ( 14th C'entury a.d. ), dealing with a comparative evaluation 
of the three religions: Buddhism, Confucianism and Taoism. He sent 
an article, discussing the explanations of ^Avijnaptirupa’ ( concealed 
activity ), given by Vasubandhu, Samghabhadra and Sthiramati, for 
being read at the All-India Oriental Conference at Trivandrum. 

S. Mukherjee has finished his work on Vasubandhu’s Tr isvabhava 
after comparing the original with its two Tibetan versions. This 
important Sanskrit text, which was brought by Frofr G, Tucci from 
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Nepal some yeai's ago, deals with the three aspects oi reality, viz. the 
conventional, the logical and the transcendental. The work is ready 
for publication. He has now undertaken another work, the Navaslohd 
Prajnparaynita , of which one Chinese and two Tibetan versions, along 
with one Chinese and Tibetan commentary, have been discovered. The 
original Sanskiit text has been noted in the list ot‘ MSS. acquired by 
Kahulbhadra Samkrtyayana recently from the Tibetan monasteries. 
This and some other important Sanskrit MSS. have been requisitioned 
from the owner for our use and, it is hoped, they will kindly be made 
available to us in course of time. 

rtev. Sumangala has finished an article in Pali on “The tradi- 
tion and the present practice of the Vinaya in Ceylon’', an Pnglish 
summary of which is under preparation.

Research by Members of the Staff 

KshitimoliaiK Se'n : — He went on deputation to Sarnath with 
Prof. Tan Yun-8han to attend a Maliabodhi conference held at 
Sarnath in the month of January. For this occasion he wrote a 
paper on “The Ideals and Culture of the Buddhist Religion.” He 
delivered a lecture on “The Indigenous Mysticism of Bengal” in the 
Hall of the Benares Hindu University on the 1 2th January. He also 
joined an educational council for discussing the preliminary arrange- 
ments for founding a Buddhist Chair in that University. 
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As President of tho Midnapore Ijiterary Conference in the 
month of April he delivered an address, showing the Hindi and Rajas- 
thani sources of the Religious History of Bengal. 

As president of the Non-sectarian section of the Convention of 
Religions held under the auspices of the Indian Research Institute, 
Calcutta, on 11 .December, 1987, he read a paper, showing the synthetic 
tendencies in the deve1o])ment of religion in India, }>articularly 
through mysticism. 

He also delivered an address as president of the Greater Bengal 
section of the Bengali Prabashi Kaininelani held at Patna during 
Christmas. 

The following works are in hand: 

The religious and cultural History of Bengal from the P2th 
Century. This work is fairly advanced and will be submitted to the 
University of Dacca to be incorporated in their larger undertaking. 
The History of BeuigaL 

The text portion of a study of Ravidas is complete. The bio 
graphy and an introduction have to bo written. Borne additional 
texts are expected from Bengal. They will have to be incorj:)orated 
in the book if they come at all. 

Some valuable material has l)een collected from the Cbistia 
Fakirs and Bauls of l<]ast Bengal. 

Some Dohas of the later Jaina mystics like Devasena, Sruta- 
sagara, Ramasinha and others, have been studied. They supply 
invaluable material for the future history of the Mysticism of India. 
For the same purpose, some mystic texts of Gorakhanath and other 
Yogis have also been investigated. 

A study of the Atharvaveda with a view to writing a cultural and 
religious history of India of that period is progressing.

Besides, Dr. Patel delivered three lectures during the summer 
vacation of the year, in Calcutta, viz. on ^‘Ancient Iranian Civilization” 
before a Parsi audience, on “Hemacandracarya” before a Jaina gather- 
ing, and on '^Gautama Buddha” before a Gujerati literary meeting. 

Dr. Patel also acted as Secretary of the Jaina Section and of the 
Zoroastrian Section of tlie Second Indian Cultural Conference, held at 
Calcutta during December. He represented Visva-Bbarati at this 
Conference, and also at the Ninth All-India Oriental Conference held 
at Trivandrum during tlie Christmas, this year. 
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Mauta^ia Ziauddin: His edition of Mirza Khan’s ‘‘Hindi-Persian 
Dictionary”, with an index to the text and a brief translation of the Plinrli 
vocabulary into English is complete. In the text of the Dictionary 
are now also incorporated all other such Hindi terms as Mirza Khan 
has spelt and explained in the various chapters of the 2'u/r/'atvd--I/i9f d, 
which increase the number of the vocabulary by one half. 

“The Development of Cultural Kelations between Hindus and 
Moslems”, is in progress. 

“Hindu Contribution to Pefsita Eiterature” is in progress. Pic 
has proposed to visit different Ei bra lies in India to be able to complete 
this work.

Sukhduutya Bhattaeluiryn i He scrntinized 1094 MSS and arranged 
them in the colophonic order. While doing tliis worklie discovered about 
51 manuscripts which had not been accounted for in the (Jatalogue, 
while several MSB. which were mentioned in the list did not exist. 

He is preparing a study, in Bengali, of the cultural history of 
India during the Mahabharata period. F’or this purpose, he has fMiished 
a survey of the text up to the 90tb chapter of the Shanti l^arva, and 
lie will begin the work of writing as soon as the remaining cliapters 
have been surveyed . 

He wrote a paper in Bengali on “(■osmogony according t(. 
Vedanta Philosophy”. 

Mahabharata Collation work : The Collation work on the Dronn 
and Kama parvans is finished and that on Salya par^vn/ti is going on. 

Teaching work by the staff ! Ksliitimohan Sen conducted a 
class twice a week during the year on the Eiterature of Babindranath . 
Manilal Patel took classes on Vedic Sanskrit and Einguistics for the 
B.A. ( Hons. ) students of the College department. Maulana Ziauddin 
helped in teaching Urdu in the College and School departments. 

Research work by students : Mr. Ajmal Khan’s work on 
‘‘Original Islam” is complete. He is revising the last chapter which 
he hopes to finish soon. 
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SiKSHA-BHAVANA & PATHA BHAVANA 
( College & School ) 

h*oth the departments were being run as one unit as before, at 
first under Dr. Dhirendramohan Sen, and, after his departure for 
Durope on study leave, under Pramodaranjan Ghosli. 

Siksha Bhavana : The year under report began with 111 students, 
the number on the roll at present standing at 104. Of these 104 
students, 85 are boys and 19 girls. Bengali and non- Bengali students 
number 73 and 81 respectively and two non- Bengali students are from 
outside India. 

Ten students sat for the last 1. A, Examination of the Calcutta 
University as non-collegiate students Pour came out successful, one 
in the first division and three in the second. Of the eight students 
sent up for the 1. Sc. examination one p.assed in tlie first division .and 
three in the second. Fifteen students sat for the B. A. Fjxamination. 
Three passed with distinction, two took second class Honours in 
Economics and six others got a pass degree. 

Four students who followed the Visva-Bharati course left during 
the year. At present we have only one student who follows the Visva- 
Bharati course and he too will complete his fourth year by March 
next. 

Some of the activities of our students outside their classes 
deserve a passing mention. As in previous years, a party of our 
students went camping last winter for about a fortnight. They 
carried out rural survey work at Paruldanga under the direction of 
K. P. Mukherjee. Subsequently Dr. Mukherjee Y>ublished his studies 
in the Visva-Bharati Quarterly. 

We have noted with great pleasure the keen interest our 
students have taken for sometime past in literary activities. The 
literary societies, Hindi and Bengali, that they have organised bear 
testimony to their interest. 

Dr. Alexander Aronson, n.A. (Cantab), recently joined this 

institution as a Lecturer in English. Binoy Gopal Roy has been 
appointed temporarily to the vacancy in Philosophy, caused by the 
absence of Dr. D. M. Ben. Pramathanath Bengupta has resigned and 
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Satkari Banerjee, b. Sc. ( Cal. t'v' Borul. ) was appointed in his place as 
L/ecfcurer in Physics. 

Patha-Bhavana : The year began with 147 students on the 
roll and ended with 180. The number of Bengali students is .125 and 
non-Bengali students coming from dift'erent ])rovinces of India and 
Burma number 55 ; boys 118 and girls 62. 

A special feature, and a healthy one, of this yeaCs admissions is 
the number of very young students who joined the iuvstitution. It 
testifies to the great confidence guardians have i.hat pro})ei care is 
taken here of students of a tender age. 

The result of the last Matriculation Examination was fairly 
satisfactory. Seven students sat for the examinallon and six came out 
successful, three in the first division and three in the second. 

As regards the activities of our students outside their classes, it 
may be mentioned that their literary meetings were held as usual 
during the year. Magazines in iiianuscript were regularly published 
by the three sections of tlie school, viz. the Adya, Madhya and Sishu- 
Bibhaga, 

The Ashram Sammelani, the students’ organisation for the social 
life of the school, has been functioning properly. 

Pandit llurgaprosad Pande, S'ahitya Sastri, left for Holland to 
study Archaeology and Sj. Bhagwati Prosad Chandola, B.A., an ex- 
student of the Siksha-Bhavana, was apf)ointed a teacher of Hindi in his 
place, 


SANGIT BHAVANA 

The creation of the Hangit Bhavana as a separate department 
with a qualified staff of teachers in music and dancing is seen to 
be bearing fruit. Quite a number of regular students have been attract- 
ed to this school not only from Bengal but from distant proAunces. 
The teachers are already finding it difficult to cope with the demand 
made upon them by their own students as Avell as part-time students 
from other departments at Santiniketan. 

The number of regular students was 13. Besides, Eala-Bhavana 
sends 14 and Bikshabibhag 111 for training in music and dancing. 

Provision has been made for teaching classical as well as Bengali 
)pusic ; among instruments si tar, esraj and tabla are taught. ^Vc have 
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now competent teachers to give lessons in Manipuri and South Indian 
( Kathakali ) styles of dancing. 

Jk^sides staging various performances and taking part in the 
seasonal festivals in the Asrama, the Sangit-Bhavana organised the 
celebration of Varshamangal in Calcutta with a setting of new songs 
composed by Rabindranath for the occasion and some dances illus- 
trating the particular mood of the season. The performance Was 
repeated for four nights and brought in a net income of Rs. 5,938/4/- 
for the Sangit-Bhavana. 

The department depends for its maintenance entirely on the 
funds it is able to )*aise by public performances. But as most 
of the money raised goes to meet the current expenses, it has 
not been possible to have a building which is much needed tor holding 
classes and rehearsals. Neither are there se|>erate quarters for students 
or members of tlie staff. 


KALA-BHAVANA 

The School of J^hne Arts continues to be under the direction of 
Nandalal Bose, 

Thanks to the generosity of Beth Brijrnohan Birla, who has 
given Rs. 10,000 '- for a boys’ hostel and is giving since November, 
1937, a monthly grant of Rs. 200/~, the most pressing needs of the 
Department have been met. Two separate blocks of a Students* 
Hostel are under construction, and are expected to accommodate 20 
resident pupils. A Studio for Modelling classes is also being built. 
Provision will also be made for increasing the scope of training for 
Crafts for whicli expert craftsmen will be invited from outside. 

At present there is arrangement for teaching 50 students 
\ both boys and girls ) in the Kala-Bhavana. As the teaching is on 
studio lines and each pupil gets individual attention, it is not desirable 
to admit more pupils. 

At the invitation of Mahatma Gandhi, Nandalal Bose with some 
students went to Faizpur to help in constructing and decorating the 
Congress Nagar. His co-operation was again called for in December 
for the 19-^8 session of the Congress at Haripura. 

The western room of the Museum was frescoed with copies of 
Bagh cave paintings by the senior students. Ramkinkar Baij, who 
is in charge of modelling, and some senior students are engaged in 
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doing relief-work on the walls of the mud-hostel. 

At present there are 81 boys and 16 girls receiving training in 
v^fcrious branches of the Arts. 


library 

The Visva-Bharati Library had on the 80th September 39W, 
40,860 volumes of books, new additions being only 1,666. 

The total number of books issued was about 18,000, including 
daily issues. 

The Chinese Library as well as the Tibetan Library have been 
transferred to the newly erected Cheena-Bhavana. The number of 
books there is near about 100,000. 

The Library has the following sections.' (1 ) Cleneral Library 
on the ground floor of the Grantha-Bhavana, i 2 ) Vidyabhavana 
Section on the first floor — which includes ( a ) Sanskrit, Pali, Prakrit, 
Libraries, ( b ) Islamic Library, ( 3 ) Kalabhavana Library in the Kala- 
bhavana, ( 4 ) Chinese Library in the Cheena-Bhavana, ( 6 ) Library 
of Rural Reconstruction at Sriniketan. 

Prabhat Kumar Mukherjee continued to act as the Librarian. 


SREE-BHAVANA 

The number of girl students has increased so fast of late that two 
new wings had to be added to the existing building, thus raising the 
Accommodation capacity to about 90. The girls have now a sick-room 
and a study-room attached to their hostel, besides a reception room. 

Girls come from different parts of India. Of the present number, 
29 are from Bengal, 21 from the U. P., 8 from Madras and the South, 
6 from Sind, 3 from Gujrat, 3 from Ceylon and 1 from Assam. 

The girls continue to take keen interest in games and sports. 
This year they organised a hockey team as well. Their health Was 
very satisfactory. 

The Hostel continued to be under the supervision of Mrs. Pratima 
Tagore, assisted by Miss Christina Bossenec and Mrs. Kamalam 
Craig.

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HOSPITAL 

The total number of out-door patients treated during the year 
was 2,308 and indoor 151, constituting an aggregate of 2,459. 

There were a few cases of malaria but none of kala-azar. 

There was an out-break of influenza just after the summer 
vacation. No cases of measles or small-pox occurred this year. A 
general vaccination was carried out as usual. General health has been 
good. 

Dr. S. C. Mukherjee was in charge of the Hospital. 


POWER HOUSE 

The Tangye Engine worked regularly and the Christoph served 
as a standby. 

The electrification was extended to the newly erected Cheena- 
Bhavana and the eastern wing of the Sree-Bhavana, which also made 
their demand on the supply of water. The water piping was extended 
to Nichu-bangla. The increasing demand of water makes it urgently 
necessary to install a pump of greater capacity, and to enlarge the 
capacity of the delivery pipe. 

Keshab Chandra Sen was in charge of the Power Plouse. 


SPORTS 

This year the Institution organised four foot-ball, one tennis, 
one volley, four hockey and one part-time poison-ball teams. Owing 
to a curtailment in the sports budget the cricket teams were abolished. 
The foot-ball season was lively. There were half-a-dozen friendly 
matches, and our team maintained a fairly good record. 

The Sishu and Suhrid Cup competitions were duly played and 
were won by the Sixth A and Second groups respectively. 

Our hockey team played two matches with the Presidency and 
Ashutosh Colleges in Calcutta. We were defeated by the former by one 
but beat the latter by two goals. 

The girls played badminton, basket-ball and country games under 
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the guidance of Mrs. Craig. Adhyapaka S. K. Gupta took much interest 
in directing the little girls in hockey-play. 

A large number of boys and girls and some members of the staff 
took lessons and learnt to swim in the swimming tank. During the 
season the tank was crowded with enthusiasts. 

There were one organised excursion to Kenduli, the birth-place 
of the poet Jayadeva, and half-a-dozen local picnics near the Visva- 
Bharati tank, the Sriniketan tank, the Kopai and the Ajay rivers. 


GUEST HOUSE 

The total number of visitors that put up in the Guest House and 
the Pantha-Nibas was 545, of which 45 were from foreign couiitrieB. 
Besides students' excursion parties from the Universities of Allahabad, 
Lucknow, Aligarh, there were a number of small parties of teachers 
and students from various parts of India like Gwalior, Punjab and 
Madras. In November, Bavi-Vasar of Calcutta, being invited by 
the Founder-President, had its monthly gathering at Santiniketan, 
and a party of fifty litterateurs was entertained. Notable among 
the other visitors were Mr. Basil Mathews, well-known for his writ- 
ings on India, Dr. B. Stasiask, the renowned Sanskrit Scholar of 
Poland, Dr. Frank L. Lamback noted for his work towards liquidating 
illiteracy in the Philippine Islands, Dr. Gualtheras H. Mees, and Dr. 
Herman Goetz ( of the Kern Institute, Leydon ) who gave talks on Art 
and Culture of India. 

Sisir Kumar Mitra was in charge of the Guest House. 
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SRINIKETAN 


EDUCATION 

In January 1937, we accepted the government offer to take 
charge of a special Guru Training School at Sriniketan where suitable 
teachers for rural schools in Bengal could be trained. Accordingly 
Siksha-Charcha-Bhavana was started with 20 students recruited from 
different parts of the province. 20 more students are to join on 
1st January 1938. The course of instruction is for two years only 
and covers a fairly comprehensive curriculum of mental and manual 
training. The students are also encouraged to take advantage of the 
many extra-curriculum activities available at Rantiniketan and 
Sriniketan, 

The Siksha-Satra ( inode! village school ) has maintained its 
progress. There were 20 boys representing 12 different castes and 17 
villages. Training in handicrafts plays an important part in the 
instruction of these children. The curriculum is so framed as to help 
the pupils to grow up as intelligent, well-informed and self-supporting 
villagers with a healthy social sense. 

The pupils drill and take physical exercise early in the morning 
and play games in the evening. Tliey do their own gardening and grew 
potatoes, brinjal, tomatoes, etc. 

Some of their handicraft products, done under the guidance of 
the Slyod instructor, Lakhiswar Sinha, were sent to the Educational 
Exhibition held in Calcutta during the last Christmas week. 


WORK IN THE VILLAGES 

Kalimohan Ghosh continued to be in charge of this Depart- 
ment. All extension work in the villages has been done through the 
Village Department, and the Superintendent of this Department with 
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the help of, and in co-operation with, the experts at Srinihetan, tried 
to introduce the results of experiments at head<]uarters in the 
villages surrounding Sriniketan. Much of their activity this year 
has spread to distant parts of the district, beyond the intensive area. 

The intensive area is divided into three centres, viz. Bandgox’a, 
Benuria, and Santhal Bastis, each in charge of a separate worker. 
We give below a short report of its different activities. 


PRIMARY EDUCATION 

Brati-Balaka Organisation : There were altogether 15 Brati- 
Balaka troops of which 9 were in the intensive and 6 in the extensive 
area. The 15 troops consisted of a total strength of 285 boys: 132 
Hindus, 97 Santhals and 5G Mahaminadans. 

Village Primary Schools : In the intensive area there are 9 
primary schools with a total number of 354 students, 294 boys and 40 
girls. In the extensive area the number of primary schools is 8, and 
the number of students is 334, of which 57 are girls. Of the 17 schools 
both in intensive and extensive area, 5 are meant for Santhal children. 
The number of Santhal children ( girls included ) is at present 160. 

Sunday classes : Regular Sunday classes were held for training 
village teachers. They were asked to pay special attention to creating 
the habit of cleanliness among the students. All the teachers received 
Bratibalak training. 

Girls' Primary School : There are two girls’ schools, one at 
Sriniketan, the other at Qoalpara, The total number of girls reading 
in these two schools is about 60. Along with book lessoyis they are 
taught needle-work, music and some handicrafts. 


ADULT EDUCATION 

Circulating Library.* A very small percentage of the people in 
ordinary villages are literate, and even they frequently revert to illiteracy 
for want of suitable reading matter. For that reason we have organised 
a circulaiing library. The total number of books in the central library 
at Sriniketan is 1200. These books are issued through 5 rural centres, 
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namely Benuria, Bandgora, Santhalpara, Bolpur and Goalpara, of 
which the last two centres have got two branch libraries. 

Readings and Discussion : Regular readings were arranged by 
our workers on Agriculture, Public health, Biographies of great men, 
etc. 337 readings and discussions were organised during the year. 

Lantern lectures: Lantern lectures on similar subjects were also 
organised. The total number of lectures given was 39, out of which 
23 were in the Bandgora centre, 6 in Benuria and 10 in Santhalpara. 

Mahila Samityl Mahila Samity or Women’s Association is 
meant for the education of purdah ladies. There are two such samitis, 
one at Bandgora and the other at Goalpara. 7 girls of Bandgora and 
10 ladies of Goalpara learnt sewing and embroidery work under the 
direct coaching of the lady in charge of the section. Some of them 
are now doing work on order and getting remuneration for it. One 
of the students was awarded a medal for efficiency. 

Folk School: It is necessary to train and educate the intelligent 
farmers in the principles and ideals of rural reconstruction, for unless 
the village farmers are educated and the production and marketing 
of their economic resources are improved no rural reconstruction is 
possible. So we organised a camp for one month, in co-operation with 
the Secretary of the Visva-Bharati Central Co-operative Bank, in order 
to educate 25 adult farmers from different villages of Birbhum. The 
students were camped in the village of Bandgora where our Co-opera- 
tive Rural Reconstruction Society is most successful. Lectures on the 
following subjects were arranged: — Popular Bengali Literature, Brati- 
Balaka Organisation, Rural Economics, Agriculture, Cattle, Village 
Industry (with special stress on hand looms), Health and Sanitation, 
and Principles of Co-operative Organisation. Arrangements were also 
made for musical entertainment. 


HEALTH & SANITATION 

-Dr. J. C. Chakravarty m.b., the Chief Medical Officer, is in charge 
of this section. He was allowed three months’ leave to have special 
training under Col. Kirwan in opthalmic surgery. After coming back 
he has opened a clinic for the treatment of eye diseases, which are 
widely prevalent in this locality. 
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He is in cjharge of a central dispensary at Sriniketan which 
also served the patients of Ballabhpur and Surul villages. There are 
a clinical laboratory and a small hospital with five beds attached to 
this dispensary. A laboratoiy assistant and a compounder belong to 
his staff at the headquarters. A male nurse is also provided from the 
Aruna Amita Fund to attend the patients at their homes. 

2567 outdoor patients were treated during tlie year at the Sri- 
niketan dispensary. 24 patients, of which 22 were suffering from cata- 
ract, were admitted to the hospital, all of whom were discharged 
cured. 

Aruna Amita nursing work : The worker attended 832 patients 
at their homes belonging to 28 villages during the year. 

Preventive measures : The programme of preventive measures 
was followed as usual. The following chart will show the work in 
this connection :

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AGRICULTURE 

Farm: — The Sriniketan Agriculture Farm is maintained for 
demonstration and multiplication of improved seeds for distribution 
to the cultivators. Seeds and seedlings are distributed free of charge 
or, sometimes, at a nominal cost. During the year under report the 
farm proper consisted of 10 bighas double crop land on which the 
following crops were grown : Darjeeling potato, tomato, onion, 
radish, brinjal, pepper, cotton, Motihari tobacco, peas and other winter 
vegetables. Two bighas were put under sugar-cane Co. 213 for multi- 
plication of sets for distribution, gur and sugar making. There is one 
bigha under banana plantation. Fifty-seven bighas of Badhkalmakati 
and Jhingasal varieties of paddy were also grown on the farm and 
cultivated by^ Adhidars. The weather conditions not being favourable 
satisfactory yields were not obtained this year. 

Agriculture in the villages : For the last two years we have 
been trying to introduce new crops within the intensive area. In 
this short period we have succeeded in introducing Sugarcane 
No. Co. 213 and improved seed of Jhingasal paddy. This work 
has been highly appreciated by the cultivators of the locality and 
during the year under review we tried tobacco in Ruppur 
village, and the crop proved very successful. So next year we shall 
try to introduce it in four more villages. The outturn of Darjeeling 
potato is much larger than that of the local variety. We have distri- 
buted 5 maunds of Darjeeling potato red round seeds. From the 
growth of the plant in the field we are assured that the soil is quite 
suited for the Darjeeling seed. Arrangements have been made in 
several villages to grow deshi varieties under the same conditions 
in order to check results. We have also helped to introduce the follow- 
ing new crops: wheat, cauliflower, cabbage, sugarcane Co. 2J3 and 
jhingasal paddy. Free seeds and grafts were also supplied to the 
villagers to encourage them to start vegetable and fruit gardens. 391 
grafts were supplied to 105 villagers and 12684 seedlings of various 
kinds to 109 villagers. 

Dharmagolas: — 7 dharmagolas have been organised, out of which 
four are in Santalpara Centre^ one in Bandgora, one inGoalpara and one 
in Ballabhpur. 
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Dairy: — The total stock in the dairy on the 30th September 
1937 consisted of 18 milch cows— 10 pure Sindhi and 8 Multani 
mixed breeds. There were two Sindhi stud bulls, 10 heifers and 15 
calves. The total quantity of milk produced was 312 mds. 2 srs. 
11 chs. which was sold at six seers per rupee, except during the sum- 
mer and Puja vacations when the prices had to be lowered. 9J bighas 
were put under Napier grass. Joar and cowpea were grown on 0 
bighas of land and Guinea grass on 10 kathas. The cattle thrived 
better with the supply of green fodder. These fodder crops should 
be grown on an extenpive area next year and stored ia silos so that 
the silage can be utilised in place of green crops when there is 
scarcity of fodder. If arrangement for irrigation can be made more 
land can be put under Napier and Guinea grasses and much higher 
3 uelds can be obtained than at present. 

Goatery: — During the year under review there were 6 milch 
goats of Jamunapari and Deshi breeds, 5 bucks, 7 kids, 2 Manipuri and 
1 Jamunapari stud goats, and 1 cross doe. The animals are thriving well. 
The dry climate of the district seems to suit the Jamunapari breed. 
A considerable number of deshi she-goats in the neighboux'ing villages 
were served at the farm by Jamunapari and Manipuri stud goats and 
very satisfactory results were obtained. It is expected the cross breeds 
will stand the climate better than the original ones. One milch goat 
died during the year. 


INDUSTRY 

Weaving at Sriniketan: IDuring the year under review 47 stu- 
dents from different parts of Bengal and other provinces received train- 
ing in the Weaving Department. 

Out of these 23 have completed their training and 9 have started 
weaving in their homes, 2 have received employment in Cotton Mills 
as Weaving and Dyeing Assistants, 2 are working as apprentices in 
the spinning section of Bangeswari Cotton Mill and the remaining 8 
are working in our Weaving Department on contract system and 
maintaining their family with their income. 

The powerlooms and preparatory machines which were fitted up 
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last year have given satisfactory results and the products were sold at 
reasonable prices. We have sold about Rs. 8,000/- worth of cloth 
of which about Rs. 6,000/- was realised in cash. 

At present the department runs 11 handloorns, 5 Swedish looms, 
10 powerlooms, 8 different varieties of preparatory machines. There is 
also elaborate arrangement for durry and carpet making and a labora- 
tory for dyeing and printing. 50 students can be given training at a 
time. 

Weaving in the villages: Yarn and designs were supplied and 
necessar}^ instructions were given to 15 village weavers, among them 
8 were from Surul, 5 from Raipur,^ from Bandar, 1 from Bhuban- 
danga and 1 from Bolpur. 

We received a grant from the Birbhum District Board with 
which was started a weaving school at BalJabhpur. Altogether 15 
men and woitien received training during the year, most of whom are 
earning a decent amount by working in their leisure hours. 

Out of the donation which was received from the District Magis- 
trate about Rs. 40/- have been spent to erect a mud house at Santal- 
para where 6 pit looms have been set up and JO Santal boys are 
receiving training to weave cloth according to their needs. Some of 
them have been able to maintain themselves by their earning. Besides 
these, three others have set up looms in their houses. 

During the last two years 60 village boys of Goalpara Weaving 
Centre received training in weaving from the government peripatetic 
weaving teachers. From July J 5th, 1937, we have taken charge of 
supervising their work. We are supplying them materials and designs 
and helping them in marketing the produce of their looms. 

Handicrafts : The following varieties of crafts were produced 
during the year under report in this section, viz: — artistic leather- 
work, shoe-making, book-binding, lacquer work, toy-making, basketry, 
pottery and batik work. 

The products of this department were sent to different exhibi- 
tions during the year, and the sale of goods was very satisfactory. 

The Government Industry Department, which deputed a shoe- 
making demonstration party to Sriniketan for 6 months, kindly 
extended the period of demonstration for 4 months more at our 
request. A dozen students were trained in this craft. 
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We carried on experiments in pottery, but difficulties being 
experienced in glazing, we requested the Government Industries 
Department to depute a demonstration party. They are expected to 
arrive early next year. 

During the year under report, the sale of finished goods amoun- 
ted to E>s. 7,300/-, sale in the previous year being 4,000/-. 

The number of students under training during the year was 67. 



PUBLISHING DEPARTMENT 


Charuchandra Bhattacharya continued to act as Secretary of the 
Publishing Department with Kishorimohan Santra as Assistant 
Secretary during the year under review. Tlie Publishing Board was 
reconstituted in accordance with the new Regulations passed by the 
Samsad in 1936 and met 14 times in 1937. 

Publications : The following new books of Rabindranath Tagore 
were published during the year : — KkapclUtara ( A book of juvenile 
poems illustrated by the poet ), KaLantar ( A collection of new essays 
on politics ), Se ( A Fantasia illustrated by the author ), Chharar (Uihahi 
( A book of jitvenile poems illustrated by Nandalal Bose ), and Bisva- 
Paridiuya An illustrated science primer ). Saptajxiroii ( An 
illustrated Sanskrit primer ) by Pandit Nitai Benode Goswami of 
Santiniketan, and Gora { dramatised version ), by Mr. Naresh 
Chandra Mitra were also published during the year. It is for 
the first time in the history of the Publishing Department that an 
attempt was made for publishing illustrated books, and KhapcJihara, 
and Chharar ChJuihi, profusely illustrated by the Poet and Nandalal 
Bose, have already attracted considerable public notice both in India 
and abroad. The following reprints were issued during the period : — 
Kailta O Kahiiii^ 7iigreji Bruit i Biksha, Naihxdya^ Nabagitika^ 
Part II, Charitrapuja^ B(tnc1tAiy Uo., Binuir Tari, Tapati, Kanika^ 
Gfiare-Baire, KaJtini, Chokhe/r Bail, Bamaj^ Chayatiika, and Saha} 
Pathj Part II. 

As noted last year the Publishing Department continued to 
publish outside books and two books of poems, namely, Baptapami 
and Paraaja by Principal Surendranath Maitra were published. 
Agency for the sale of a few outside publications were also taken 
up. 

H indl Section : Mr. Ramananda Chatterjee, Fditor, ‘^Modern 
Review’^ and “Prabasi”, was authorised by Rabindranath Tagore to 
publish translations of his Bengali works in the Hindi language andMr. 
Chatterjee published five such translations, namely, Oalpaguchha (Tran- 
slation of a few short stories from the Bengali Gaipaguchha ) Sorashi 
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( translation of a few short stories from the Bengali Galpa<jachiui ), 
Knmudini ( translation of Bengali novel, Jogajog), Rush Ki Chifhi 
( translation of Bengali Rushiar Chithi), and Siksim Kaisi Hay ( tran- 
slation of a number ol Bengali essays on education ) during the last few 
years. But the authorities of the Publishing Department decided to 
take up publication of Hindi translations and Mr. Chatterjee very 
kindly consented to their proposal. The stock-in-hand of all Hindi tran- 
slations was purchased from the Prabasi office at S5% of the retail value 
of the books and the Hindi Section of the Publishing Department was 
started in May, amount required for purcliaaing the stock being 
advanced as loan by the Publishing Department. A Hindi Transla- 
tion Board consisting of Messrs. Sitaram Sakseria, Hazariprosad 
D wived i, Kshitimohan Sen, Rathindranati; Tagore, Kishorimohan 
Santra, and Charuchandra Bhattacharya has also been appointed. 

The accounts of the newly-created Hindi section have been 
completely separated from those of the General Section of the 
Publishing Department and a separate Balance Sheet for the Hindi 
Section has been drawn up foi* 1986-37. The Balance Sheet shows a 
loss of Rs. 144/-but it should be noted that the Department was started 
only in May and the stock has been valued at 25% of the retail price 
of the books whereas the stock was purchased at 85% . If the stock- 
value was shown at 35% there would have been a considerable 
profit. 

The Publishing Department has arranged for the publication of a 
series of authorised translations of Rabindranath Tagore's works 
in Hindi from original Bengali and has already published Chara 
Adhya. the latest Bengali novel of the Poet, in .1937. Twenty-four 
unauthorised translations in Hindi have been so far traced out and 
legal actions are being taken. 

Copyright : The Publishing Depai’tment also looked after the 
film and performance rights of the PoePs works and realised Rs. 2,520/ 
on that account during the year. 

Sale and Financial Adm/ln.istraiion ; dffie sale of publications 
has shown progress during the year. The gross sale of books in 
1936-37 amounted to Rs. 34,672-7-6 against Rs. 33,981-2-3 in 1935-36, 
Rs. 30,003 10-0 in 1934-36 and Rs. 27, 791 -12-0 in 1933-34. After 
making allowances for working expenses, interest on loan to Kala- 
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Bhavana Fund and l^estonji P. Pocha Fund { Ks. 630/- ), royalty to 
General Office and other authors ( its. 7,580-1-3 ), depreciation ( Its. 
64-13-0 ), the net cash profit carried over to the Balance Sheet was 
.Rs. 4,264G,4-0. 


SANTINIKETAN PRESS 

The working of the Santiniketan Press continued to show good 
result. During the year 1936-37 the total income realized from orders 
executed came to Rs. 12,117-5-0, as against Rs. 11,268-12-3 for the 
previous year. The total revenue expenditure for the year was 
Rs. 10, 981-4-6, of which Rs. 832-15-0 was depreciation on Types, 
Machinery and Furniture. The net profit was Rs. 1,191-13-6 as against 
Rs. 1,500-12-3 for the previous year. 

Ramesh Chandra Roy Chowdhury was Manager upto the middle 
of April 1937, when the management of the Press was vested with 
a Sub-committee with K. R. Kripalani as Secretary. 

A large number of outside orders were executed.

In submitt/ing the attached Balance Sheets and Accounts of 
Visva-Bharati for the year ending 30th September, 1937, compiled 
from the books and vouchers presented to us and from the information 
and explanations supplied, we have to make the following remarks : — 

1. Kalab}i((van<t Fund : — The Income and Expenditure Account 
of this Fund has l)een incorporated in the Santiniketan Income & 
Expenditure Account and the balance of this account has been carried 
to the General Revenue Account. 

2. Bir J. S. LUnhdi Indological Library Fund : — The Capital of 
this Fund has been separately invested as shown in the Fund Balance 
Sheet, and the income earned during the year has been credited to 
the Library Account. 

3. Samglt Bhavana Fund : — The Capital grant of Rs. 5,000/- 
received this year from the President's Fund has been invested in Fixed 
Deposit with the Visva-Bharati Central Co-Operative Bank Ltd. Two 
Fi^ved Deposits of Rs. 3,000/- with Visva-Bharati Urban Co-Operative 
Bank Ltd. and Rs. 2,000/- with Visva-Bharati Central Co-Operative 
Bank Ltd. both of which matured during the year, have been re- 
invested in Buildings. This year's Revenue surplus has been carried 
forward in the Fund Account. 

4. Maluddiarat Collation Fund & Siuio-Indian St/adies Fund : — 
The donations received for these Funds have been shown in the 
respective Fund Accounts and the unspent balances of these Funds 
have been carried forward. 
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5. Government Paper & Port Trust Debentures ; — The invest- 
ments of Kalabhavana Fund, Bai Hira Bai Fund and Sangit Bhavana 
Fund in Government Papers and Port Trust Debentures have been 
shown on the Balance Sheets at their nominal values. The Govern- 
ment Paper of Nizam Fund account has been shown at cost and 
includes the interest paid for on the date of purchase. The Govern- 
ment Papers of all other Funds have been shown in the Balance Sheets 
at their cost price, and the interests paid for on the dates of purchase 
have been adjusted against the interests received. 

6. Outstandings at San t iniketan : — 

(a) Tuition Fees : — This includes a sum of Bs. 3,999-14-0 
on account of old Outstanding and Rs. 2,030-8-0 for this 
year, but we do not know how far the same is realisable. 

(b) Bills' Outstanding: — The total bills Outstanding from 
the local residents is Rs. 1,735-14-9, of which Rs.275-12-3 
for 1934-35, Rs. 136-1-G for 1935-36 and Es. 1, 324-1-0 
for 1936-37. 

7. Outstanding at Gemeral Offi.ce : — 

( a ) This includes Rs. 12,955-12-3 being interest outstanding 
from Patisar Krishi Bank, Rs. 4,000/- being collected 
during the year from last year’s outstanding balance. 

( b ) We find that the amount of Rs. 38/- paid to Kalimohan 
Ghose for travelling is lying unadjusted from 1934-35. 

8. Interest on Investments: — Only Rs. 4,000/- out of the old 
outstanding has actually been realised. We have not credited the 
interest due from Patisar Krishi Bank this year. The total amount 
of interest due from Patisar Krishi Bank is as follows : —

Out of this only Rs. 12,955-12-3 has been shown as outstanding. 

According to the Samsad Resolution the rate of interest of Doan 
to City College has been reduced to 6 % from October, 1936. The 
whole of this year’s interest has not been paid by City College although 
shown as outstandings. 
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9. Srinil'etan : — The income of the Departments has been 
incorporated in the Accounts as per certified returns from the Head of 
the Departments. 

10. Out-^fa/ndinfjfs at Sriniketan : — We find that tlie balance of 
this account is increasing from j’^ear to year and no proper steps are 
taken for realisation of old dues. Some old outstanding balances 
appear to be irrecoverable which should be written off. 

11. Overhead Cammissior of Ivdiistrial Dept : — According to 
the Samsad Resolution No. 2(a) dated 23-3-37, the overhead commi- 
ssion was sanctioned ((Ti7^% on gross sale. But we find that 
commission has been paid on cash realised on this year's Cash and 
Credit sales, and no liability has been shown for this year’s Outstand- 
ing credit sales. 

12. Loan to City College We have to report that we have 
not seen the original deed for the loan of Rs 20,050 11-0 out of 
Es. 1,45,050/-, a certified copy however was produced to us. 

According to the resolution of the Bamsad we have transferred 
this loan to City College to the respective Fund Accounts, who made 
this investment through General Office 

13. Chinese. Hall Fund We find that out of this Fund 
Es. 1,801-8-0 has been invested in securing land from Sj. Ajindra Nath 
Tagore, the relating deed of which has been executed in the name of 
Sj. Eathindranath Tagore, 

14. Puhlishivg Dept : Outstandings lis, fjfi7 1-10-9 : — This 
amount includes old outstandings brought forward from : 1929 30, 
Es. 28-14-0 ; 1980-31, Es. 14-12-0; 1931-32, Es. 20-14 G ; 1982-33, 
Es. 55-4-6 ; 1983-84, Es. 59-12-0 ; 1934-35, Es. 72-1-3 ; 1935-86, 
Es. 270/9/-. These amounts are due mostly from the then Committee 
Members and we cannot understand why these are not yet realised. If 
these are unrealisable they should be written off. 

15. Printing Dept In this Department the outstandings as 
old as of 1930-31, are still being carried forward and several bills for 
dei^artmental works have not been adjusted. 

We find that upto March, 1937, the accounts and vouchers have 
been passed by the Press Manager whose authority has no formal 
sancuion.

Friends, 

' I beg to submit the following report of the working of Visva- 
Bbarati for the year 1938. 

The Parishat at its last annual meeting had sanctioned the 
change of the closing date of the financial year of Yisva-Bbarati from 
30th September to Slst March, and accordingly we are presenting to- 
day the audited accounts for the half-year ending Slst March/38 and 
the Balance Sheets as at 31st March/38. The position of the General 
Fond as at Slat March/38 should have been quite satisfactory, if the 
expected dues of interest from the City College had been received. In 
April last we received Es. 6,000/- from the City College as interest 
against the total sura due of Es. 13,223-4-6. We have since then 
received no further payment from the City College, either against the 
arrear, or current, dues of interest, which both make up a sum of 
Es. 14,750-8-6 as at 30th November, 1938. We have naturally great 
sympathy with the City College in its difficulties and have willingly 
postponed pressing our claim, even though it has meant no little 
hardship to some of our departments, in order to help the worthy 
institute to tide over its difficulties. And we are very glad to be assur- 
ed by the authorities that the position of the College has considerably 
improved during the current year and we may expect to receive the 
balance of interest dqe before the end of the financial year. 
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In view of the rapidly increasing scope of Visva-Bharati’s 
activities and in order to ensure regular and up-to-date checking of 
our accounts, we have instituted, with the permission of the Samsad, 
the practice of having our accounts audited every month. 

The educational activities of the various institutions at Santini- 
ketan and Sriniketan, have, T am happy to report, registered consider- 
able progress during the current year. A department of Indian 
Philosophy was added to the Vidyabhavana and we were fortunate in 
getting the services of Prof. Phanibhusan Adhikari, assisted by 
Sj. Benoy Gopal Boy : they have three M. A. students working under 
them as research scholars. A separate Assistant Librarian was also 
appointed for the Vidyabhavana to look after the books and MSS. and 
to prepare a catalogue of the same. 

But no progress in other respects can make up for tlie loss of 
our dear friend and colleague, Maulana Ziauddin of the Department 
of Islamic Studies, who was suddenly snatched away by typhoid at 
Amritsar in July last. One of the finest products of Visva-Bharati, 
Maulana Ziauddin combined in himself the profound erudition of a 
true scholar with the rare charm of a rich, humane personality. It 
will not be easy to fill his place either in the Department which he 
did so much to build up or in the asrama which he enriched with his 
love and disinterested service. Our deepest sympathies are with his 
wife and children. T am glad to inform you that the Samsad has 
sanctioned a gratuity of Rs. HfiOOj- which, along with the Provident 
Fund dues, may help them in their sudden misfortune. 

The Cheena-Bhavana ( Department of Sino-Indian Studies ) 
completed its first year in March last and its achievements in that 
short period encourage us to build high hopes for its future. Several 
important research works are under preparation and one by Pandit 
Sujit Mukherjee is already in press. Prof. Tan-Yun-Shan went on 
leave to China last April and, although his return has been delayed 
by the unsettled conditions in South China, lie hopes to be able to 
join us soon. The sympathy of this Institution, as also the sympathy 
of our whole nation, is with his brave people in the severest crisis of 
their history. During Prof. Tan's absence, Mahamahopadhyay Pandit 
Vidhushekhara Bbattacharya, better known among us as our Shastri- 
mahashaya, has A^ery kindly agreed to direct the academic activities, 
of the Department, for which purpose he has been regularly visiting 
the Institution about once every month. We hope that even after 
Prof. Tan’s return, Shastrimabashya will continue his valuable; 
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co-operation to the Department, of which the first foundations were 
laid by him. We also regret the absence of Dr. V. Grokhale, our 
ex-student, whose term for which he was lent by the Deccan Educa- 
tion Society expired in April last. Pandit Aiyaswami, also an ex- 
student of Visva-Bharati^ and highly qualified in Chinese and Tibetan 
Studies, has since been working in his place. Eama Angi Wangdi, 
a Tibetan scholar, has also been added to the staff to help in Tibetan 
studies. We hope the generosity of Seth Yugal Kisliore Birla, which 
has so far made possible the success of this new* :ind valuable centre 
of Sino-Indian Studies, will continue to ensure it. 

The Hindi-Bhavana , whose foundation stone wns laid by C. E, 
Andrews in January last, and the cost of whosu construction is being 
met from the donation received by the Trustees of the Estate of the 
late Kai Bahadur Bisseswarlal Halwasiya, is nearing completion and 
we hope that by the end of January next we shall have the honour of 
having it declared formally open by Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 

In the Kalabhavana, the two new blocks of the students’ hostel 
and a separate studio for modelling classes, for which we had received 
donation from Seth Brijmohan Birla, were completed. The ceiling 
of the new hostel is being decorated with frescoes b 3 ^ the students 
under the direction of Benode Behari Mukherjee. A new hall has also 
been constructed as an annexe to the Kalabhavana Museum, to lodge 
the paintings and some other valuable relics, presented b}^ Mrs. Havell 
in memory of the late Mr. E. B. Havell. The opening ceremon}^ was 
recently performed by Mr. P. R. Das of Patna, who has also very 
kindly promised to the Museum the gift of some original paintings of 
Abaniiidranath Tagore, Nandalal Bose and Surendranath Kar from his 
collection. The staff suffered a serious loss in the deatli of Snkumari 
Devi, who was a valued colleague for so many years. 

Nandalal Bose, with some of his staff and students, had to be 
away from the asrama for about three months to Haripiira where he 
had been asked by Mahatma Gandhi to take charge of the arts section 
of the Haripura session of the Indian National Congress. 

A separate Hall for the department of Music and Dancing has 
also been sanctioned by the Samsad for construction and we hope be- 
fore the new academic year commences in July B)39, it will be ready 
for use. The activities of the Department have increased so much of 
late and classes have to be held in so many different subjects that a 
many-roomed Hall is a very urgent necessity. The Department has 
many students, of whom six hold scholarships from the Government of 
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Bengal. The ??angit-bhavana is now a full-fledged department, with 
adequate provision for teaching in Dancing, both Manipuri and Katha- 
kali. Vocal Music, both classical and Bengali, and Instrumental Music, 
including Sitar, Israj and Tabla. Naturally the Department has to 
maintain a large and competent staff, to which has recently been added 
the talent of our ex-student, Amita Ben. We hold no endowments 
from whose income the increasing expenses of this important depart 
ment could be met. Apart, therefore, from the artistic and educative 
value of the dramatic and music performances that are organised every 
year in Calcutta and other places, they have the further virtue of 
necessity. Last year the performance of Chandalika in Calcutta proved 
a great success, which, we hope, will also attend the forthcoming 
performances which have been arranged for February next. The 
party was also invited in March last to several places in East 
Bengal where the performances of Chitrangada were very well 
received. In connection with Bangit-bhavana, I must not let this 
opportunity go of conveying our sincere thanks to the Baja of Awagarh, 
whose gift of Rs. 20,000/- to the Foundei-President was earmarked by 
the latter for this department. 

One new wing has also been added to the Sreebhavana ( Girls' 
Plostel ). Although the accommodation for girl-students has been 
thus considerably increased during the current year, it has not kept 
pace with the ever-growing number of applicants for admission from 
all parts of India, of whicli several have to remain on the waiting 
list. 

The four new blocks for the Biksha-bhavana ( College ) hostel, 
towards the building of which we had received a capital grant of Rs. 
7,279/- from the Government of Bengal, were also completed during the 
year and have considerably helped in improving the arrangement for 
the students' residence. In this connection I may also mention that we 
have recently received a revenue grant of Rs. 5,000/- from the Govern- 
ment of Bengal for the educational activities at Santiniketan. We 
hope the grant will not only be continued but considerably enlarged to 
meet the needs of our rapidly growing institutions. 

The Patha-bhavana and Biksha-bhavana have maintained their 
progress during the year and the results at the University Examina- 
tions were satisfactory. In order to help the administration of these 
two important departments, the Founder President has kindly per- 
mitted Anil Kumar Chanda to add to his duties as his private secretary, 
the duties of the Adhyaksha of the Siksha-bbavana as well. Pramoda- 
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ranjan Ghosh continued to act as the Adhyaksha of the Patha- 
bhavana . 

The following students were awarded the Visva-Bharati Diploma 
during the year: —

Dave ( Sikshabhavana ). 

I am further happy to report that during the year under review 
Sriniketan too can claim several new additions and improvements in 
its activities. The most valuable addition to the staff lias been 
Bukumar Chatterjee who joined in October last. 1 had already report- 
ed last year that the Samsad had separated the industrial activities at 
Sriniketan from the general rural reconstruction activities and had 
created a separate Silpa-bhavana Board to run them as a separate 
department. Gour Gopal Ghosh, as a Deputy Bachiva of Sriniketan, 
has been placed in charge of this new department and Bukumar 
Chatterjee was appointed by the Samsad as a Deputy Sachiva for the 
rural reconstruction department. To co-ordinate the activities of the 
two departments during the first period of trial, T liave been entrusted 
with the duties of the Sachiva. 

Two new crafts, namely, paper-making and pottery, have been 
added, and wdth the help of Government Demonstration parties, several 
of our workers are being trained in the process. A new oven for pottery 
is under construction and a new brick-shed for dyeing, which we have 
decided to revive. Another addition to the Industries Hall is a new 
show room, still under construction, where the various products will be 
exhibited for sale. An emporium at 210, Cornwallis Street in Calcutta, 
was also opened last montli by the Congress President, Bj. Bubhas 
Chandra Bose. The production in the various sections of the Industry 
Hall has increased so greatly and promises to increase so much more 
that it became necessary to have our own marketing centre in Calcutta. 
We also hope that an emporium of the nature we have opened will 
help considerably in creating, rather re-creating, a taste in the public 
mind for these beautiful, but unfortunately, languishing, handicrafts 
of this country. 

But although the business side of the Bilpa-hhavana has develop- 
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ed so rapidly, we have not been unmindful of our primary concern, 
whicli is to develop these crafts as aids to the livelihood of the villagers 
living around. Besides the students of Siksha-satra and Siksha- 
charcha-bhavana who are each trained in handicrafts as a necessary 
part of their curriculum, as many as forty apprentices from the villages 
are i-egularly trained in the various crafts and are thereby enabled to set 
up as independent craftsmen later on. We have also our demonstra- 
tors in villages, both in crafts and in farming, who instruct villagers in 
their own homes. 

As regards i'. e educational activities at Briniketan, they were ably 
looked after by Dhivcndramohan Sen, who, on his return from Europe 
last June, took over their charge. The Siksha-charcha-bhavana 
( Guru Training School ) has now forty students, getting training as 
future village school teachers. 

The training camp for rural workers which was held for one 
month in November last proved very successful. Students came from 
many distant parts of India, some from as far as Ceylon. Some stu- 
dents from Santiniketan also joined the course, which consisted of both 
theoretical lectures and of practical work in the villages. Certificates 
were awarded to all those who went through the full course. In view 
of the wide interest created by this experiment and the number of ap- 
])lications we are receiving from candidates for this sort of training, 
we have decided to institute a regular school for rural reconstruction 
with a course lasting nine months. We have an adequate staff for the 
purpose and we hope to utilise our experience in rural reconstruction 
and our actual field of work for the benefit of those who might wish to 
take up such work in their own villages. 

The Ijok-siksba-samsad, which was started last year as an ex- 
periment in adult education for the Bengal villages, has already justified 
our lio|:)es and several candidates took advantage of the scheme and sat 
for the examination this year. 

'The Publishing Department has been doing good work as usual. 
The new venture of publishing Hindi translations of the Founder- 
President’s writings has proved successful and promises to be a fruitful 
source of income as well. 

The term of office of our Vice-president, Mr. C. C. Dutt expires 
on the last date of this month. His guidance and co-operation during 
his term of office has been of inestimable value to us all and we would 
have been very happy if his health could have made it possible for him 
to accept the office for another term. On the recommendation of the 
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Founder-President, the Samsad has elected Mr. C. F. Andrews as Vice™ 
Pr^JBident for the years 1939 and 1940. 

Of my Colleagues in administration, Kisborimohan Santra and 
Krishna Kripalani acted as Assistant General Secretaries, Cham 
Chandra Bhattacharya as Secretary, Publishing Department, assisted 
by Kisborimohan Santra, Surendranath Kar, as Secretary, Santiniketan, 
Gour Gopal Ghosh and Sukumar Chatterjeo as Deputy Secretaries at 
Sriniketan, in charge of the Industries and Kural lieconstmction 
Departments respectively. Pandit Vidhushekhar Bhattacharya avS 
Honorary Director of the C’heena Bliavana, Kshirirnoban Sen, Nandalal 
Bose, Pramodaranjan Ghosh and Anil Kumar Chanda as^Principals 
of Vidyabhavana, Kalabhavana, Patbabhavnna and Sikshabhavana 
respectively. 

During the year under review seven meetings of the Samsad and 
sixteen meetings of the Karma-Samiti were held. I take this opportu- 
nity of thanking my colleagues in the Committees for their unfailing 
courtesy and co-operation.

PRESIDENT'S OFFICE 


Ever since his last serious illness in the autumn of 1987, the 
Eounder-President has been feeling the burden of his years and 
consequently has been keeping himself away from all public activity. 
During the year under review it was probably the first time in many 
long years that he did not have a single public engagement. He 
could not even deliver in person the address which he had specially 
written at the invitation of Lady Bose to inaugurate the series of 
J. Cv Bose Memorial Lectures at the Bose Institute in Calcutta, nor 
could he go to Hyderabad to receive the D. Litt. degree which the 
Osmania University had conferred on him. He, however, often 
gave his views on important public matters in the form of public 
letters and messages, some of which attracted world -wide attention, 
particularly his correspondence with the Japanese Poet Noguchi on 
the Sino- Japanese Conflict and his letters to a Czech friend on the 
Sudetan Problem. 

He spent the summer months at Kalimpong where he ke[)t 
himself assiduously engaged in writing a popular book on Bengali 
Language which has since then been published by the Calcutta 
University. Two new books of poems were published, “Senjuti” and 
“Prahasini’' ; there were also several reprints and new editions of his 
older books, and a Hindi translation of “Visva-Parichay”. 

On the occasion of bis last birth-day, the All-India Kadio made 
elaborate arrangements for a benedictory programme from their 
Calcutta Station, in reply to which Kabindranath himself recited a 
new poem which he had specially written for the occasion ; it w^as 
relayed from Kalimpong to Calcutta for transmission. 

In December last, an exhibition of his pictures was organised 
in London under the auspices of the India Society which was opened 
by the Marquess of Zetland. The exhibition attracted much public 
attention and there were special reviews in most of the important 
))apers. 

There has been no change in his personal staff, Anil Kumar 
Chanda continuing to act as his Secretary,

DEPABTMENT OF RESEABCH IN INDOLOGY 

An event which cast its shadow over the Mdiole institution was 
the passing away of Maulana Ziauddin, a dear and devoted friend 
and colleague, on July 8, at Amritsar. His spotless character, his 
breadth of mind, his extensive knowledge of his special subject, and 
his general nature will ever be an abiding memory in our institution 
to which he first came sixteen years ago, as a student. The void 
created by his death in the Department of Islamic Studies will be 
very difficult to fill up for many a year. 

Another gap has been created by the departure from our midst 
of Manibhai Patel, who was m charge of tlie Department of Zoro- 
astrian Studies. He has gone to Bombay on one year’s leave with 
eifect from the eve of the Puja vacation. 

There has been a valuable acquisition, since July last, to the ranks 
of our colleagues in the person of Phanibhusan Adhikari, an exmdite 
and experienced senior Professor of Indian Philosophy, who worked in 
the Benares Plindu Dniversity for several years. He has taken charge 
of the Department of Indian Philoso[)hy. 

Another addition to the staff has been Hhashadhar Banner ji, 
who joined as Assistant Librarian for Vidyabhavana on March 2. 

After the death of Maulana Ziauddin, Gurdial Mallik was 
looking after the Islamic Department. He has sorted out the 
miscellaneous literary papers of the Maulana Sahib, some of which 
are valuable and would be helpful to his successors in the Department, 

Research 

Medieaval Mysticism 

Kshitimohan Sen carried on research in the following subjects: — 

( a ) The origin and development of Jain Katantva V yaharana 
and the history of its promulgation in South India, Bengal and 
Kashmir. 

( b ) The life of Bhadrabahu, the earliest writer of Jain scrip- 
tures and canons and the early history of Jainism in Bengal,

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( c ) !Epigraphical evidences to demonstrate the existence in 
Bengal of higher democratic principles in ownership of land and of 
popular rights and privileges. 

( d ) Establishing the independence in origin of the Chaitanya 
cult, which is generally, though erroneously, considered as an offshoot 
of the Madhva cult ; 

( e ) The origin and history of worship of liama in medieval India ; 

( f ) The religious and non-religious ballads of Rajputana ; 

( g ) The prevalence of the spirit of Catholicism in the great 
men of medieval India ; and in the existence of the same spirit in the 
religious centres in ( during the same period ) medieval India. 

Research in the life of Saint Ravidas was continued by Kshiti- 
mohan Sen and an article about him was contj ibuted to the '‘Visva- 
Bharati Quarterly”. 

His manuscript of “The contribution of Bengal to Indian 
Culture” is ready for the press. 

During the summer vacation some ha%d monasteries were visited 
and songs collected ; while during the Puja vacation be visited monas- 
teries in Rajputana, Kathiawar and Gujrat and collected some son^s 
of the saints. 

Ohintamani Apte joined the Department as his special student, 
and has been taught Maham irvan tantra and is now studying 
Vaishnava doctrines. Two lectures a week on Rabindranath's 
literature in Bengali were regularly delivered by Kshitimohan 8en.

Phanibhusaii Adhikari is in charge of this section. Three 
stipendiary scholars are working in the Department on the following 
subjects : — 

1. Anil Kumar Roy Choudhuri, m a. in Philosophy ( Calcutta 
University ) : Subject of Research — Ajnana in Sankara 
Vedanta ( with special reference to post-Sanskrit representa- 
tives of the position ). 

N. Subrahmanyam Iyer, m. a. in Sanskrit ( Calcutta Uni- 
versity ) : Subject of Research — ^J^he Religious Background 
of Indian Philosophy. 

8. Vijayamurti Jain, m. a. in Philosophy ( Benares Hindu 
University ) : Subject of Research — Jaina-Nyaya as 

expounded in Prabha Chandra's Prameya-Kamala Marianda, 
w^hich is an authoritative masterly work on the subject. 
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Each of the scholars has been given a scheme of work and 
relevant studies in connection with his subject of research, and the,y 
all appear to be working assiduously under the scheme. It is expected 
they will be able to produce the result of their undertakings by the 
end of the present session. 

Binoy Gopal Roy m. a. in Philosophy ( Calcutta University ) 
who is attached to this department as an Assistant Professor, has had 
to be deputed to help in the teaching of philosophy and logic in the 
College Department ( Siksha-bhavana ). The subject of his research 
on which he is working in Vidyabhavana is : A Comparative Study of 
the Philosophy of Bosanquet. 

Isla 7?7 ic Studies 

( a ) Maulana Ziauddin completed the editing of the Braja 
Bhaka Dictionary of Mirza Khan which is now ready for the Press. 

( b ) His article on ‘'Moslem Internationalism^’ was published 
in “iVsia'\ ( June 1988 ) while his article on ' Iqbal, the Poet” was 
published in '' Visva-Bharati Quarterly” ( February — May, 1988 ). 

( c ) He completed his short thesis on “History of the 
Assassins”. 

( d ) He liad started his woi-k on the development of cultural 
relations between Hindus and Moslems in India which unfortunately 
has been now interrupted by his death. 

All this he accomplished notwithstanding his heavy teaching 
work in Urdu and Persian in the School and College, 

Maulana Ajmal Khan completed his thesis in English on the 
“original aspects of Islam” before leaving the Department in March, 
1 988. 

Zoroastrian Studies 

Dr. Manibhai Patel continued his work on the ‘'Gathas of Zara- 
thustra” and the “Rigveda”. He contributed an article on ‘'Mandala 10, 
Hymn 71, of Rigveda” to the “Visva-Bharati Quarterly”. He had 
started his work on “Skandaswami-Bhashya of Bigveda Manclala 5 & 6”, 
when he left on a year's leave. He conducted B. A. Honours classes in 
Vedic Studies and Tjinguistics. 

Sukhamoy Bhattacharya arranged subject-wise the contents of the 
Mahabharata. He conducted a class in Siddhania Muktavali ( Indian 
Logic ) three times a week. He completed the teaching in class of 
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Sanlcshepa Shariraka in Vedanta, while his class teaching in Ratna 
Prava tika of Sankarbhatihya and in Purnana7idi IHppani 
continued.

In presenting the report of the Cheena bhavana for the year under 
review the first thing to be noted is the absence of Prof. Tan Yun- 
Shan, Director, Cheena-bhavana, which was very keenly felt. It was 
arranged that until he returned from his motherland, Pandit Vidhu- 
shekhara Phattacharya, as an honorary worker, would direct the 
studies. No less have we missed Dr.V. Gokhale, Professor of Buddhist 
Studies, who was recalled by the Deccan Education Society, Poona, 
as the term for which his services had been lent had expired. 
We are, however, glad to note that Pandit N. Aiyaswami Sastri, 
an old member of the staff of the Vidya-bhavana and^highly qualified for 
conducting research in Chinese and Tibetan Studies, was appointed in 
place of Dr. Gokhale. Lama Angi Wangdi was added to the staff for 
helping students in Tibetan studies. 

The staff thus consisted of :

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There we, re classes for comparative Chinese-Sanskrit and Tibetan- 
Sanskrit Studies held by Pandit N. Aiyaswami and Pandit Sujit 
Kumar Mukhopadhyaya respectively. Modern Tibetan was also taught 
by L/ama Angi Wangdi. Besides, for non-Indian students there were 
classes in Sanskrit, 

Towards the end of the session a special class was also arranged 
by Prof. Phanibhusan Adhikari of the Vidyabhavana for teaching non- 
Indian students of the Department Indian Philosophy. 

As regards research work by the members of the stall, it is to be 
mentioned that Pandit N. Aiyaswami, who wrote different papers 
before joining the department, on Chinese, Tibetan and Sanskrit 
subjects, was engaged in studying the Mahayif'i^atalaratna of I^hava- 
viveka. It is a very important work on Indian Logic. The work < wliich 
is now available only in Chinese ) requires not less than six mouths 
more to be completed. It may be noted that such works are naturally 
very difficult, requiring sufficient time and labour for their explanation 
and presentation in a suitable way. Pandit Bastri was also aiding in 
the Adyar Library publication a book called B/tavasankarani Sutra, 
reconstructed from Tibetan, which is expected to be published by the 
end of the current month. The following works are also in hand. 

( I ) Studies ill Santrantika Philosophy of which one paper is 
finished. 

( 2 ) A short History of Buddhism in South India, 

Pandit Sujit Kumar’s edition at TriHval)hAii)anir(lesa of Vasu- 
bandhu which was referred to in the last report is now in press and 
is expected to come out shortly. He has finished the restoration of 
a short tr*eatise NavasJohi-prajraparamita from its Tibetan and 
Chinese versions. He has been also studying its commentary 
both in Chinese and Tibetan. Besides, a comparative study of the 
Sanskrit and Tibetan versions of the Grammar of Panini as in the 
Praya(jVi Kaumudi, as well as the restoration of the Y'likJh^a^tikarika 
of Nagarjuna from its Chinese and Tibetan versions have been under- 
taken by him. 

Lama Angi Wangdi has been studying the Bhuvainthriima, attri- 
buted to Nagarjuna. 

Of the students, Rev. Shulu has been preparing a paper on the 
“Fundamental Principles of Chan Buddhism” ; and Rev. Fa-Chow 
and Rev. Sumangala have been writing their papers on the “Ceremo- 
nial process of entering into different stages by monks”, and “Buddha’s 
message on Ancient Indian Polity”, respectively. 
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KALA-BHAVANA 

DEPARTMENT OF FINE ARTS 

Construction of the two separate blocks of Students^ hostel and 
of a studio for modelling classes referred to in the last year’s report, 
was completed befoi'e the beginning of the Summer Vacation. An 
annexe to the Kala-Bhavana Museum, in the shape of a hall where 
the paintings, books, etc., presented by Mrs. K. B. HavelJ in 
memory of her late husband, are kept, was also built during the year. 
The hall, named after Mr. E. B. HavelJ, was opened by Mr. P. li. Has, 
who on the occasion promised the gift to the Museum of some famous 
original paintings of Abanindranath Tagore, Nandalal Bose, Burendra- 
nath Kar, in his possession. 

At the .invitation of Mahatma Gandhi, Nandalal Bose with some 
of his students went to Haripura to help in constructing and decorating 
the Congress Nagar for the Slst .session of the Indian National 
Congress. 

The ceiling of the new boys' hostel is being decorated with 
frescoes by students under the direction of Benode Behari Mukherjee. 
Ramkinkar Baij is building with the help of his students a concrete 
statue representing a Rantal family on the Hantiniketan and Sriniketan 
road. 

The staff suffered a serious loss in the death of Sukumari Hevi 
in July last who was an esteemed colleague for a number of years. 
Her place has not been filled up. Hiren Ghosh, who was in charge 
of the Museum and Library received appointment as a teacher in the 
Govt. Model Weaving School at Almora and left Santiniketan in June. 
A. Peruinal, an ex-student of Kala-Bhavana, has been appointed in 
his place. Selina Wickramaratna, Shukhlal Shah, Kiran Sinha, 
Rameshwar Shukla, Govardhan tPanchal, Harivadan Bhatt, and 
Monica Sen Gupta, who had completed their course of training at 
Kala-Bhavana, got appointments as Art Teachers at Simla, Surat, 
Madras, Wardha, Bombay, and Benares. 

At present there is arrangement for teaching 50 students ( both 
boys and girls ) in the Kalabhavana. As the teaching is on Studio 
lines and each pupil gets individual attention, it is not desirable to 
admit more pupils. Besides " students from the other departments 
attending as part time students, there were 48 regular students, 
27 boys and 21 girls. Of the boys 14 were from Bengal, 4 from the 
Bombay Presidency, 3 from the Punjab, 2 from Madras, 1 from the 
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U. P y 1 from Tripura and 2 from Udaipur. Of the girls, 9 were from 
Bengal, 5 from Sind, 2 from the Bombay Presidency, 2 from Madras, 
2 from the U. P. and 1 from Bihar. 

Nandalal Bose continued to act as the Principal. 


SANGIT-BHAVANA 

j>KPARTMENT OF MUSTO AND DAiSOINCi 

During the year the Department was under the direct guidance 
of the Founder-President. 

There were regular courses in the following subjects : Music 
( Classical and Modern Bengali ) ; Instrumental Music ( Sitar, Israj, 
Tabla ) ; Dancing ( Manipuri and South India ). Senior students of 
music were also taught musical notations. 

There were eight teachers and 24 special students. Besides the 
special students of the department, students from practically every 
other department, particularly Pathabhavana and Kalabhavana, 
attended the classes. Of the 24 whole-time students, 9 were boys 
( 5 from Bengal, 2 from Ceylon, 1 from Madras. ] from Japan ) and 16 
were girls ( 6 from Bengal, 8 from Sind, 2 from Madras, 1 from Assam, 
1 from the U. P., 1 from the Punjab, 1 from Bombay ). 

As usual several seasonal festivals were organised in the asrama 
during the year. The dance-drama “Chandalika’' was successfully 
staged in Calcutta. The party also toured several places in East 
Bengal, giving performances of “Chitrangada’' which were highly 
appreciated. 

The Government of Bengal maintained five scholarships for 
Music of Ks. 20/- per month each. 

SIKSH A-BH A V A N A 

GODDEGE 

♦Since 1932, the Patha-Bhavana and the Siksha-Bhavana were 
being administered by the same Adhineta, but with the growing work 
of the departments, it has been gradually found necessary to separate 
the departments once again for administrative purposes. Consequently, 
with effect from November 16, 1938, Pramada Banjan Ghose was 
appointed Rector of the Patha-bhavana and Anil Kumar Chanda 
principal of the Siksha-bhavana. This division in administrative 
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responsibility, however, does not signify any change in the educational 
principles of the departments. 

JDuring the year, there were 109 students on the rolls ; of them, 
64 came from Bengal, 1 from Assam, 2 from Behar, 8 from U. P., 
1 from C. P., 10 from the Punjab, 2 from Hyderabad State, 6 from 
Madras Presidency, 3 from Bombay Presidency, 8 from Sind, 1 from 
Nepal, 1 from China, 1 from South Africa, 1 from the Federated 
Malay States and 1 from China. 

Punyamoy Sen Gupta, m.a., adhyapaka of Botany, left in July, 1938, 
on a year’s study leave and in his place Sunil Kumar Mukherjee M.sc., 
has been officiating. Hiran Kumer Sanyal M. A., was appointed 
adhyapaka of Economics temporarily with effect from July, 1938. 
During August and September, Anil Kumar Chanda was absent 
on deputation leave and Prafulla Kumar Sen Gupta m. a., b. l., 
acted in his place. Balraj Sahni, m. a. ( Punjab ), was appointed 
temporarily an adhyapaka and took classes regularly in Hindi and 
English. He was also given special charge of tlie students of the 
Visva-Bharati course. 

The University results for the B. A. examination were very 
satisfactory. Of the 14 candidates who took the examination 12 
passed and 1 got distinction. One sat for and got Honours ( Second 
Class ) in Economics. The Intermediate results were comparatively^ 
disappointing, even though the percentage of passes were above the 
university average. 14 students sat for the I. A., of whom 7 passed : 
the corresponding figures for I. Sc. being 13 and 7. 

Four new residential blocks were added to the boys’ hostel which 
have considerably relieved the difficulty of accommodation, as most of 
the older buildings were practically unsuitable for dormitory purposes. 
These new hostels are all fitted with sanitary lavatories and bath rooms. 

A party of thirty college boys and girls, accompanied by the 
Principal, Anil Kumar Chanda, and two other teachers, went on an 
education tour in Orissa soon after the anniversary celebrations. The 
party visited Puri, Cuttack and Bhuvanesvar and were received every- 
where with great cordiality and warmth. 

Adhyapaka Kshitish Chandra Koy continues to act as the 
Warden of the College Hostels. 
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PATHA-BHAVANA 

SCHOOL 

There have been a few changes in the personnel of the staff 
during the year. Punyamoy Sen who used to help in looking after the 
infant section of the school department M^ent on leave in September 
last. Kana Devi volunteered her free services to look after the 
children in Sontoshalaya and her offer was thankfully accepted hy the 
Founder-President. She joined in November last and has been doing- 
excellent work and our best thanks are due to her. Santosh Kumar 
Pratihar, m. a., was appointed a teacher of Bengali in place of 
Kananbehari Mukherjee, M. A., who had resigned. Nirma“l Cdiandra 
Chatterjee, M. a., b. t., an ex-student of this institution, was appointed 
an additional teacher of English. 

There were 169 students on the rolls at the close of the year. 
During the year there were 60 new admissions as against 27 with- 
drawals. Of the students 105 were boys, 64 girls : 116 J^engalis, 
58 non-Bengalis. 

The Department of Manual Training received considerable 
attention during the year under review. The carpentry section has 
l)een thoroughly overhauled. The services of a fully trained teacher 
of Carpentry, Birendranath Barui, have been secured. Pie has suc- 
ceeded in creating interest of his students in the craft, and it 
is expected this section of the Manual P'raining Department will 
continue to improve under his guidance. 

The result of the last Matriculation examination was highly 
satisfactory. Of the students who were sent up all passed in the P'irst 
Division. One topped the list of successful candidates in the district 
and secured the District Scholarship of Bs. 10/- per month. It is not 
perhaps as widely known as it should be, that there is no longer any 
bar to our students securing Government scholarships on the results 
of the Matriculation examination, though our students appear as 
private candidates ; and that scholarships secured elsewhere are 
tenable at Santiniketan College. 

As usual the students, accompanied by their Bector and some 
members of the staff, spent the week following tlie Christmas in an 
excursion tour to Bajgirh, Deogarh, Nalanda, etc.

CURIjS’ HOBTKJi 

During the year one more wing was added to the Hostel, thereby 
considerably raising its accommodation capacity. But this enhanced 
capacity was insufficient to meet the rush of applications from candi- 
dates, with the result that many had to be refused admission. It is a 
great pity that lack of funds compels us to deny the advantages of this 
centre of education to so many. There are at present 94 residents in 
Sreebhavana, of whom 91 are students and 3 members of the staff. 

Of the resident girls, 44 are in School, 21 in College, 26 in Kala- 
bhavana and Sangitbhavana. 41 are Bengalis, 15 from Sind, 10 from 
the Punjab, 9 from the U. P., 6 from Bihar, 4 from S. India, 4 from 
Gujrat, 1 from the Central Provinces and 1 Chinese. 

The girls have shown very keen interest in sports. Their general 
health has been good. The hostel has its own sick ward, and a trained 
nurse in charge. 

Mrs. Komalam (.b-ajg who was working as Asst. Supeilntendent 
of the hostel went on leave to Australia to prosecute further her study 
of higher Economics at the University of Sydney. A valuable addition 
to the staff of Sree-bhavana has been Mrs Bhadra Roy, a (jualified 
nurse. 


SPORTS 

This year the institution organised four foot- ball, four hockey, 
five cricket, two tennis and one volley ball teams. The cricket season 
began from the month of November. The students took much interest 
in all the games, especially the foot-ball, and as usual there were 
several friendly matches with outside colleges and our team maintained 
a good record. Tlie 8ishu-(jup and Suhrid-Cup competitions were 
duly held and were won by fiftli and first and fourth groups 
combined respectively. 

Scouting has been started this year under the guidance of 
Sj. Upend ranath Das and the progress in that direction is quite 
satisfactory. 

The girls played Badminton, Deck-tennis, Hockey, Basket-ball 
and the junior girls played country games, c. g. Hadu-du, Dhapsa, etc. 

liocal excursions and picnics were organised near the Kopai 
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and Ajoy rivers, Sriniketan and Santiniketan tanks. Owing to an 
outbreak of influenza, swimming was partly abandoned. 

PEARSON MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 

'^^I’he total number of outdoor patients treated during the year was 
1701 and indoor 120, constituting an aggregate of 1821. 

Incidence of malaria was a bit heavier than during previous years. 
Most of the cases contracted the infection from outside. 

Some cases of measles broke out in certain quarters of the asrama 
but were effectively controlled. 

During the year there broke out a few cases of fever of Enteric 
group in the rainy season but fortunately none ended fatally. 

Vaccination was thoroughly carried out and the asrama inmates 
did not meet with a single case either of smalbpox or chicken-pox. 

Dr. S. C. Mukherjee continued to be in the charge of tlu^ 
Hospital, assisted by J. Beal. 

GUEST HOUSE 

d.lie total number of visitors wlio put up in the Guest House and 
l^antha-nibas, was 559, of whom 40 were from foreign countries, 
besides students’ excursion parties from the different Universities 
there were a good number of small parties of teachers and students, 
both boys and girls, from various parts of India. 

POWER HOUSE 

The Tangye Engine is working satisfactorily at bei’ full load and 
sometimes at over-load. 

Electric connections were extended to four new blocks of Oollege 
Hostel, two new blocks of Kalabhavana Hostel, the new wing of 
Breebhavana and to one private house. 

A new 2J" Demines pump has been installed for the tube well 
to assist the existing tbree-thi’ow ram-pump. Both are working 
satisfactorily. 

A new small electric pump has been installed in the big well, 
mainly for irrigation purposes. 

Keshab Chandra Sen continued to act as the Engineer in charge. 



SRINIKETAN 

GENERAL 

Owing to the gradual expansion in the activities of the Institute, 
it was divided into two sections, namely, the Rural Reconstruction 
Department and the Bilpa-bhavana or the Department of Industries. 
It was, therefore, necessary, to have two Deputy Secretaries. Sukumar 
Chatterji joined the Iixstitute towards the end of the year and assumed 
charge of the Rural Reconstruction Department in November 1939. 
Since then, Gour Gopal Ghosh has been in charge of the Silpa- 
bhavana. ‘ It is expected that this arrangement will result with 
greater efficiency of administration. 

Towards the end of the year under report, Mr. Jj. K. Elrnhirst 
paid a visit to the Institute and had discussions on the working of 
the Institute in different sections and the future programme with the 
Karma-Sachiva and the heads of the departments. The reorganisation 
of the activities of the Institute in accordance with the result of those 
discussions has been taken up. 


EDUCATION 

Dr. Dhirendramohan Sen, Ph. i)., took charge of the Education 
Department on his return from England, in July 1938. 

2. The Siksha-satra or the Model School for village boys, was 
conducted on the same lines as before. During the year under report, 
the school had 20 boys, all between the ages of 8 and 18, belonging 
to different castes and communities, mostly from the neighbouring 
villages. 

8. The boys lived and worked as a homogeneous group. The 
special feature of the school was to co-ordinate literary instruction 
with training in handicrafts, development of the power of observation 
and social service. Many of the boys displayed good workmanship 
in the industries taken up by them. 

The school was provided with a separate workshop in which the 
boys are being taught to handle simple machinery like, cycles. 
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The working of the Siksha-charcha-bbavana, or the Gurn Train- 
ing School, established in 1937, was satisfactory. A second batch 
of students, coming from different parts of the province, was recruited 
in 1938, while the students of the first batch sat for the annual 
examination in December 1938. The general qualitj^ of the students 
recruited in 1938 was decidedly superior to that of their predecessors. 

These 40 students lived and worked as a community and gave a 
satisfactory account of themselves in their group life, work and play. 
In addition to the subjects prescribed by the Departmental Course for 
such teachers, these students went through systematic courses ol 
instruction in rural liandicrafts, agriculti^re, sanitation and rural 
reconstruction work. Special attention was given to training in 
Brati-balaka ( villager boy scout ) work aiid recreations. Necessity 
was felt for regular training in music and a part-time Music Teacher 
was employed towards the end of the year. It is expected that more 
systematic arrangeTiient for music and dramatic training will be made 
during the year. 

It is to be hoped that, on the completion of the full course of 
training for two years, tJie students will be proj^erly equipped to work 
as rural guides and village leaders, when they take up their vocation 
as school teachers. 

The Institute also conducts a Girls’ School for the children of the 
Sriniketaii colony and of the adjacent villages. During the year under 
report, there were 34 cliildren in charge of two lady teachers. The 
school teaches up to the upper ])rimary standard and arrangements 
have been made for the teaching of music and needlework. It is worthy 
of note that the majority of the girls belong to tlie Harijan section 
of the community. 


WORK IN THE VILLAGES 

Kalimohan Ghose continued to be in charge of this Department. 
The work of this department is mainly confined to the intensive area, 
comprising fourteen villages situated within easy reach of tlie Central 
Institute at Sriniketan. 

This area is divided into three centres, each in charge of a rural 
worker. Through this agency and also through the Brati-balak Deader 
and the Agricultural Demonstrator, a sustained effort was made to 
effect an all round improvement in the social and economic life of these 
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villages and to introduce the results of the experiments made in the 
several departments of the central Institute. 

A brief account of these activities is given below: — 

Brati-balaks ( Village boy scouts ) : During the year there 
were 15 troops with a total strength of 324 boys as against 285 in 
the previous year. Of these, 9 were inside and 6 outside the area 
of intensive operation. In addition to the local teachers in charge 
of these troops, the Institute maintained a leader and an assistani 
leader who regularly supervised the drill training and other activities 
of the troops. 

An attempt was made during the year to introduce vegetable 
gardening among the Brati-balaks with seeds and seedlings supplied 
by the Sriniketan Farm under the guidance of the Agricultural 
Demonstrator. The boys also assisted in making a collection of plants 
available in the locality ; the collection made by the Mohidapui' 
troop, to which a prize was awarded at the annual rally, was very 
creditable. 

Village Primary Schools : An attempt to improve the standard 
of primary education was made through 19 schools ( of which 8 were 
inside and 11 outside the intensive area ) with a total number of 723 
pupils as against 17 schools with 655 pupils in the previous year. Of 
these 19 schools, 6 were exclusively for Santals and two exclusively for 
girls. Training and guidance were regularly given to the teachers of 
these schools at the weekly conference held at the Central Institute 
which were attended by the Medical Officer, and the Agricultural 
Officer. 

Girls’ Education I In the two girls’ schools, situated at Surul and 
(loalpara, instruction was imparted in needle work, music and handi- 
crafts, in addition to primary education. 

Adult Education ! The Circulating Library at Sriniketan meets 
the demand for useful literature among the literate people in the 
villages and seeks to prevent these villagers from lapsing into illiterac}^ 
The books are issued to the villagers through five centres, Benuri, 
Bandgora, Bolpur, Santalpara and Goalpara, and also through the 
agency of rural school teachers coming to attend the Sunday 
conference. 

In addition to the books now available, the Institute undertook 
the compilation and publication of leaflets on different subjects of 
interest to the villagers. During the year under report seven such 
leaflets, relating to (1) tobacco, (2) j^otato, (3) better crops, (4) rural 
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reconstruction work ( three bulletins ) and ( 5 ) primary education 
were published and circulated. 

In order to provide the villagers regularly with news and informa- 
tion for establishing a contact with outside world, it was decided to 
publish a fortnightly news bulletin for the masses. The bulletin, under 
the name of Deshe Bideshe, was actually started after the close of the 
year. 

To tJie large percentage of people who are still illiterate, iiastruc- 
tion on useful subjects was imparted by readings from useful books, b3^ 
discussion on various topics and by means of lantern lectures. During 
the year under report there were 339 readings and discussions and 40 
lantern lectures. 

Health and Sanitation: Dr, J. C. Ohakravarty continued to be 
in charge of the Health Organisation. A well-equipped dispensary 
with clinical laboratory and a hospital with 5 beds were maintained at 
the Central Institute at Sriniketan. Dr. Ohakravarty was assisted by 
a whole time compounder and a laboratory assistant. There was also 
a male nurse for attending to serious cases at the Central Hospital and 
in the villages, whose pay was met out of the Aruna Amita Fund. The 
cost of medicine and diet for poor patients was also met from this 
fund. 

The dispensary and the hospital continued to be of great advan- 
tage to the people of the neighbouring vilkiges and were greatly appre- 
ciated by them. A very large number of patients suffering from eye 
disease took advantage of the skill of Dr. Ohakravarty^ in this line of 
treatment. 

Rural Health Societies : The total number of Health Co- 
operative Societies functioning in this District during the year under 
report was 11, of which eight societies were organised by this Institute 
and supervised by them. A brief account of the activities of these 
societies is given below. 

( 1 ) Bolpwr-Bandyora: This Society continued to be in charge 
of Dr. P. C. Sarkar, L. M. f. It had a total number of 160 members 
and there were two centres for the treatment of patients, at Bolpur 
proper and at Bandgora. The total number of patients treated at this 
dispensary was 5005. 

The members collected a sum of IIs. SOOl- and with the help of 
a Govt, grant of Rs, 900/- they have undertaken the construction of a 
suitable permanent building for the location of their dispensary. The 
land requix’ed for the building* was received as gift from Mrs. Sinha, 
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of the Kaipur Sinha family, and the foundation stone of the new 
building was laid in January last by Mr. L. K. Elmhirst. 

( 2 ) Goalpara : The Society was in charge of the medical 
olticer of Santiniketan. The Society maintained a compounder and a 
sufficient stock of medicines. 

( 3 ) liemtri : The work of the Society was stopped at the 
beginning of the year owing to the indihbrence of the local people, but 
about the middle of ] 938 the members realised the utility of the 
organisation and appointed a qualified medical man. They themselves 
erected a house at a cost of Ks. 400/- for the residence of the medical 
officer. At the end of the year there were }02 members, and the 
total number of cases treated by the Doctor was 1149. 

( 4 ) Baltirl : Of the five Societies started with the help of the 
grant sanctioned by the Govt, of Bengal in 1936, the Health Society 
at Bahiri has been the most successful. This Society v/as organised in 
August, 1936. In 1986, it had 157 members and maintained a Doctor 
and a compounder without any outside help. The establishment of 
the Society has removed a serious difficulty at Bahiri and the surround- 
ing villages, whose residents had formerly to travel a distance of 6 
miles to Bolpur town for medical help. 

Bncouraged by the success of the Health Society, the members 
undertook the repair of the Bahiri-Bolpur road, the condition of which 
was extremely bad and which became absolutely impassable during the 
rains. They organised local labour and have improved the road 
beyond all recognition with the result that even during the heaviest 
rain in 1938, the road remained passable. 

( 5 ) A dityapur: This Health Society, also established in 1936, 
had 125 members and served five villages. Its condition was fairly 
satisfactory and the medical officer. Dr. Sudhir Ch. Bosu Boy, l. m. f., 
was very popular. In addition to his own duties he organised a night 
school for boys and girls which had about 50 pupils and removed a 
crying need of the village. 

( 6 ) lUainba^ar: This Society, organised at the same time, did 
not work satisfactorily and had to be closed in the beginning of 1939. 

( 7 ) Adirapara: This Health Society had 137 members and did 
excellent work. It served 15 villages in which there was formerly 
no arrangement for medical relief. 

( 8 ) Langulia: This Society depended mainly for its existence 
on the support of the Maharaja Bahadur of Burdwan who owns 
extensive property in the locality. For this reason, the people have 
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not yet developed the spirit of self-reliance which is essential to the 
success of a co-operative organisation. Moreover, owing to its distance 
from the central Institute and the unsatisfactory condition of the roads, 
it was not possible for the workers at the Institute to make close and 
frequent supervision. It had only 77 members. 

In addition to the supply of medical help to the members, to 
whom such service previously available only at a prohibitive 

cost, the societies undertook the work of health education and the 
execution of preventive measures. The statements below contain details 
of sanitary and anti-malarial measures undertaken by the societies : —

The experience gained by the working of these Societies was so 
encouraging that four more societies were organised on exactly 
similar lines by Mr. B. K. Guha, i. c. s., District Judge of Birbhum, 
at Rupuspur, Jospur, Sekedda, Chowhatta, respectively. There is now a

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suIBcient volume of facts to establish the soundness of the fundamen- 
tal principles on which the Co-operative Health Scheme is based. 

The fact that in some cases these Societies have not yet achieved 
the measure of success which was expected at the time of their initia- 
tion is due to the following causes. 

( 1 ) The inherent difficulty of forming co-operative organisa- 
tions and of ensuring united action among illiterate, ignorant and ex- 
tremely backward villagers, which has been accentuated by the general 
failure of the co-operative societies of other types ; (2) the opposition of 
local doctors and quacks whose interest has suffered by the establish- 
ment of these societies ; and ( 3 ) the extremely unfavourable economic 
condition due to the famine of *1934-85 out of which the district is 
slowly emerging. 

Village Industries: — The question of the useful employment of 
the spare time of the cultivators by providing them with a suitable 
subsidiary occupation so as to supplement the income from cultivation 
has engaged the attention of our workers. In one centre, the industry 
of making morahs from bamboo was stimulated and properly 
organised in co-operation with the Silpa-bhavana. A new Industry 
of making chairs from reeds was started with very encouraging 
result. An attempt was made to introduce the making of fans from 
palm-leaves but the progress was difficult due to want of suitable men 
for teaching the industry. Some of these palm-fans were painted artisti- 
cally by students of the Kala-bhavana and were greatly appreciated 
at the Calcutta Exhibition. The spinning and weaving of the fibre of 
sunhemp has also been taken up in order to revive an important indus- 
try which has all but died out. The work will be continued this 
year. 

Hand- weaving and making of durries in the villages with 
materials supplied b37 Bilpa-bhavana was continued as in previous 
years. 

Women’s Welfare Work: Eor want of sufficient staff, the work of 
women’s welfare was confined mainly to four villages namely Ballavpur, 
Goalpara, Bandgora and Bhubandanga. These villages were regularly 
visited by the lady worker attached to the Institute and instruction was 
given in needle work, batic, tailoring, etc. The workers were supplied 
with materials and arrangement was made for the sale of the products. 
These ladies were enabled to supplement their income substantially bv 
this means. 
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AGRICULTURE & DAIRY 

The agricultural farm at Sriniketan continued the work of paddy 
research in co-ordination with the Govt. Department of Agriculture. 
In addition to this, experiments were carried on in respect 
of a large variety of crops, the results of which were given out 
to the surrounding villages. The farm also supplied seeds and seedlings 
of improved varieties. 

In order to guard against the caprice of weather a pump was 
installed on the side of the irrigation tank in the farm so that, in future, 
water in sufficient quantity will be available for cultivation. 

The most noteworthy development of the farm was the starting 
of a nursery in charge of an experienced mali ( gardener } for the pre- 
})aration of seedlings and grafts of various kinds. It is proposed to 
extend the nursery so as to supply the needs of the district in respect of 
i;eliable grafts and seedlings and to develop a regular orchard in a part 
of the farm on a commercial basis. 

Agriculture in villages.* — The activities of the Institute were 

greatly appreciated not only in the villages in the intensive area but 
over an extensive area outside it. These places were regularly visited 
by the agricultural demonstrator attached to the Village Welfare 
Dept, and also occasionally by the Agricultural Otlicer. The instruc- 
tion given by them was supplemented by the discussions at the weekly 
conference of teachers referred to above. During the year under report 
special efforts were made for the introduction of the following new 
crops: ( a ) Jhingasal and Bhasamanik Paddy, ( b ) Motihari Tobacco, 
( c ) Pnssa Wheat No. 52, ( d ) Darjeeling Potato. 

Per this purpo»searrangement was made for the supply of seeds 
and seedlings to the cultivators at cost price and oral instruction of the 
workers was supplemented by the circulation of printed leaflets. The 
cultivation of vegetables and planting of fruit trees were actively en- 
couraged. For the latter purpose the festival of Vriksharopcm ( tree 
planting ) was successfully celebrated in nine villages where plants 
( about 100 in number ) were carried in procession and planted with 
appropriate ceremony. 

A vigorous propaganda was carried on for the destruction of 
monkeys which cause serious .damags to fruits and vegetables and for 
overcoming the sentimental regard for monkeys, prevalent among both 
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the Hindus and the Mohammadans. As a preliminary measure all the 
me^nbers of the Brati-balak troops were supplied with bows and 
arrows, and it is expected that their regular use will considerably 
reduce the economic loss caused by these animals. 

Dairy: The livestock of the dairy consisted of 15 milch cows 

( 7 pure Sindhi, 8 Multani mixed breed ), 2 Sindhi stud bulls, 13 
heifer and 10 calves. The total milk yield during the year under- 
report was 406 mds. The supply, however, fell much below the local 
demand for fresh milk. 

In the fodder farm attached to the dairy there were 13 bighas 
under napier, IJ bighas under guinea grass, 10 bighas under joar 
and 8 bighas under mixed joar and cowpeas. An experiment with 
the cultivation of soyabin and bajra was made on 2 bighas. The 
result has been encouraging and the experiment will be continued. 

Goatery: During the year under report there were 3 milch 
goats, two stud goats, 6 bucks and 15 kids. The total milk yield 
during the year amounted to 5 Mds. 36 seers. This had a ready sale. 


INDUSTRIES 

Gour Gopal Ghosh was in charge of the Silpa-bhavana. 

Handicrafts: The Crafts section was in charge of Santosh 

Kumar Bhanja Chowdhury, and included Leather- work, Shoe-making, 
Book-binding, Lacquer-w^ork, Batik and Basket-making. 

Considerable progress was made in establishing a Pottery, with 
the help of a Demonstration Party, deputed by the Bengal Industries 
Department. The party imparted training to a batch of young men 
from the neighbouring villages. The construction of a Pottery Shed 
and a Furnace, was undertaken during this year, with the help of a 
substantial grant from the provincial Govt. The earlier experiments 
were attended with success. 

Another demonstration party for Paper-making was also deputed 
during this year by the Industries Department. It created considerable 
enthusiasm and attracted a large number of students. Experiments 
were carried out for making paper from straw, palm-leaves, 
etc., and the product was found to be of good quality. A small sum of 
money was allotted for continuation of the experiment after the 
termination of the Demonstration Course. There appears to 
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be a great scope for the development of paper- making as a cottage 
industry. 

The artistic products of leather were greatly in demand and 
applications for agency were received from shops at distant places 
like Darjeeling, Ahmedabad and Malacca. The increase in demand 
for these and other products of the Silpa-bhavana, necessitated the 
opening of a sales depot at Calcutta. At the same time, arrangements 
for increased production had to be made. 

The total number of workers and students employed in different 
sections of the Crafts department was 86. 

Carpentry: The Carpentry department had 19 students from 
the rural areas and the educational institutions of Sriniketan. 
Dakhiswar Sinha, formerly in charge of the section, left the Institute 
in March 1938 to join the Training School at Wardha. His place was 
taken up by Santosh Kumar Roy. 

In addition to the workers and students at the Silpa bhavana 
workshop, a number of old students were regularly supplied with 
work. 

Weaving I Manindra Chandra Sen continued to be in charge 
of the Weaving section. The total number of apprentices and workers 
attached to this section was 56, including 26 boys of the Siksha-satra 
and Siksha-charcha-bhavana. In addition to this, 18 weavers belong- 
ing to the surrounding villages, were supplied with yarn and other 
materials for the preparation of fabrics of special designs at fixed rate 
of wages. The products were taken over by the Institute for market- 
ing. 



PUBLISHING DEPARTMENT 


Ohai-u Chandra Bhattacharya continued to act as Secretary of the 
Publishing Department, with Kishorimohan Santra as permanent 
Assistant Secretary, during the year under review. The Publishing 
Board met nine times during the year and transacted every important 
item of business. 

Publication: The following new books of the Poet were 
published during the year : — ^Prantic ( a book of poems ), ^Nritya 
Natya Ghandalika' ( a dance-drama ), ' Svarahitan Part III’ and 
*Nritya-Nalya Cliandalilad ( songs with notations ), ^ Pathey 0 Pather 
Prantey' ( it collection of letters ), and 'S^nejuti'' ( a book of poems ). 
It has been reported before that the Publishing Department was 
making an attempt to collect and publish the unpublished writings 
of the Poet. The work continued during the year under review, and 
all essays on social problems were collected and published in the 
revised edition of 'Samaj\ An attempt is also being made to collect 
and publish all letters of the Poet and a collected edition of HJltinna 
Patra\ ‘‘Blianu SivgJier Potrahali' and ^Pathe 0 Patlier Prantey' 
has been published under the name of ^Patra Dhara — Part I to III’, 
which has been much appreciated by the Press and the public. 
Bevised editions of the following books were also published : — 

^ Ku^^u-Pdvdav' and 'Qita-Bitan'. A new method for the arrangement 
of songs has been adopted in the revised edition of ^Oita-Bitan\ 
viz., the songs have been arranged subject-wise and not chronologically 
as before, so that the present edition will be enjoyed by those readers, 
who are not conversant with the technicalities of tunes, as a book of 
lyrical poems. All the songs composed so far will be included in two 
volumes, the first of which has just been published. Visva-Parichaya 
published last year has attracted considerable public notice and has 
passed through four editions during the year under report. An 
anthology of Bengali Verse — ^Bangla Kahya-P arid fayed edited by 
the Poet was also published during the year. 

The following reprints were issued during the period : — SisJ/u, 
Chutir Para^ Visva’-Parichaya^ Sahaj Path Part II, RajarsJd, Saliaj 
Path Part I, Khhanika, Katha 0 Kahini, Jihan Smriti, Ghinna Patra, 
Shyamali^ Oita-Malika Part I, Vidaya Ahhishapy Kuru-Pandav, 
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Patra-Put, Dak Gliar, Byanga Ka^ttuk, She^her Kaviia, Katha^ 
Sarikalpa 0 Svadesh^ and Pavat Sangit. 

The Publishing Department continued to publish outside books 
and the following were published — Katha 0 Sur, ( a book of essays on 
songs) by Sj. Dhurjati Prasad Mukherjee, Suptupar^ia a book of 
short stories ) by Pakhal Chandra Sen ; Jhara-Pcdak ( a book of short 
stories) ; AnUa Salila^ Japani Jkinvka and Shelley Sangraha (books of 
poems ) b}^ Sj. Surendranath Maitra and Setu O Anytvnya Kavita ( a 
book of poems ) by Sj. Nanda Gopal Ben Gupta. 

Hindi Section*. — The Publishiiig Department, as reported last 
year, has arranged for the publication of a series of authorised transla- 
tions of the PoeCs works in Hindi from the original Bengali and has 
published translation of Visva-Parichaya (a science primer) during the 
year. The book is already in great demand from outside Bengal. A 
permanent Sub-Committee has filso been appointed to brganise the 
translation work and a comprehensive scheme has been adopted. The 
accounts of the Hindi Section have been kept completely separated 
from those of the General Section. It has earned a net cash profit of 
Bs. 24/12/0 in six months of 1637-38 as against loss of Rs. 144/4/- for 
the whole year of 1930-37. 

Sales. In accordance with a resolution passed by the Samsad the 
financial year of the Visva-Bharati is now being calculated from April 
to March. So, the sale and accounts which have been incorporated in 
the Balance Sheets are for six months viz., Bom October, 1937 to March, 
1938. It will be evident from the figures that the sale of publications 
has shown considerable progress during the period under review, the 
gross sale of books in six months of 1 937-38 amounting to Rs. 24,910/7/- 
against Rs. 34,672/7/6 for the whole year of 1936-37, Rs. 33,981/2/3 of 
1935-36, Rs. 30,003/10/- of 1934-35 and Rs. 27,791/12/- of 1933-34. 
After making allowances for working expenses, including editing, 
interest on loan to Kala-Bhavana Fund and Pestonji P. Pocha Phind 
etc. ( Rs. 300/15/3 ) , royalty to General Office and other authors 
( 4,642/9/- ), depreciation ( Rs. 79/4/9 ), the net cash prfit carried over 
to the Balance Sheet for 6 months was Rs. 3, 754/6/9 J as against 
Rs. 4,264/14/6 for the whole year of 1936-37. 

The Publishing Department as before looked after the film, 
performance and other copyrights of the Poet’s works and realised 
Rs. 2,103/2/9 on that account. It also looked after the Emporium of 
Sriniketan village handicrafts recently started in the premises occupied 
by the Publishing Department in Calcutta. 
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SANTINIKETAN PRESS 

The management of the Santiniketan Press continued to be 
under the Santiniketan Press Sub-Committee with K. B. Kripalani as 
Secretary. During the half year ending 31st. March/38 the total 
income from orders executed amounted to Bs. G878/1/0 against 
Bs. 12117/5/0 for the preceding whole year. The total revenue 
charges for the half year were Bs. 6259/15/3 of which Bs. 389/10/3 
represented depreciation on Types, Machinery and Furniture and the 
net profit was Bs. 619/1/9 as against Bs. 1191/13/6 for the previous 
whole year.

In submitting the attached Balance Sheets and Accounts of 
Visva-Bharati for the lialf year ending the 3.1st March, 1988, compiled 
from the books and vouchers presented to us and from the information 
and explanations supplied, we have to make the following remarks; — 

1. Vidyahliavana Fund: — The Bamsad of the Visva-Bharati 
have decided to carry forward the unspent balance of the income of 
this Fund, from year to year, and accordingly a sum of Rs. 3,233-8-3 
being the surplus of the Revenue Account of the said Fund for the 
half year, has been shown separately on the Balance Sheet. 

2. Kalahhavana Fund: — According to the decision of the 
Samsad, the surplus of the Revenue Account which amounts to 
Rs, 1,035-5-10 this half year has been carried forward to Balance Sheet 
as a separate item, and not incorporated in the General Revenue 
Account, as had been the practice during the previous years. 

3. Sangitbliavana Fund: — The Samsad of the Visva-Bharati 
have decided that out of the house rent realised from staff quarters 
belonging to this Fund, any sum received in excess of Rs. 240/- per 
annum, should be taken to a “Depreciation of Sangitbliavana Staff 
Quarters Fund’' and accordingly a sum Rs 142/8/- has been so trans- 
ferred, and shown separately on the Balance Sheet. 

4. OhinahhavanaFund: — li^he^BiraQSkdi\mve resolved that any 
surplus of income should be reserved for meeting repairs and upkeep 
cost of Chinabhavana buildings, and therefore the balance of the 
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Income & Expenditure Account has been shown separately on the 
Balance Sheet under the head “Chinabhavana Upkeep Fund”. 

5. Life Memhers Fundi — The Samsad have decided to create a 

Members^ Fund’* by collecting all Life Members’ subscriptions 

collected since 1936-37. Accordingly a sum of Rs. 2000/- has been 
shown separately under this head on the Balance Sheet. 

6. Oovernment Pn/per Port l^rust Debentures: — The invest- 
ments of Kalabhavana Fund, Hai Hira Bai Fund and Sangitbhavana 
B'und in Governments Papers & Port Trust Debentures have been 
shown on the Balance Sheet at their face value, but the Government 
Papers held on account of the Nizam Fund is shown at cost plus 
interest paid for on the date of purchase and this in our opinion should 
be adjusted. 

7. Outstandin c/s at Santinihetanl — 

( a ) Tuition Feesl — This includes a sum of Rs. 4,346-14-0 
on account of old outstandings and Rs. 2,758/- for 
this half year, and we do not know how far this is 
realisable. We, however, notice that this item is 
growing, and we are of opinion that any unrealisable 
amount included in the above, should be written off, 
and not carried forward. 

( b ) The total Bills outstanding due from the local residents 
amount to Rs. 2,229-15-3, of which the sum of 
Rs. 1,321-5-9 is from the previous years. We do 
not know why these old outstandings are not being 
collected. 

8. Outstandinr/s at General Offixel — This includes Rs. 12,955-12-3 
being the amount of old interest outstanding from Patisar Krishi 
Bank and there has been no collection on this A/c. during this half 
year. This also includes Rs. 13,223-4-6 being the amount of interest 
outstanding from the Cit}^ College upto 28th February, 1938, only, and 
credit has been taken to the respective accounts for interest due from 
City College upto February, 1938, and not March, 1988. 

9. Patisar Krishi Bank: — The Samsad have reduced the rate 
of interest on Fixed Deposits with this Bank from 1% to 4J% per 
annum with the retrospective effect from the 20th March, 1934. The 
total amount of interest due from this Bank, according to this reduced 
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rate, upto the 30th Chaitra, 1344, B.S. i.e. 13th 
follows : —

10. Srinikcian Oeneral : — The income of this Department has 
been incorporated in the accounts as per certified returns from the 
heads of the Departments. 

11. at Srinihetan : — We find that the balance of 
this account is increasing from year to year ; so proper steps should 
be taken for the realisation of same. Some old balances appear to be 
irrecoverable and should be written off. 

12. Sit/UpabJuivana (xt S riniketan : — The Samsad of the Visva- 
Bharati have resolved to separate the Industry Department of Sri- 
niketan from the General Office, and have constituted a new Depart- 
ment under the name '‘Shilpa Bhavana” during the half year. The 
assets and liabilities in respect of the Industry Department, as on the 
1st October, 1937, have been taken over by the new Department but 
the buildings, machineries, furniture, etc., which are being used by the 
Shilpa Bhavana, have not yet been transferred to this Department. 

13. Chinese Hall Fund : — We find that the Deed of Transfer of 
the land purchased from Srijut Ajindranath Tagore, has not yet been 
transferred to the name of Visva-Bharati. 

14. Printi'ng Department Outstanding : — We give below a 
summarised list showing how this is made up, and it appeal s to us that 
no steps are being taken either to realise the old outstandings or toad- 
just accounts if these are not realisable. This should be done at once; —

ANNUAL REPORT, 1939 


To 

The Acharya and the Sadasyas of the Patishat. 


Friends, 

I beg to submit the following report of the working of Visva-Blmrati 
for the year 1939. 

It is my pleasant duty at the very outset to record the munificent 
donation of lls. 1,27,501/- made by Bajah Suryapal Singh of Awagarh. 
Th^ Bajah Saheb came to Santiniketan last winter and speiit some time in 
thoroughly studying our different activities both at Santiniketan and Sri- 
niketan and later on spontaneously made this donation in order that some 
of the most crying needs at Santiniketan could be met. According to the 
desire of the Founder-President the Samsad has earmarked out of this 
amount, Bs. 60,000/- for endowment of Sangit Bhavana Fund and Bibrary 
Fund and Bs. 67,601/- for Capital Expenditure at Santiniketan. On behalf 
of the Yisva-Bharati, I conveyed in proper form our deepest gratitude to the 
Bajah Saheb for his benevolence. I would also like to point out that this 
is not the first time that we have enjoyed financial help from the Awa 
Estate ; in two instalments the Bajah Saheb had given us before Bs. 
30,000/-, twenty-thousand of which money is even today invested to the 
credit of the Sangit-Bhavana. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Tipperah who paid a visit to the 
Asrama in the first part of January last announced a donation of Bs. 
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20,000/- for the Sangit-Bhavana. It will not be out of place to record here 
that from the very start of this Institution we have received encourage- 
ment and help from the Tipperah Durbar and the present Buler’s latest 
gift is but a re-iteration of their appreciation of the work of the Visva- 
Bharati. Owing to the departure of the Maharajah to Europe soon after 
his visit to Santiniketan, the payment has however not yet been received. 

This day last year I had to refer to the unpaid interest dues from the 
City College. I am now glad to be able to state that the City College has 
paid up the outstanding sum of Bs. 15,426/-, shown in the audited accounts 
as at 31.3. 39, and has also made payments of interest dues for further two 
months. This payment has been of immense relief to the General Fund and 
I do hope the City College will make further i)ayment and help us to get 
over our financial difficulties. 

The exact financial state of the Visva-Bharati will bo understood from 
a perusal of the Auditors’ Beport, copies of which have been sent to the 
Sadasyas. 

Towards the end of December 1938, our friend and benefactor L. K. 
Elmhirst came to Santiniketan and spent some time here in order to 
personally acquaint himself with the detailed working of Sriniketan. I am 
glad to report that he felt deeply impressed with the work that has been 
carried on by the Bural Beconstruction Department and the annual grant 
from the Dartington Trust will be continued as before. 

The Government of Bengal made their usual contributions for the 
work of Sriniketan and I express our grateful thanks for this. The Govern- 
ments of Orissa, Assam and Bombay have also made token grants emphasis- 
ing the all-India character of our Institution. It is expected that some other 
provincial governments will also follow suit. 

The Bengal Legislature in the budget of 1939-40 had sanctioned us an 
annual contribution of Bs. 25,000/- and in anticipation of this grant, we 
have formulated a detailed scheme for the improvement of the service 
conditions but the increments sa<nctioned were not put into operation as the 
final orders of the Government have not yet been communicated to us. If 
unfortunately this sanctioned amount is not finally paid to us before the 
end of the financial year, we shall have to close with the heavy 
deficit of Bs. 16,000/-. 

Before I pass on to a descriptive account of the various departments 
at Santiniketan and Sriniketan, I would like to convey our thanks to the 
Society of Friends, England for the great help they have rendered us in 
sending here Miss Marjorie Sykes, B.A. ( Cantab ) to help us in our work. 
Miss Sykes joined in July and has been taking her due share of asrama 
activities. She is attached to the Siksha-Bhavana though she assists th© 
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Patha-Bhavana also by taking a few classes in that department as well. I 
hope the Friends will continue giving us this help. 

The Publishing department has maintained ijs i coord of efficiency. 
The chief venture during the year under review has been the inauguration 
of the work of publishing of a complete collected Edition of the Bengali 
works of the Founder-President. The first volume which has already been 
published, received a very favourable press and the first edition lias almost 
completely been exhausted. The second volume is already getting ready 
for the market. It is expected the Edition, will be completed in about 
25 volumes. 

On November 15, Sj. Kishori Mohan Santra joined the General Office 
at Santiniketan as the Assistant General Secretary and in his place, Sj. 
Pulin Behari Sen, M.A., has been acting as the Assistant Secretary of the 
Publishing Department. 

The i^rogress in the various educational departments at Santiniketan 
which I was glad to record in my last year’s report has been well maintain- 
ed ; there has been an appreciaVde increase in the number of students 
practically in all the departments. In particular there was througliout the 
year a heavy rush for admission in the Girls’ Department and many had to 
1)0 turned away for want of accommodation. Out of the Awagarh donation, 
a new hostel with accommodation for about 30 girls is under construction 
and it is expected that we will be able to put it to use from the beginning 
of the New Year. Two new liostols are under construction for the Patha- 
Bhavana, also from the Awagarh Donation. When these are constructed 
and ready for use, we will be able to abandon two of the older thatched 
school dormitories which are daily being found increasingly inadequate for 
our requirements. The need of a Science Laboratory, mainly for the 
Siksha-Bhavana, is very keenly felt and we will have to seriously tackle 
the problem before long. A properly equipped gymnasium is also one of 
our most important and immediate needs. 

Increased activity has been noticed in the Cheena Bhavana with the 
return of our friend Prof. Tan Yun Shan towards the middle of the year. 
Two new Chinese scholars have also come with him, the older scholars 
continuing their studies. We are particularly happy to have here with us 
today, the celebrated Chinese artist Ju Peon, who will stay here for a few 
terms and work under the auspices of the Eala-Bhavana. An exhibition of 
his pictures has recently been opened in the Kala-Bhavana by the Founder- 
President. The Orissa Government have sent one Besearch Scholar who 
is now working under the guidance of Adhyakslia Kshiti Mohan Sen of the 
Vidya-Bhavana. We also expect a few similar government scholars in this 
department from some of the other provinces. The Oheena-Bhavana and the 
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Vidya-Bhavana are receiving handsome annual donations from the Birla 
'Brothers, Calcutta and I offer them our sincere thanks for the same. The 
Sangit-Bhavana Building was completed during the year and was occupied 
by the department witli the beginning of tlie new session in July. A new 
hostel, with a.ccommodation for 10 is under construction. This Hostel 
is also being built witli Awagarh money. Bj. Santidev Ghose of the depart- 
ment went on an educational tour in Java and Bali and acquired first hand 
knowledge of the Javanese technique of music and dancing. Arrangements 
were made for the appointment of a teacher of dancing from Java but unfor- 
tunately the scheme did not materialise owing to the ont-broak of the Euro- 
pean war. The Government of Bengal continued maintaining six government 
scholars in the department. 

Sj. Krishna Kripalani was appointed Adbyakslia of the Patha-Bhavana 
towards the end of the year under orders of the Eounder-President. The 
new Adhyaksha look over charge on November 15 ; he however continues to 
act as the Editor of the Visva-Bharati Quarterly. I shall be failing in my 
duty if I were not to record here our appreciation of services rendered by 
Sj. Pramoda lianjan Ghose who ably and conscientiously carried on the 
administration of the Patha-Bhavana from the middle of the year 1937. 

The University results both in the College and the School Depart- 
ments have ])een uniformly good. The general health of tlie students have 
been very satisfactory, though there were a few eases of serious illnesses, 
none of which ha,ppily ended fatally. 

I was elected the Sacbiva for Sriniketan in 1938 and in view of my 
other responsibilities I was given the assistance of Rai Bahadur Sukumar 
Ohatterji and Bj. Gour Gopal Ghose as Deputy Becretnries. But for the 
ungrudging heli:) given to me by those two friends I would not have been 
able to shoulder the additional responsibilities. Bj. Ohatterjee looked after 
the general administration whereas Bj. Ghose was almost entirely kept 
engaged in connection with the Bilpa-Bhavana which has been organised as 
a separate unit. 

The Village Welfare work, i)erhaps tlie very basis of all our activities 
at Sriniketan suffered to a considerable extent owing to the continued ill- 
health of Bjt. Kalimohon Ghose who eventually had to go on leave after the 
Pujah holidays. The absence of such an exi:)erienced man who has devoted 
his whole life to the service of the village people is being keenly felt and we 
hope he will be sufficiently restored to health before long to actively 
resume his work. Our Senior Medical Officer Dr. Jitendra Chandra Chakra- 
varty who had gone away in January 1939, on study leave to Europe 
returned and joined in October and we are sure that we will benefit consi- 
derably by the added experience gathered by him in various foreign countries 
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in rural sanitation and medical work. I am glad to inform that sanction has 
just been received from the Government for a Child Welfare and Maternity 
Centre at Sriniketan in charge of a Lady Health Visitor. This will remove 
a long-felt want whicVi our unsteady finances have hitherto been unable to 
remove. An interostiing venture was the inauguration of a fortnightly news 
bulletin, ‘Deshe-Bideshe’ written in a very simple popular style ; its use- 
fulness and popularity has been assured by the gradual increase in number of 
subscribers. Through the columns of this journal useful information 
regarding agriculture, health and sanitation is being effectively 
disseminated. 

The Education Department under the direction of Dr. Dhirondra- 
mohan Sen continued making praiseworthy progress. The result of the 
final examination of the first batch of students of the Siksha-Charcha- 
Bhavana was very encouraging, as all the 20 students of the group passed 
the examination. 

The reeord of the Siksha-Satra has been as bright as before and 
during the year under review a very serious want of the school was removed 
by the appointment of a teacher of Music and Painting. 

Dr. Budhir Chandra Sen who has been awarded one of the Dartington 
Besearch Fellowships joined Sriniketan towards the beginning of 1939 as 
the Economic Besearcli Officer. The co-operation of such a qualified 
and experienced economist fills us with high hopes ; we expect mucli from 
him and he has already rendered us considerable help in various ways. 
He was appointed the Secretary of the Kural Marketing Sub-Committee of 
the National Planning Committee started by the Indian National Congress 
and has still been working as such. It is a matter of great pleasure that 
one of our officers should be so honoured. 

The work of the Silpa-Bhavana was managed and supervised by a 
separate Board constituted by the Samsad last year. The creation of a 
separate Industrial Board has been more tlian justified by results. There 
has Vieen marked increase in production in the various industrial sections and 
appreciable improvement in the quality as well. We took a bold step in 
extending the scope of our work by opening at 6, Dwarkanath Tagore Lane, 
Calcuttta, an Industrial Training School for the benefit of the unemployed 
young men of Calcutta. The school which has been granted a recurring 
annual grant of Bs. 2,500/- from the Corporation of Calcutta was formally 
opened by the then Mayor Mr. A. K. M. Zakaria in February last. I take 
the opportunity of recording our grateful thanks to the Corporation of 
Calcutta for their financial assistance but for which, in all probability, we 
would not have been able to extend our activities in the city of Calcutta. 
Our thanks are also due to the Government Department of Industries for 
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their helpful co-operation and financial aid in the form of annual recurring 
grants and various capital grants made from time to time. 

The technical education in different sections was carried on systemati- 
cally during the year. But the present accommodation in the workshop is 
not sufficient to meet our requirements and a large number of students are 
refused admission for want of proper equipment and working facilities. We 
recently applied to the Director of Industries for a capital grant of 
Rs. 40,000/- for extension in the Hall of Industries and we have just 
received information that the Government have sanctioned us an amount of 
Rs. 11,500/- for this purpose. 

With his apiDointment as the Adhyaksha of the Pa tha-Bhavana, 
Sj. Krishna R. Kripalaui ceased to work as the Assistant General Secretary 
and Sj. Kishorimolian Santra was transferred from the Calcutta office to 
help me in the General Office as the Assistant General Secretary. Bj. Kripa- 
lani acted for 3 years as the Assistant General Secretary with commendable 
ability and -energy and I take the opix>rtunity to offering him my very 
sincere thanks for his services and co-operation. There were 12 meetings of 
the Karma-Samiti and 9 of the Samsad ; all these meetings were well 
attended and I have received unfailing help and constructive suggestions 
from the members for which I express to them very sincere gratitude.

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The year under review has been a period of continuous activity for the 
Founder-President, though it is glad to contemplate that he was not called 
upon to strain himself on account of the work of the Visva-Bliarati. 
Srijut 0. F. Andrews who was appointed Upacharya in 1938 gave him 
considerable relief in his work by deputising for him on all possible 
occasions. 

Perhaps the most notable event of the year was his visit to Puri 
( April 19 to May 11 ) where he went at the invitation of the then Orissa 
Government. He was treated as a guest of the Government and the people 
of Orissa and the Government vied with one another in their welcome to 
him. His birthday was celebrated at a public ceremony at *Puri on the 
25th of Baisak ( May 9 ) at which the Premier of Orissa acted as the 
principal host. The All India Radio, as in previous years, had arranged for a 
special birth-day programme from their Calcutta Station to celebrate the 
occasion. 

The summer months he spent at Mungpu in the district of Darjeeling 
as the guest of Dr. & Mrs. M. Sen. He again went there in the autumn 
and spent ( September 12 — November 9 ) nearly two months. The change 
and rest at Mangpu considerably improved his health and this to a 
large extent enabled him to undertake so many public engagements 
during the year. 

Towards the end of the year he went to Midnapore to perform the 
opening ceremony of the Vidyasagar Memorial Hall where he was the 
recipient of several addresses from public bodies including the Municipal 
Council and the District Board. Excellent arrangements had been made 
by the Reception Committee for his journey and stay and though be had to 
go through a long and varied i)rogramme, he bore the strain well. ( December 
17 & 18 ). 

On August 19, at the invitation of Sj. Subhas Chandra Bose, he went 
to Calcutta and laid the foundation of the Congress House, ‘The Mahajati 
Sadan' which when completed will be one of the noblest public buildings 
in Calcutta. There was another public ceremony in Calcutta in which he 
participated, the Food and Nutrition Exhibition, organised by the Calcutta 
Corporation, which he formally declared open on his way to Midnapore. On 
several occasions he joined the sessions of Visva-Bharati Sammelani in 
Calcutta giving readings from bis works to the members. 
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In the asrama itself he took part in various ceremonies, the most 
important being the opening of the Hindi-Bhavana on January 31, at which 
our princii)al guest was Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. For the Briniketan 
anniversary we had Babu Bajendra Prasad with us. Among other important 
guests of the Founder-President mention must be made of Srijut Subhas 
Chandra Bose who as President of the National Congress came here to pay 
his respects to Gurudeva, and the Kajah Baheb of Awagarh who has once 
again demonstrated his faith in Santiniketan by his princely munificence. 

Several new books were published, a full list of which will be available 
in the report submitted by the Publishing department. 

There has been no change in his personal staff. Anil Kumar Chanda 
continuing to act as his Secretary. 



SANTINIKETAN 


VIDYA-BHAVANA ( Besearcli Department ). 

The Islamic Seobiorf, which had been disorganised by the sudden 
death of Maulana Ziauddin last year, has been fully stalled again and set 
going by tlie appointments of Maulana A. Q. Mahammad Adarnuddin, M. A., 
and Bikramjit Hasrat, M.A. Maulana Zaliir Ahmed Sabri has been awarded 
a Besearch Scholarship. The Zoroastrian Chair, however, is still vacant 
since the departure of Dr. Manilal Patel. Until the new trustees of the 
Zoroastrian Trust are in a position to realise the interest from the invest- 
ments, it will not be possible to resume the work of this section. The 
research work of the other sections is continuing as before. 

During the year the Vidyabhavana, besides carrying on 4ts usual 
programme of research, has materially helped other departments in teaching 
work. The services of Dikramjit Hasrat, Maulana Adarnuddin, Maulana 
Zahir Ahmed Sabri, Phanibhusan Adhikari, Sukhamoy Bhattacharya, 
Subraminian Sastri and of the Adhyaksha himself have been freely lent to the 
Sikshabhavana and Pathabhavana. Moreover, in order to provide a meeting 
ground for the staff of the Yidyabhavana with those of the other depart- 
ments an organisation, called the Bharati Samsad , has been functioning 
several times a month when lectures and discussions on several aspects of the 
Besearch Work of Vidyabhavana are arranged. 

Pandit Kshitimohan Son continued to be in charge of the Department. 

Research. 


Mediaeval Mysticism — The text and translation of the MSS. of Bavi- 
das by Adhyaksha Kshitimohan Sen have been completed. A thesis on the 
Influence of Sufism on Indian Culture and another on Bengali Culture’s 
Contribution to Indian Culture have been written. He is now engaged on 
bringing out a comprehensive volume on Kabir. At the suggestion of the 
Founder-President he has started writing a book on the Social & Cultural 
Conditions in India in the Vedic times. In the meantime, however, 
another MS on the History and Evolution of the Caste System m 
India from the Vedic to Modern Times is ready. Besides these 
major works, many of his articles have been published in periodicals on 
various subjects among which mention may be made of “Bavidas”, and 
“Caste System in India”, publishea in the Visva-Bharati Quarterly.

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The research scholar, Chintamani Apte, working under him has been 
making a comparative study of the mediaeval mystics like Dadu with those 
of Maharashtra, Adhyaksha Sen has utilized the vacations in visiting 
centres of Bauls and Jogis in Bengal and of the Mahapurisiya Sect in Assam, 

India7i Philosophy , — Phanibhusan Adhikari, professor in charge, has 
been getting his book on Principal Systems of Thought in India ready for the 
press. He delivered a series of lectures on the Systems of Indian Philosophy 
to the students of the Cheenabhavana, besides contributing reviews to the 
Visva-Bharati Quarterly. Subramanian Iyer has completed his thesis on 
the History of Theism in India. Lately another scholar, Sarat Chandra, 
from Ceylon has joined this section. 

Islamic Studies — Maulana Adamuddin is engaged in writing a History 
of Commentary on the Holy Quran as well as collecting materials for a 
thesis on Muslim Influence on Bengali Literature. Bikramjit Hasrat is 
editing and collating Safinat Awliya of Dara Shiku. One of his articles on 
the life and works of Dara Shiku was published in the November issue of the 
Visva-Bharati Quarterly. He is also preparing a descriptive catalogue of the 
Persian MSS. in the Library. M. Zahir Ahmed Sabri is engaged in w'riting 
in Urdu a thesis on Communal Unity and Revolution and Islam. 

Mahahharata — Besides the regular work of collating Sauptiks, Stri and 
Santipravans by Hazari Prosad Dwivedi, Ramesh Chandra Chakravarti, 
Sukhamoy Bhattacharya, Sujit Kumar Mukherji, Upendra Kumar Das and 
Nagendranath Chakravarty, Sukhamoy Bhattacharya has completed a thesis 
on the social and cultural conditions in the Mahahharata times and is 
engaged in writing about the philosophical thought of the above period. 
He is to be congratulated for having obtained first class first in the last 
Government title examination on Purana and won a gold medal as well as 
a scholarship of Rs. 25/-. 

Hindi Studies — Hazari Prasad Dwivedi and his co-workers in the 
Hindibhavana have prepared the following books for the press : — Hindi 
Sahityaki Bhumika (a Critical Introduction to Hindi Literature), Acharyon 
Ki Kahahyan (^a book of stories about ancient scholars), Hindu Astronomy, 
an Anthology of Hindi Poetry, a monograph on the Hindi critic, Mahabir 
Prasad Dwivedi. 

CHEENABHAVANA 

( DEPARTMENT OP SINO-INDIAN STUDIES ) 

Prof. Tan Yun Shan, Director, Cheena-Bhavana, who had been in 
China for a year, came back to Santiniketan in July with two more Chinese 
scholars. This gave a new life to this department. It was decided that he 
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and Pandifc Vidhushekhara Bhattacliarya will both work jointly as Directors 
of this Department. We are sorry to note that Pandit N. Aiyaswami 
Shastri, Professor of Buddhist Studies, resigned his post in the beginning of 
this session.

Classes in Tibetan, Sanskrit and Indian I-^hilosophy have been regularly 

held . 

Pandit Sujit Kumar’s edition on Trisvabhavanirdesa of Vasubandhu, 
has just been published. He has finished the comparative study of the 
Sanskrit and Tibetan versions of the Grammar of Panini as in the 
Pra hi rya hatirmidi . 

Madtrinadhana o?' Discipline for Practising Universal Dove, a collection 
of passages from the Hindu and Buddhist Sastras, translated into Bengali 
and English has also been prepared by him and the book is being published 
with an introduction by Prof. Phanibhusan Adhikary. 

Lama A. Wangdi has translated into English, the Tibetan Drama, 
named dra.n sron gi hu mo hram je gzugs hvi ni ma. He has also translated 
into English the Tibetan work Sgom., pa*i rim pa ( Bhavanakrama ). He 
is now engaged in the translation of the Tibetan work, Kha che pha lu, 

Bev. Sumangala has written an article on the “Doctrine of Transmi- 
gration”. Besides, he has prepared a Catalogue of the Tripitaka and its 
commentaries, written in Pali and Ceylonese languages. 

Bev. Fa-Chou has written the following : — 

1. A Sketch of Visva-Bharati, Santiniketan ( in Chinese ), 2. A 
Bibliography of Buddhist works, both in Chinese and foreign languages. 

Bev. Shiu-lu has written the following : — 

1. Stories from Chan Buddhism ( in English ) 2. Some aspects of 
Symbolism ( in Chinese ). 

It is a great pleasure to record that Prof. Ju P6on, the famous artist 
of China has come to live and work at Santiniketan. 
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KALA-BHAVANA 

Nandalal Bose continued to be the Director of the Depa,rtment during 
the year. 

Dour new rooms were added to the Museum building, and a new studio 
was completed providing seats for ten more girl students. 

We are grateful to Mr. P. P. Das of Patna, who made a generous gift 
of the following three famous x)aintings : — 1. Anra7tga.zeb — by Abanindra- 
nath Tagore ; 2, Uma — by Nandalal Bose, 3. Grazi^ig — by Mukul Dey. 
He has also promised a donation of Ps. 1,000/- ( Pupees One thousand ) for 
furniture for the Kala-Bhavaiia Museum. The Orissa Government also gave 
a donation of Ps. 250/- to Kala-Bhavana. The Bihar Govt, has sent here 
two students with scholarships for five years. 

In February, Kala-Bhavana organised a large exhibition in the Sahitya 
Parishad building, Calcutta, with the kind help of the Parishad authorities. 
It was the first exhibition of its kind that the Kala-Bhavana has arranged in 
Calcutta. The paintings exliibited numbe}‘ed 160. Tliere were also 
works of Gurudev, of the Sisbu-Yibhag children and of the ex-students, some 
50 lino cut prints, 9 coloured engravings and 3 clay models. 

Besides the students coming from otlier departments to learn x^^^iriting 
and crafts, the number of regular students of tlie Kala-Bhavana alone is 69, 
boys 36, and girls 33. Of the regular students 30 were from Bengal, 11 from 
Gujrat, 6 from Sindh, 5 from the U. P., 5 from Madras, 4 from the Punjab, 
3 from Bihar, 2 from Maharashtra, 2 from Udaipur, 1 from Tripura and 1 
from Bombay. 

The Kala-Bhavana i)arty, consisting of about 80 members, students 
and staff, went on excursion to the Kharagpur lake and Bliimbad hot-sx)rings 
in Biliar during the X-mas week. The excursion j^rovided fresh and interest- 
ing experiences to the students. 

The well-known Chinese artist, Prof. Ju Peon lias come to Kala- 
Bhavana as a visiting Professor. 

The following valuable books were purchased for the Kala-Bhavana 
Library this year : — 1. Calico Painting and Printing in the Fast Indies in 
the 17th and 18th Centuries — liy Groo. P. Baker, 2. The Islamic Book — A 
Contribution to its Art and History from the 7th to 18tb Century — by Sir 
Thomas Arnold, 3. The Mural Painting of El-Amarnah — F. G. Newton 
Memorial Volume. 

Of our ex-students, Nibar Panjan Choudhury and Santimoy Guha 
who had comx:)leted their course got appointments in the Basic Education 
Dei:)artment, Wardha, and in the Calico Mills, Abmedabad, respectively. 
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S A NGIT-BH A V AN A 

( DEPARTMENT OP MUSIC AND DANCING ) 

The Sangit'Bhavana building was completed in June, 1939 and the 
music and dancing classes are being held in the new building since 
July last; 

There are at present 28 students on the roll — 12 boys and 16 girls. 
Of these 24 have come from Bengal, 2 from Assam, 2 from Behar, 1 from 
the U. P., 2 from Sind, 5 from Ceylon, 1 from Madras and 1 from Japan. Ten 
amongst these students are day-scholars and eighteen resident students. 
Students from other departments of the institution also learn vocal and 
instrumental music as well as dancing. 

There are seven teachers, 2 for Hindustbani music, 2. for Bengali 
music, 3 for dance. Besides these regular teacliers, there are one part-time 
teaclier and 3 honorary teachers who are taking Bengali music classes. 

The Government of Bengal is continuing six scholarships of Bs. 20/- 
each per montli for Bengali music. 

Wo have brought to Bangit-Bhavana the various foreign musical 
instruments, which were so long kei^t in the Kala-Bhavana, but to preserve 
the instruments safely, we require a well-equipped museum. The want 
of a library containing the notation books of Gurudeva's songs, Ilindu- 
sthani vocal and instrumental music, and books on dancing is keenly felt by 
tlie teachers and the students of the music department. 

The various seasonal festivals were celebrated in the asrama last year, 
and the three dramas Shyama, Tasher Desh and Chandalika were successfully 
staged in Calcutta in February, 1939. 

Sm. Protirna Devi took charge of this department towards the end of 
the year. 


SIKSHA-BHAVANA 

( THE OOELEGE ) 

During the year under review there were 116 students in the College 
Section as against 101 the year before. 71 of the students came from 
Bengal, 2 from Assam, 2 from Behar, 4 from the U. P., 7 from the Punjab, 
9 from Hyderabad Deccan, 10 from Sind, 3 from Madras, 4 from Bombay, 1 
from Nepal, 1 from South Africa, 1 from Java and 1 from Sumatra. It is 
interesting to record that there ia a Santal student in the First Year Science 
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Class ; the boy has been awarded a special Junior scholarship by the Director 
ol Public Instruction. Also a Schedule caste student of the Third Year 
Class has been awarded a special stipend by the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion. We are grateful to the Government of Bengal for having attached, 
under their new scholarship scheme, two junior second grade scholarships 
to the Siksha-Bhavana of the Yisva-Bharati. These scholarships are to be 
awarded by the Adhyaksha at his discretion and take effect from June 1, 
1939. Purthermore ©very alternate year a special scholarship for a schedule 
caste student will be attached to the College. We would also like to express 
here our thanks to Dr. Satyaban Roy, F. K. C. S., of Calcutta (a Life Member 
of the Yisva-Bharati ) for awarding a scholarship of Rs. 10/-/i3©r month to 
a poor deserving student of this dei3artment.

Pramathanath Nandi, M.Sc. has been ofliciating as Adhyapaka of 
Botany, vice Punyarnoy Sen, who is on leave. 

During the year under review we got affiliation in Bengali Honours. 
There are now students reading for Honours in English, Bengali, Economics 
and Sanskrit. A properly equipped study room lias been fitted up for the 
boys in the College Hostel and we have also started building up a seminar 
library for the Siksha-Bhavana. 

29 students book the Intermediate examination in 1939 : of them 22 
were successful. 23 were sent up for the B. A. examination, of whom 4 
passed with Honours ( 3 in English and 1 in Sanskrit ), 1 with Distinction 
and 11 in the Pass Course. 

The College students in a party of 54 went on an excursion to Raj- 
mehal in Behar in the first part of January and had an excellent camping 
holiday. The Party was headed by the adhyaksha and other teachers. 

The chief need of the college at the moment is a new Science Labora- 
tory, the present buildings hardly being suitable and sufficient for college 
purposes. We also are in need of a properly equipped gymnasium for our 
students. 
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PATHA-BHAVANA 

( SCHOOL. ) 

There were 144 students on the roll at the close of the year, of whom 
89 were boys, 55 girls ; 104 Bengali, 40 non-Bengali. There were 46 new 
admissions as against 43 withdrawals. 14 candidates were sent up for the 
Matriculation Examination of the Calcutta University, of whom 13 were 
successful. 

The vacancy created by the resignation of Santosh Kumar Pratihar, 
M. A., Adhyapaka, Bengali, was filled by the appointment of Sukhamoy 
Ohatterjee, M. A., B. T. Monimohan Mukherjee, B. Sc., also joined the staff 
in September last as Adhyapaka of Geography. A separate Geography room 
has been fitted up and it is hoped that in future more justice will be done 
to the teaching of this very important but neglected subject. Efforts are also 
being made to improve and extend the teaching of elementary science in the 
school, so as to foster and direct the child's natural curiosity about his 
i:)hysical environments. 

Two blocks of dormitories for senior boys are under construction and 
when completed will meet a necessity long overdue. It is contemplated that 
the two blocks of the existing dormitories, when vacated, will be fitted up 
as the students' study rooms where they will be provided with desks and 
chairs and an open shelf library of reference books to induce in them a habit 
of sedf-study. 

The Department of Manual Training has succeeded in creating 
considerable interest in the students in Weaving and Carpentry. 

Pramodaranjan Ghosh continued to act as the Bector till November 
15, when K- B. Kripalani took over charge. 


SREE-BHAVANA 

( GIRLS HOSIEL ) 

During the first term July-Ootober 83 girls were staying in the Sroe- 
Bhavana: 35 were in the School, 25 were in the College, and 23 were in 
the Kalabhavana. 
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The girls came from different provinces as is traditional at 
Bantiniketan : 33 from Bengal, 18 from Sind, 10 from the Punjab, 9 from the 
U.P., 7 from Gujrat, 2 from Orissa, 2 from Bihar, 2 from South India. 

There has been no epidemic disease of any kind in the hostel during 
the last term. 

The girls of the I, IT, III, IV groups have their study j)eriod at noon 
with the boys at Sinha-Sadan but in the evening after Upasana they stay 
in their hostel under the supervision of Miss Jayanti Pande. Miss Jayanti 
Pande who is assistant in the Sree-Bhavana takes care also of the studies of 
the girls of the V, VI, VII, & VIII groups. 

A new building has been added to Sree-Bhavana. It will be ready for 
occupation in January and will be used as a separate hostel for the small 
girls only, 


SPORTS 

This year the institution organised five foot-ball, four cricket, tennis 
and volley-ball teams. The students took much interest in all tlie games 
and there were several friendly matches with outside colleges and our team 
maintained a good record. They also visited several places like Patna, 
Benares and Agra where they played friendly foot-ball matches and won 
all the games except one. The Sishu-cup and Suhrid-cup competitions were 
duly held and were won by fifth and first and sixth groux) combined resi^ec- 
tively. Progress in the direction of scouting is very satisfactory and they 
undertook many voluntary jobs e. g., cleaning and kerosinising the xfits 
inside the institution. 

The girls played Badminton, Volley-ball, Deck-Tennis, Basket-ball and 
several country -games. 

Local excursions and i^icnics were organised as usual near Ajai and 
Kopai rivers. 


LIBRARY 

The Visva-Bharati Library comprises the following departments * —

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Muklierjee. He was assisted by Satya Oharan Mukherjee in the General 
Library, Shasbadhar Banerjee in the Vidya-Bhavana Libray, Tan Ynn 
Shan in the Cheena-Bhavana Library, A. Perumal in the Kala-bhavana 
Library and S. K. Mitra in the Sriniketan Library.

HOSPITAL 

The total number of patients treated at the out-door during the year 
was 1,833 and in the indoor 123, making an aggregate of 1,966. 

Incidence of malaria appears to be less than in the last year. 

A few cases of Paratyphoid Fever broke out during the rains and an 
investigation as to the cause is being undertaken. 

There were a few cases of Chicken-Pox. But their spread was 
oontgrolled in time by effective segregation. 

Vaccination was thoroughly, carried out.

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Kerosinisation and other anti-mosquito measures are regular y 
carried out. 

Dr. S. C. Mukherjee continued to be in the charge of the Hospital 
assisted by J. Seal. 


POWER HOUSE. 

The Tangye Engine is working satisfactorily but has to be run on full 
load all the time. 

The Deming pump is doing its work well assisted by the old ram 
pump. Irrigation work is done by the small pump fitted in the big well. 

Electric connections were extended to the three new blocks of the 
Hindi-Bhavana. 


GUEST HOUSE. 

The total number of visitors who put up in the Guest House and 
Panthanibas was 660, of whom 45 were from foreign countries. 

Besides students’ excursion parties from different universities, there 
were a good number of small parties of teachers and students, both boys and 
girls from various parts of India. 



SRINIKETAN 

VILLAGE WELFARE DEPARTMENT. 

Kalimohan Ghose was in charge of the department till the 22nd of 
November when he went on leave on account of ill health. 

The operation of the work extended, at the end of the year, over ten 
villages situated within a radius of five miles of the central institute at 
Sriniketan, 

This area is divided into three centres, each in charge of a rural 
worker, residing within the area allotted to him. The workers are in direct 
and constant touch with the peojde of the villages in his charge and is 
generally responsible for the supervision of their activities and for securing 
the co-operation of experts of different departments. 

In addition to these workers, there were at the centre a Brati-balaka 
leader, an assistant leader and an agricultural demonstrator. 

With the hell) of this staff, a sustained and organised effort was made 
to effect an all-round improvement in the condition of these villages, inclu- 
ding primary and adult education, agriculture, irrigation, industries, sanita- 
tion, and medical relief by co-operative organisations, rural amusements and 
culture. 

A brief account of our activities in different directions is given below. 

Brati-Balak. At the end of the year, there were 16 troops as in the 
previous year. Of these, six were within the area of intensive work and nine 
outside it. The total number of boys in these troops was 341 as against 324 
in the previous year. 

The troops were regularly supervised by the leader and the assistant 
loader attached to the Institute. The school gardens were fenced round and 
improved and the encouragement given to the home garden plots of indivi- 
dual boys was continued. A beginning has been made at Bahadurpur in the 
making of compost manure according to the latest system. 

The members of the troops were provided with bows and arrows and 
practice in archery previously confined to the Santhal boys was encouraged 
among boys of other communities. All the troops were also provided with 
earthen pots for fire-brigade-drill. 

The members of several troops assisted in anti-malarial and public 
health measures in the distribution of quinine, in cleaning jungles and in 
kerosinisation of stagnant water in dobas. 
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Village Primary School. In order to improve the character and 
standard of primary education in this area, the Institute controlled the 
educational work of 16 schools situated within and outside the intensive 
area. This included 4 U. P. schools and 12 L. P. schools including 
night schools for boys of the working classes. The total number of 
students in these 16 schools attended the weekly conference on Sundays 
at the Central Institute where they obtained instructions and advice from 
the experts of the Medical and the Agriculture Departments. 

Education of Girls. In most of these 16 primary schools mentioned 
above, the little girls of the villages received education along with the boys. 
There were two special schools for girls, at Paruldanga and at Goalpara, 
where instruction in handicrafts was combined with literary education. 

Adult Education. The demand for books from the circulating library 
increased during the year under report, the total number of issues being 
2793. These books included fiction, biographies, books on travel, religion, 
health and agriculture and also juvenile books. The stock of books in the 
library increased from 1200 to 1412. These ware supplemented by old news 
papers and magazines which were regularly circulated in this area through 
the agency of the rural workers and school teachers. Two wooden boxes were 
provided for the transport of books to the Paruldanga and the Benuri 
Centres. 

Six leaflets in simple Bengali were published for making useful infor- 
mation available to the public at large. These leaflets were greatly appreciat- 
ed and a large number of them were distributed in a wider area through the 
agency of the District Magistrate of Birbhum, the Central Co-Operative 
Bank Ltd. and Presidents of Union Boards. 

The publication of the fortnightly news bulletin, the Deshe-Bideshe, 
was continued and there was an increase in the number of its subscribers. 

For the general masses who are mostly illiterate arrangements were 
made for readings from suitable books, discussions and lantern lectures. 
During the year under report there were 157 readings and discussions and 
18 lantern lectures on various subjects. 

Exhibition. Exhibitions play an important part in mass education. In 
addition to the two regular events of the Institute, the Pous Mela at Santini- 
ketan and the Magh Mela at Sriniketan, six local exhibitions were held in the 
surrounding villages, namely, Bolpur, Eaipur, Benuri, Adityapur, Laldaba 
and Bahiri. As the management of these functions was left to the local 
people, their enthusiasm was spontaneous. In addition to the exhibition 
of the local products, agricultural and industrial, there were provisions for 
amusements and games. 

Amusements. Considerable attention was devoted during the year to 
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the development of the cultural life and recreation of the villagers. A Kavi 
party consisting of two expert kavi-walas and musicians was organised. 
Through their agency, a beginning was made in combining Health and other 
useful topics with the usual discourses on subjects drawn from our 
classics and mythology. 

An attempt was also made for the introduction of the simple songs of 
Babindranath among the villagers, and with this object in view three village 
musical clubs were established at Bahadurjiur, Paruldanga and Goalpara. 
It is hoped that. when our students are properly trained by the music teacher, 
it will be easy to organise our activities in this direction with better success. 

Seasonal Festivals. The Halakarsan Ceremony was performed at 
the Central Institute. The Yriksha-ropan Ceremony was performed at 
Benuri and Paruldanga although a large number of trees were planted wiiliin 
and outside the area of intensive work. 

Health & Sanitation. Our Chief Medical Oflicer Dr. J. C. Chakravarty 
left the Institute on study leave for Europe in January, 1939 and returned 
to his work in October. The special courses attended by him and the 
practical experience gained in different countries of Europe will be of great 
value to the Institute. During his absence on leave Dr. P. Bhattacharji was 
in charge of the work. 

The central organisation consisted of a well-eQuipped dispensary, with 
arrangement for clinical examination and a hospital with 5 beds. In addition 
to the medical officer, the staff at the centre consisted of a compounder, a 
laboratory assistant and a servant. Sanction of the Government has been 
accorded to a Child Welfare and Maternity Centre at Briniketan in charge 
of a Lady Health Visitor. This will remove a longfelt want which our 
resources have hitherto been unable to remove. 

The total number of patients attending at the central dispensary was 
2,104 and 317 specimens were examined in the laboratory. 

For attending to tlie difficult cases in the villages a male nurse was 
maintained out of the Aruna-Amita Fund, and diet and medicines were 
supplied to the indigent and the needy out of the same fund. 

In additon to the treatment of the people residing at and near the 
Institute, the central dispensary and the Laboratory as well as the services 
of the Chief Medical Officer were of great assistance to the outlying villages 
and to the members of the Health Societies. 

Rural Health Societies. At the end of the year the total number of 
health societies in the District was 12. In addition to Illambazar, the 
closing down of which was mentioned in the last annual report, the Society 
at Adityapur had to be closed down owing to internal dissensions. The 
number of health societies organised by the Institute and controlled by it 
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was accordingly six. On the other hand two new societi^iS have Been 
organised by the present District Magistrate of Birbhum. 

The societies at Bolpur, Bahiri, and Goalpara continued to work 
satisfactorily. A considerable improvement was effected in the working of 
the Langulia ( Bhandirban ) and Benuri Societies. The condition of the 
Adirapara Society gave some cause for anxiety owing to the indifference of 
the local people. 

In addition to the arrangement for medical treatment, a sufficient 
amount of preventive work in many villages even outside the intensive area 
like clearing of drainage, hlliiig up of dobas and cleaning of ponds was done 
in many villages in these societies. 

Village Industries. Owing to the reorganisation of the work of the 
Institute sufficient attention could not be devoted to the organisation of 
rural industries. Tlie experiment in making reed chairs, palm leaf fans and 
spinning of sunberap were continued, A new industry for the making of 
reed mats was taken up. Another new industry for making of walking 
sticks from the branches of “Akar'^ tree was also started. 

In several villages the manufacture of durries and asans from mate- 
rials supplied by the Silpa-Bhavana enabled the villagers to supplement their 
income. 

Village Agriculture. For the improvement of agriculture, the Insti- 
tute maintained a demonstrator who regularly visited the villages and 
supplied the villagers with improved seeds and seedlings. He also personally 
supervised the work of cultivation as far as possible. During the year 
special emphasis was laid on the introduction of “Bhasamanik'’ and 
“Badkalamkati” varieties of paddy, Darjeeling j)otato, Motihari tobacco 
and “Ol.” 

For the demonstration of improved methods of agriculture, three 
demonstration farms were started during the year at Benuri, Bandgora and 
Paruldanga of which Benuri farm had to be closed on account of the 
indifference of the owner of the lands. 

The impetus given to the cultivators of fruit trees was continued, and 
about 2,600 plants, grafts and suckers were distributed within the area of 
intensive work. 


AGRICULTURE & DAIRY 

The Farm. The activities of the Agricultural Farm at Sriniketan 
during the year under report fell broadly into three heads, viz. Research, 
Demonstration and Gommercial Cultivatioia. 
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* : The wOirk of Paddy Eesearcb was carried on under the direction of 

the Govt. Department of Agriculture and under the supervision of the Bice 
Besearch Officer at Bankura. 

Experiment and demonstration were undertaken in respect of several 
new crops including cotton and ground nuts, but the results were not 
generally satisfactory owing to unusually heavy rain fall and defective 
drainage of the plots selected for the purpose. 

Several plots, with a total area of 11 Bighas and 11 Kathas were set 
apart for commercial cultivation. This included pjiddy, sugarcane, potato 
and a rotation of vegetables. 

The rest of the lands, belonging to the farm with an area of about 60 
Bighas were let out to Barga tenants. 

The Nursery. During the year under report the Nursery was removed 
to a more suitable site and the stock of grafts and plants was increased. 
Special emphasis was laid on plants suitable for the surrounding areas for 
fjL:uit8, flowers and fuel. A begining was made in planting of an orchard in 
a part of the farm. 

Further progress was made in the development of lands appertaining 
to Sriniketan by the clearing of jungles and the planting of tree. In Santal- 
para two embankmets were made for the prevention of soil erosion 
and improvement of irrigation. 

Dairy. The livestock of the Sriniketan Driry eonsists of 16 milch 
cows ( 7 pure Sind hi, 8 cross breed and 1 country ) two stud bulls ( both 
pure Sindhi ) and 16 heifers, 3 young bulls and 10 calves. The tolal yield 
of milk during the 9 months ending 30th September, 1939, was 260 rads, as 
a^gainst 266 mds. in the corresponding 9 months of the previous year. 

A Dairy Manager trained at the Allahabad Farm was appointed to 
take charge of the Farm during this year. 

The health of the cattle was generally good, there being only two 
casualtis, both calves. 

The fodder farm was further developed during this year but the want 
of manure and arrangements for irrigation were obstacles which have not 
yet been satisfactorily surmounted. 

Goatery. As the stock of goats in the farm were found to be 
deteriorated, the stock was gradually disposed of. It is contemplated to 
have a few goats of pure Jamunapuri breed as soon as practicable. 

EDUCATION & RESEARCH 

Dr. Dhirendramohan Sen, Ph. D., remained in charge of the eduoa- 
tional work of the Institute throughout the year. 
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The Siksha-Safcra or the Model School for village boys, bad a 
strength of 29. The school was conducted on the same lines as before, in 
accordance with the principles enunciated by the Poet in Bulletin No. 9 
( The Poet's School ). It has been possible, during the year under report, 
to allot more space to the school, so that the boys were able to start a 
flower and kitchen garden of their own. The workshop of the school wa« 
also developed by making arrangements for book-binding and other handi- 
crafts, in addition to tlie repair of cycles. 

The boys continued to receive specialised training in the Industrial 
department of this Institute and some of them were able to earn by their 
industrial work. 

A very serious want of the school was removed by the appointment 
of a teacher in painting and music, and there is, at present, regular arrange- 
ment for training in these subjects. There has also been an improvement 
in the quality of the dramatic iDerformances by the boys. 

The Siksha-Gharcha Bhavana or the Guru Training School continued 
to work satisfactorily. The result of the final examination of tlie first batch 
of students, held in December, 1938. was satisfactory, 20 having been 
successful out of 20, who ai-ipeared. The second batch of students, recruited 
in 1938, has just appeared at the final examination. 

The students of the Siksha-Gharcha Bhavana continued to receive 
specialised training in industry and general training in agriculture, sanitation 
and rural reconstruction work. Attention was paid to kitchen-gardening. 

It is satisfactory to report that these 40 students, representing different 
castes and communities, and coming from different parts of Bengal, lived 
and worked as a homogeneous community and recorded a perfectly satis- 
factory account of themselves. 

Arrangements have been made for keeping in touch with the students 
after they leave the school and for maintaining a record of their subsequent 
work and career. 

The Girl's school conducted by the Institute for the children of the 
colony and the adjacent villages continued to be efficiently managed. There 
were 41 children in charge of two lady teachers. In addition to the regular 
school education upto the Upper Primary standard, the girls are trained in 
music and needle-work. 

The Economist joined the Institute in February last year, The first 
few months were devoted mainly to a close study of these departments of 
the Institute, whose work has definitely economic implications. Necessary 
suggestions have been offered. 

The main work of the section, however, consists in a careful investi- 
gation of some of the vital problems of the villages which constitute the 
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iiifeensive arM of Sriaikefeao. At present the following investigations are being 
carried on : — 

1. Irrigation Problem in West Bengal. 

2. Bice Marketing. 

3. Bolpur Bazar — a close analysis of a country town market. 

In selecting the subjects of investigation the guiding principle has been 
to jjoint the way along which we shall have to proceed in order to raise the 
income — both in cash and in kind —of the rural population. 


SRINIKETAN SILPA-BHAVANA 

General — The work of this Department was managed and supervised 
by a separate Board constituted by the Samsad last year. During the yea?* 
under review the activities of this Department has increased and production 
in all the various sections improved both in quality and quantity. Experi- 
ments are still being carried on in Pottery and Paper- making. 

Our activities have been extended also to Calcutta. At 6 Dwarka- 
Nath Tagore Lane, an Industrial Training School for the benefit of the 
iinemplo 3 ^ed young men of Calcutta, was started in February last, and Mr. 
^akaria, who was the Mayor then, opened the institution. We are thankful 
to the Calcutta Corporation for the sanction of a recurring annual grant of 
Es, 2, 500/- for the Industrial Training School, and a lump sum grant of 
Es. 2,500/- for the Sriiiiketan Emporium at 210, Cornwallis Street, Calcutta. 

Our thanks are also due to the Government Department of Industries 
for their helpful co-operation and financial aid in the form of annual recurring 
grants and Capital grants from time to time. 

The marketing organisation of the products of Silpa-Bhavana in 
Calcutta and in other centres has gradually improved. Besides our own 
Emporium at 210, Cornwallis Street, a number of firms such as the Bengal 
Stores, Bengal Home Industries Association, Co-Operative Depot etc., are 
stocking our goods. The employment of a few selling agents has given 
good results. Even outside Bengal we have been able to establish agencies 
and there is good demand for our products in Bombay, Nagpur, Delhi and 
other cities. 

Along with the development of business training classes had to be 
extended. Besides the students of Siksha-Satra and Siksha-Oharcha 
Bhavana numbering about 70. whole time apprentices from neighbouring 
villages and other districts of Bengal numbering about 60 were given instruc- 
tions in the different branches of Silpa-Bhavana. 

i 
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The present accommodation in the workshops is not sufficient to meet 
our requirements, and a large number of students had to be refused ad- 
mission for want of proper equipment and working facilities. The new 
mud -built dormitories for the accommodation of apprentices have removed a 
long-felt want. 

At present training is given in the following handicrafts: — ( 1 ) Leather, 
( 2 ) Shoe-making, ( 3 ) Book-binding, ( 4 ) Lacquer work, ( 5 ) Batik work, 
( 6 ) Pottery, ( 7 ) Paper-making, ( 8 ) Weaving, ( 9 ) Durry and Asan 
making, ( 10 ) Dyeing and Printing ( 11 ) Carpentry. 

The total value of goods produced in the different workshops during 
the year is expected to exceed Es. 30,000/- 



PUBLISHING DEPARTMENT 


Oharuohaiidra Bhatfcaclun*ya coufciimed to act as the Hoiiy. Beorefcary 
of the Publishing Department with Kishorimohan Bantra as the Assistant 
Secretary during the session under review. 

The Publishing Board met eleven times during the session under 
consideration . 


General Section 

1. Books Issued : — ( a ) New Books : 

( 1 ) Rabindranath Tagore — Sejtiti and Prohasinee ( Books of 
Poems ), Svarahitan Part III d Nritymiatya> Chandalika { Books of songs 
with notations ), Pathey of Pa.tlier Prantey ( A collection of letters ). 
Bangla Kahya Parichaya. ( A collection of small choice poems of different 
authors ) was also published by the Publishing Department during tlie 
session in question. A notable venture of this department has been the 
undertaking of publishing the complete Bengali works of the Poet under the 
title * Rabindra Rachanavali”. It is expected that the work will be corn^ 
pleted in 25 volumes consisting on an average of 600 pages per volume. The 
original scheme was to publish 6 volumes during each year — but the difficul- 
ty of obtaining paper and binding materials may not allow of such rapid 
progress. It is a pleasure to record that the first volume which came out 
just before the Puja holidays has found a very good reception in the press. 
The edition is nearly sold out and a second impression bad to be ordered. 

( 2 ) Other authors — The Publishing Department published the 
two books Setu O Any any a Kavita ( A book of poems ) by Sj. Nandagopal 
Sengupta and Katha O Sur ( An essay ) by Sj. Dhurjati Prosad Mukherjee 
and undertook to sell Shelly Sangraha by Sj. Surendranath Maitra.

As in previons years the accounts of the Hindi Section have been 
maintained completely 8ex)arate from those of the General Section and the 
Balance Sheet indicates a net oasli profit of Rs. 466-9-3 even after allowing 
for Royalty ( Rs. 137-3-0 ) and the loss of Rs. 119-7-6 in 1937-38. 

Sale & General Financial Administration — That the sale of 
ljublications progressed api)reciably is evident fi'om the fact that the gross 
sale proceeds in 1938-39 amount to Rs. 38,976-12-3 as against Rs. 34,672-7-6 
in 1936-37 and Rs. 33,981-2-3 in 1935-86. After making allowance for 
various working expenses including Editing { Rs. 678-5-9 ), Interest to Kala- 
bhavana Fund dt Pestonji P, Pacha Fund ( Rs. 600/-J, Bcyyalty to General 
Office and other Authors ( Rs. 10,376-12-0 ) as against Rs. 4,642-9-0 for the 
six months ending with March 1938, Depreciation ( Rs. 83-1-0 ) and 
Contribution to Visva^Bha7^ati Sammilani ( Rs. 1,000/- ) the net cash Profit 
carried over to the Balance Sheet was Rs. 1,826-8-3. It is to be noted that 
contribution to the Visva-Bharati Sammilani is an entirely new item charged 
against Sale Proceeds, 

As usi al the Publishing Department looked after the film perfor- 
mance and copy-right of the Poet’s works and realised Rs. 733-5-0 on that 
account.

We have compiled the Balance Sheet of the Visva-Bharati and 
Accounts for the year ending 81st March, 1989, from the books and 
vouchers presented to us, and from the information and explanations 
given to us, and in submitting the same, we have to make the follo- 
wing remarks: — 

1. Vidya-Bhavana Fund:— According to the decision of the 
Samsad, the net surplus from Revenue Account Rs. 6,527-3-8 of this 
Fund for the year under review has been carried to Balance Sheet and 
shown under ‘ Surplus from Sundry Fund’" account. 

2. Kola-Bhavana Fund: — According to the decision of the 
Samsad, the net surplus from Revenue Account of this Fund Rs, 
2,674-0-9 for the year ending 31st March, 1939, has been carried to 
Balance Sheet under ‘ Surplus from Sundry Fund’’ Account. 

3. Sangit-Bhavana Fund: — As it had been the practice during 
the previous year, the net surplus from Revenue Account of this Fund 
has been carried forward to Balance Sheet under ‘‘Surplus from 
Sundry Fund” Account in the year under review, and the full amount 
of rent collected has been credited to the Revenue Account and no 
amount has been transferred to Sangit-Bhavana Depreciation Fund 
this year. The amount of Rs. 142/8/- transferred to Depreciation 
Reserve Fund during the previous year has been invested in Fixed 
Deposit with the Visva-Bharati Central Co-Operative Bank Ltd. 

( Santiniketan ) and the interest realised on above has been added to 
the Reserve Fund and is lying as deposit with the General Fund. 

4. Cheena-Bhavana Building Fund ( Main Venana ) : — 

Rs. 306-8-3 has been transferred from Fund Revenue Account and 
added to the above fund during the year ending 31st March, 1939. The 
total amount of the Fund— Rs. 403/8/3 is lying as deposit with the 
General Fund, 
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5. Life Members' F'wml : — The whole of the subscription 
realised from the Life Members and Ordinary Members has been 
credited to General Revenue Account during this year, as there was a 
deficit. The amount of Rs. 2,000/- transferred to Life Members' Fund 
during the previous year, however, has been invested in Government 
Paper. 

6. Government Paper & Port Tmst Debentures : — Except in 
the case of Kala Bliavana Fund and Bai Hira Bai Fund, the invest- 
ments in Government Paper and Port Trust Debentures of all other 
Funds have been shown at cost, but the Papers held on account of 
Nizam Fund are shown at cost plus interest paid for on the date of 
purchase, and this, in our opinion, should be adjusted. 

7. Otif standing at Santin ibetan I — 

( a ) Tuition Fee: — Out of the amount of Rs. 7,104/14 
shown as Outstanding during the previous year, 
Rs. 2.526/8/- only has been realised during this year, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 4,578/6/- to which has been 
added Rs, 3,066/11/- being outstanding for the year 
ending 31st March, 1939. The total amount carried 
forward to Balance Sheet as student fees outstanding 
is Rs, 7,645/1/-. In this connection, we cannot help 
remarking that the old outstanding includes many 
unrealised amounts and those unrealisable should be 
written off. 

( b ) The total bills outstanding due from local residents 
and stall amount to Rs, 2,919-4-9, which includes 
Rs. 1,510/1/9 from previous year. It appears from 
the fact that steps have not been taken to realise the 
old balances. 

8. Outstanding at General Office *. — Rs. 12,955-12-3 is the 
amount of old interest outstandidg from Patisar Krishi Bank, and 
there has been no collection on this account during this year. The 
amount of interest outstanding on loan from City College upto Febru- 
ary, 1939 included in this account, has been transfered to the Indivi- 
dual Fund Account, as. the amount of Loan to City College has also 
been shown from funds direct and not through General Fund. 

9. Outstanding Interest on Loan to City College by Sundry 
Funds : The total amount of interest outstanding from the City 
College upto 28th February, 1939, was Rs. 15,426-4-6, out of which we 
may mention Rs. 10,000/-has since been realised. 
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10. Patisar Krishi Bank : —The total amount of interest due 
from this Bank according to the reduced rate sanctioned by the 
Samsad upto 31st Chaitra, 1345, B. S. ( i. e. 13th April, 1939 ) is as 
follows : — 

( a ) Nobel Prize Fund ... Es. 41, 260 0 0 
( b ) Kalabhavana Fund ... 5^ 910 13 0 

( c ) Kadoorji Water Works Fund 2, 742 12 5 

( d ) Pearson Hospital Fund 615 14 11 

Out of this the sum of Bs. 12,955-12-3 only, which was previously 
adjusted, is shown in the Balance Sheet as general outstanding, and 
no credit has been taken on account of interest during the year ending 
31st March, 1939. 

11. General Investment : — 

( a ) Bs. 2,000/- has been invested from General Fund with 
the Kalyan Kosh Bank, which we have been informed, 
is under the management of Tagore Estate. The balance 
as on 31st Chaitra, 1345, B. S. ( i. e, 13th April, 1939 ) 
has been certified by Bj. Bathindra Nath Tagore. The 
total amount of interest due from this Bank on 31st 
March, 1939, was Bs. 163/3/3, which has not been 
included in the account. 

( b ) Postal Savings Bank : — We have vouched the balance 
from the Pass Book and the interest Bs. — /1 4/10 credited 
in the Pass Book has been included in the Account. 
But there is a remark in the Pass Book that the account 
is dead. 

12. Sriniketan General : — The income from each Department 
has been incorporated in the Accounts as per certified Beturns from 
the heads of the Departments. 

13. Outstanding at Sriniketan : — This includes old balances, 
most of which have become nnrealisable. In our opinion, the 
unrealisable amount should be written off. 

14. Sil2^a-Bhavana at : —The Industry Department 

of Sriniketan has constituted a new Department under the name of 
“Silpa-Bhavana” from last year according to Bamsad’s resolution. The 
assets and liabilities in respect of the Industry Department as on the 
Ist October, 1937, have been taken over by the new Department, but 
the buildings, machineries and furniture, etc. , which are being used 
by the Silpa-Bhavana, have not yet been transferred to this Depart- 
ment. The amount ■ spent for Furniture, Building, Show-Boom and 
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other Capital Expenses during the year ending 31st March, 1939, have 
been shown in the Balance Sheet. 

15. Chinese Hall Fund We find that the Title Deed of the 
land purchased from Sj. Ajindra Nath Tagore has not yet been trans- 
ferred in the name of Visva-Bharati. 

16. Publishing Department Outstanding : — We have found 
that a considerable portion of the old outstandings have been realised 
during the year under review, but the balance carried forward still 
includes old balances from 1929-30 and onwards. It is advisable that 
the unrealisable old balances should be written off instead of being 
carried forward. 

17. Printing Press Outstanding I --The previous year's out- 
standing was Bs. 3,358/4/-, out of which we have found that Bs. 931/1/- 
only has been realised during this year. This includes balances from 
1929 30 which are mostly bad, and we do not know what steps have 
been taken for realisation of the old outstandings. In our opinion, the 
unrealisable amounts should be written off.

Affirmaiiosi of Fdeals and Address by the Vice-President. 

The proceedings opened with the chanting of the Vedic hymn and the 
Saiikalpa-Vacana ( Affirmation of ideals ). This being over the Bev. C. F. 
Andrews expressed happiness at being a, hie to meet so many friends, and 
addressed the gathering on the ideals of the Visva-Bharati. Since its 
inception, he said, Visva-Bharati has been and still continues to be one of 
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the most important centres of world-culture and universal co-operation in 
this world. Her message to humanity has been the message of peace, love 
and freedom. It is the duty of all of us who profess to be friends of this 
institution to see that our ideal never falls short in any way of these great 
truths that we preach, and we must try our best to maintain the continuity 
of our line of action in the coming year along the same noble channel that we 
followed all through the past year. 

He then went on to point out that the time had now arrived to make 
a complete and thorough sanitary survey of the Asrama and its surroundings, 
with a view to preserving its water supply from contamination and 
introducing a system of drainage suited to the growing population. If this 
work were undertaken immediately it would save the Asrama from dangers 
to healtli in future years, but if it were neglected they ran very groat risk of 
gradually allowing a remarkably healthy site to become a carrier of the 
germs of water-borne diseases. 

Mr. Andrews concluded with a prayer that Gurudev’s life might be 
spared to the Asrama for many more years to come and with the hope that 
all-round progress might be maintained in the various departments of the 
Visva-Bharati, 

He then called upon the Karma-Sachiva to read the Annual Report 
for 1939.

Friends, 

I beg to submit the following report of the working of the Visva- 
Bharati for the year 1940. 

This year began under unhappy circumstances with a war already in 
progress. During the course of it we have seen it spread and now it is 
being waged over the major portion of the world* The background of 
international suffering and disaster lends particular emphasis to the need 
of true internationalism, not only on the political but on the fundamental 
human level. The significance of "Visva-Bbarati, we believe, grows upon us 
and we must feel a real challenge these days to fulfil the responsibility which 
we have undertaken : the responsibility of serving the cause of human 
understanding, and laying down a sound basis for mutual co-operation. 
Such a foundation, we believe, comprises academic as well as practical 
work in the field, and it demands from us a constant sense of manifold 
unity while we perform our specific tasks. Our Founder-President has 
insisted on this ideal of completeness which must inform our individual 
and national endeavour ; the frustration of divided humanity and the 
breaking-up of social consciousness by mechanisation or by narrow fragmen- 
tary pursuits have, to-day, revealed the urgent implications of his message 
when humanity is being tortured by its lack of a comprehensive ideal. 

In our own surroundings in Bengal a calamity, almost as serious in 
its consequences as a war, has inflicted the people* There has been a failure 
of the monsoon and the country is in the grip of a severe famine. Belief 
measures have been undertaken, in which Visva-Bharati has fully joined, 
but the problem before us remains threatening in its magnitude. 
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The Yigva-Bharati itself has suffered from the successive deaths of 
many of its highest office-bearers and life-long friends and devoted workers. 
We have lost such well-known personalities as 0. F. Andrews and Surendra- 
nath Tagore during the earlier part of the year, and later on, Kalimohan 
Ghose, Kishorimohan Santra and Gourgopal Ghose. Their loss is irre- 
parable. I should mention here that the Andrews Memorial Committee, 
set up soon after our Vice-President's death, continues to receive funds. 
Mahatma Gandhi has been actively supporting us and we hope to comme- 
morate the life of a great friend of India and Santiniketan in a worthy 
manner. Our funds, upto date, are Bs. 4,077/- at Santiniketan and 
Bs. 1,6377- at Bombay. 

The Pounder-President is not yet fully recovered from a serious 
illness which accounts for his absence on this occasion. 

This background of unfortunate events keeps constantly creeping up 
when reviewing the work of the year which is just closing. 

Detail information as to the exact financial state of the Visva-Bharati 
as on the 31st March, 1940 will be available to the Sadasyas from the 
Balance Sheets and Audited Accounts for the year 1939-40. It will be seen 
therein that the year closed with a small surplus ( excess of income over 
expenditure) of Bs. 1,707/-. This was made possible by the release of the 
grant of Bs. 25,000/- by the Government of Bengal for the year 1939-40 
towards our educational activities. The scheme for the improvement of 
service conditions as formulated last year was put into operation and the 
increments sanctioned were given effect to from September, 1939. I regret 
however to report that the Government of Bengal have withdrawn this 
promised grant for the year 1940-41 and as a result we are apprehending a 
very heavy deficit at the close of our financial year 1940-41, since we 
formulated our Budget estimates on the basis of receipt of this grant. This 
withdrawal of promised grant has hurt our Institution and brought unex- 
pected difficulties for our work. We had introduced increments in salaries 
according to suggestions given by the Education Department of the Bengal 
Government and other re-arrangements had to be made. Not only have 
we been compelled to withdraw the increments, subjecting our staff to 
considerable inconvenience, but our programme of activities and scheme of 
development have been subjected to a sudden halt. 

The arrangement for collection of donations did not function properly 
during the year owing to the transfer of Sudhakanta Boy Chowdhury to 
the Pounder-President's personal staff. 

The City College has again fallen in considerable arrears in the 
payment of interest charges and the total amount due on date is Bs. 12,656/-. 
This default on the part of the City College has brought about severe strain 
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dn the General Fund which has to advance the necessary money for the 
functioning of the various funds. 

1 have pleasure to add that we have already received from the Tripura 
Durbar a sum of Bs. 4,000/- out of the promised donation of Bs. 20,000/- by 
His Highness the Maharaja Manikyaj Bahadur. I hope the remaining sum 
will be forthcoming to us in the near future. 

I had the pleasure to announce last year the receipt of a munificent 
sum of Bs. 1,27,501/- from Baja Suryapal Singh of Awagarh. This gift of 
the Baja Saheb has enabled us to remove many of our longfelt wants. From 
the sum of Bs. 60,000/- endowed under instruction of the Founder-President 
for the Sangit-Bhavana Fund and Library Fund we have purchased the 
premises at 6/3 Dwarkanath Tagore Lane, Calcutta, where the office and 
godown of the Publishing Department as well as the office of the Artha- 
Sachiva are located. Out of the remaining sum of Bs. 67,601/-, two Patha- 
Bhavana Dormitories, one additional Sree-Bliavana Dormitory, Sangit- 
Bhavana Hostel, all complete with bath and lavatories, additions in Sangit- 
Bhavana Hall, Extension of Studio and Museum in Kala-Bhavana, Founder- 
President’s Office, Library and Office Extension have already been complet- 
ed. A new Kitchen Building is nearing completion and some other improve- 
ments are in progress. 

Besides we have built during the year the much needed Science 
Laboratory, and have met the cost of the building from the General Fund, 
but the question of adequately equipping it has yet to be solved. The cons- 
truction of the Segregation wards of the Pearson Hospital has also been 
completed out of the Nitindra Memorial Fund. Our difliculties in the matter 
of accommodation of the staff at Santiniketan have been greatly removed in 
as much as we have constructed 11 pucca quarters in recent years. 

The Hindi-Bhavana Hall together with the adjoining staff quarters, 
built out of the generous donation from the Estate of Late Bax Bahadur 
Bisseswarlal Halwasiya, have long been completed. The want however of 
a Library in the Hindi-Bhavana Hall is keenly felt. I regret to have to add 
in this connection that the Trustees of the late Bai Bahadur Bisseswarlal 
Halwasiya have stopped further grants for the maintenance of the Hindi 
Chair. 

At Sriniketan we have built during the year three Dormitories for 
students and some new staff quarters. The Magistrate of Birbhum has 
paid out of his discretionary grant fund Bs. 900/- and we have laid out a 
play-ground for students adding Ks. 600/- from our own funds. The 
Government of Bengal, Public Health Department, have paid us a capital 
grant of Bs. 1,880/- for opening a Maternity and Child- Welfare Centre at 
Sriniketan and we have completed the necessary additions and alterations to 
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a wing of the Main Building at Sriniketan to suit the purpose. I regret 
however to add that although the Government of Bengal, Education 
Department, prom^ed a capital grant for additional accommodation for the 
Siksha-Charcha-Bhavana students, they have subsequently refused to pay 
the grant. 

The educational activities of the various departments of Santiniketan 
and Sriniketan have been fully maintained and some important visits and 
special ceremonies have taken place in the asrama this year. Mahatma 
Gandhi came to us and while his visit was personal and mainly confined 
to quiet informal talks with the Founder President, he took part in asrama 
life giving us the valuable inspiration of his presence. He offered us, 
moreover, his assurance of continued support and we realised once more how 
much the welfare of Visva-Bharati was in his heart. Detailed report of 
the visit of Mahatmaji and Kasturbai along with some other members of 
Sevagram have been published in a special number of our News and refer- 
ences will be found elsewhere in this report. 

Oxford University sent a delegation consisting of Sir Maurice Gwyer 
and Sir Sarvapalli Radhakrishnan to hold a Special Convocation here for 
the conferment of the D. Lit., degree ( Honoris Causa ) upon the Founder- 
President. It was a great privilege to welcome our visitors and to associate 
with them in the happy task of linking up Visva-Bharati and the Oxford 
University closer together which may well possess far-reaching significance. 
This was Sir Maurice’s first visit to Santiniketan and we were greatly 
encouraged by his keen interest in the work being done at the academic and 
rural reconstruction departments and we have been further assured of his 
warm co-operation. 

Quite recently we had opportunities of coming into close contact with 
the great sister civilisation of China through its representative His Excellency 
Tai Chi-Tao who came here along with other members of the Good Will 
Mission, and spent some days with us studying our work in detail. The 
Oheena-Bhavana established here mainly with His Excellency’s help, has 
received a new impetus and we have no doubt that this visit has opened the 
way for that increasing collaboration with Chinese culture on which our 
common future in the East so greatly depends. 

Such visits, we feel, and the effect of addresses and discussions 
which take place, are not only of general interest and inspiration to our 
Institution but form an integral part of our educational life. Our students 
and staff are brought constantly in touch with great civilisations through 
their eminent representatives and the living internationalism which we 
seek to impart here, derives added power and confirmation from a widening 
range of fellowship. The Founder-President established India’s new 
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co-operation with China when he travelled there many years ago, and it is 
with real satisfaction that we view the fruitful results to which the visit of 
the Good Will Mission bears testimony. 

Vidya-Bhavana has been fortunate in making arrangements with the 
Aligarh University for part-time iJervices of Dr. Hadi Hasan as professor 
for the Islamic Section. We have had a series of impressive lectures from 
him at the Visva-Bharati and shall look forward to further lectures in the 
coming year. The Cheena-Bhavana benefited from the guidance of 
Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Yidhushekhara Bhattacharya who came on 
regular visits of supervision. Pandit Kshitimohan Sen’s research work 
and activities, given in detail in another section, have enriched the 
Vidya-Bhavana and been appreciated by a wide circle of scholars. 

In the Patha-Bhavana proper attention to physical culture is now 
being directed by the appointment of a new teacher. We have been able 
to reorgani^se this essential side of our student life and considerable improve- 
ments are being made. 

With imx)roved arrangements in building accommodation and regular 
systematic teaching there has been, in Sangit-Bhavana, a great increase in 
the number of students. We are, however, yet in need of a wholetime 
Principal. 

In the Kala-Bhavana, the admisson of a number of students this 
year has meant severe strain on the staff and there is great difficulty in 
providing accommodation although additional studios have been built. 
Demand for admission is steadily increasing. The offer of V. Masoji to 
join the Kala-Bhavana from January 1941 is very welcome. 

In the Siksha-Bibhag of Sriniketan, the place of Dr. D. M. Sen has 
been taken by Miss Marjorie Sykes as Superintendent. 

The Adult Education Scheme of Loka-Siksha has attracted greater 
notice. The number of students who sat for examinations was 28. A 
revised syllabus has been printed ; model questions framed by the Founder- 
President himself, who takes keen intereet in this scheme of popular educa- 
tion, have been published in the form of a bulletin. 

Our students who appeared at the Calcutta University Examinations 
have produced satisfactory results. 12 candidates were sent up for 
Matriculation examination of whom 9 came out successful. 19 candidates 
were sent up for I. A. examination and all of them were successful 10 being 
placed in the 1st Division. Of the 8 candidates for I. 8c. examination 7 
came out successful and of the 14 candidates sent up for B. A. examination 
12 came out successful, two among them obtaining distinction. 

Visva-Bharati diplomas will be awarded to Nanda Keshab and 
Mridula Thacker who have completed their full course of study in the 
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Kalabhavana and to Ahmad Salim Sha Arsh Taimuri, P. M. Thomas 
Panikar and Ladoo Bai Singadia who have completed the Antya Course of 
the Visva-Bharati. 

The programme of publishing the collected edition of the FoUnder- 
Presidents’s Bengali works is being carried on according to schedule inspite 
of shortage of paper, increased printing charges and other difficulties brought 
upon by the war. An album of paintings done by the Founder-President 
along with illustrative poems has been published. Two new books by him 
JElog-Shajjay” ( “In the Sick-bed'* ) and ''Tin ShangV ( “Three Compan- 
ions" ) have been published. The former consists of poems written by 
the Founder-President during his recent grave illness ; the book of three 
short stories will be welcome as the latest development of a new form of 
stories that the Founder-President has been writing before his illness. 

The Ijoka-Biksha series has had fresh additions on its list — the 
latest volume being Prithwi-Parichaya by Pramathanath Sen Gupta. 

The sales of books of the Visva-Bharati Book-shop have increased 
considerably, the figures for the year 1939-40 were Bs. 47,322/- and 
those for the period of 8 months from April/40 to November/40 were 
Bs. 36,497/.. 

Silpa-Bhavana products are finding good market all over the country. 
The total production and sale of the department for the year 1939-40 were 
Bs. 43,427/- and Bs. 30,499/- respectively, which shows improvement both 
with regard to manufacturing and marketing. The Technical Crafts School 
opened in Calcutta and maintained with the help of the Corporation grant 
had to be closed owing to the grant having ceased. 

We convey to Mr. und Mrs. B. K. Elmhirst our warm gratitude as 
before for continuing their grant in spite of the War. Their help and the 
deep friendliness which it expresses, is one of the main assets of our 
Institution. 

Our thanks are due to Seth Jugalkishore Birla and his brothers for 
their gracious help ; their grant to Vidyabhavan and Cheena-Bhavana is 
being continued. 

During 1940 the Karma-Samiti held 11 meetings and the Samsad held 
6 meetings. There have been regular opportunities for reviewing our work, 
formulating programmes and laying down plans as well as for informative 
discussions. It is my privilege to take this opportunity of thanking my 
colleagues in the Committee for their courtesy and unfailing co-operation. 

Summarised reports of the different departments of Visva-Bharati 
follow separately.

THE FOUNDER-PRESIDENT’S OFFICE. 


The great loss sustained by the Visva-Bharati by the death of 
Upacharya 0. F. Andrews has been one of very special import to us as of 
late be was shouldering much of the official work of the Pratisthafca Acharya. 
It would be difficult to over-estimate the personal sorrow of the Pratisthata 
Acharya at the death of the Deenabandhu, as he was perhaps the 
closest friend and collaborator of Gurudeva during the last thirty years of 
his life. Our ranks hav^e been considerably depleted during the year by 
the cruel hand of deaih and each separation has been a matter of personal 
grief to Gurudeva which he has however borne with stoical fortitude. 

Perhaps the most important occasion of the year under review was the 
visit of Mahatma Gandhi and Sjta. Kasturbai which took place in the third 
week of February. They stayed with us for two days, during which time 
Mahatmaji made a detailed survey and study of all the various departments. 
Towards the end of the year there was another important event in the 
asrama — the visit of the Chinese Goodwill Mission headed by President 
Tai Chi-Tao, who, it may be added, is personally connected with the 
Yisva-Bharati as a Pradhana. Owing to ill health Gurudeva could not 
himself participate in the reception ceremony and his address of welcome 
was read out on his behalf by the Karma-Sachiva. Another illustrious 
visitor from China was the Kev. Tai Hsu who spent a few days at Santi- 
niketan in January 1940. 

On August 7, we had an important function at Santiniketan viz. tho 
conferment of a Doctorate in Literature ( honoris causa ) degree upon Guru- 
deva at a special convocation. Sir Maurice Gwyer, the Chief Justice of 
India, Sir Sarvapalli Badhakrishnan represented the Oxford University ; The 
Hon’ble Mr- Justice A. G. E. Henderson read the Latin text at the cere- 
mony. Many distinguished visitors, Oxonians in particular, participated 
in the function. 

Gurudeva visited Bankura and Suri during the year and took part 
in several public functions. He also formally inaugurated the Telephone 
Exchange at Bolpur on July 24 holding a short conversation on the wires 
with Sir Gurunath Bewoor, the Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs. 
Before his serious illness at Kalimpong towards the end of September he 
took systematic and regular interest in the various activities at Santiniketan, 
and special mention should be made here of the Bengali classes for the 
College students which he took for nearly two months in July and August. 

A new house was recently built for him near his old cottage Shyamali 
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and he formally entered the house on the Bengali New Year’s day. One 
of the most beautiful buildings at Santiniketan, the Udiohi does great credit 
to Surendranath Kar, the architect. 

He spent the summer months, as usual at Mangpu and Kalimpong. 
In Sepbemher he again went to Mangpu and Kalimpong and it was in the 
latter place that he fell seriously ill on September 26. He was immediately 
brought down to Calcutta to ensure proper treatment. For days together he 
hovered between life and death. Finally on October 24 his doctors declared 
him out of danger. Gurudeva returned to the asrama on November 18. In 
the opinion of his physicians Gurudeva’s recovery will be considerably 
hastended by a period of long convalescence in the congenial surroundings 
of Santiniketan. He is not yet completely recovered and consequently has 
had to retire absolutely for the time being from all public work. He is 
however able to carry on his own literary activities and before long a 
volume of poems written by him during and since the illness, will be publish- 
ed. Several books of his have been published earlier in the year, a com- 
plete list of which will be found in the annual report of the Publishing 
Department. 



«ANTINIKETAN 

VIDYA-BHAVANA 


During the year, under report, the outstanding event was a series of 
extension lectures on Islamic and Hindu cultures which were delivered 
by Dr. Hadi Hasan of the Muslim University — who had been invited 
specially by the Visva-Pharati to report on, and re-organise the working of 
the Islamic Department. He came once in March and again in August. 

Subramanian Sastri of the Philosophy Section and Zahir Ahmad Sabri 
of the Islamic Section left in July. The vacancies thus created were filled 
up by Prahlad Pradhan, whose scholarship from the Orissa Government 
was renewed for another year, and Fazalmohamad Asiri. 

The vacancy in the Zoroastrian Section, has not been, as yet, filled 
up. 

The Bharati Samsad, which provides a link between the Vidya-Bhavana 
and the other departments of the Yisva-Bharati, continued to hold its 
meetings periodically. 

The detailed reports of the work done during the year are given 
below • — 

Kshitimohan Sen — The arrangement and translation of the additional 
material obtained on Ravidas have been completed and as soon as the 
historical background is written, the manuscript will be ready for the 
press. 

An enlarged work on Kabir in the light of his place in the development 
of spiritual thought in India and the contribution made by him is under 
preparation. 

Three papers on Govind Das, Kumbhan Das and Ohhitji of the 
Vallabhacharya sect, one paper on Ravidas, one paper on Jain sadhakas and 
the Hindi translation of the book on “Caste Systems of India” ( the original 
Bengali manuscript of which has not been published ) were published during 
the year. 

Chintamani Apte had practically to give up his work in order to prepare 
himself for the M. A. examination. 

Phanibhusan Adhikari was in charge of Indian Philosophy Section. 
During the year he undertook a comparative and critical study of the Vedanta 
position of Bhaskaracharya and his place among the different schools of 
Vedanta and a critical study of the Bhagavad Gita from the historical stand- 
point. Besides classes in the College, he has been taking 3 periods a week 
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vrith fche students of Gheena-Bhavana who are studying critically the 
Bhagavad Gita, 

Subramanian Iyer, who left in July, handed over his incomplete thesis 
on “Theism in Ancient India” for completion by Phanibhusan Adhikari. 
The work, however, has been held up owing to non-receipt of the first five 
chapters of the thesis. 

Prahlad Pradhan, who rejoined the department after a leave of 
several months, completed his paper on “Position of Brahmins in early 
Buddhistic India”. He is now engaged in translating the Pali text of 
Dharmapada in the Oriya language. 

Bikramjit Uasrat completed his manuscript on “A Critical Edition of 
the Safinat-uUAwUya :” and the writing of his introduction to the ‘'Life and 
Works of Dara Shikuh” is in progress. He has contributed reviews to 
several periodicals. 

Pazel Mohamad Asiri completed his thesis on “Hallaj, his Life and 
Works” and contributed articles in Urdu to various magazines, in addition 
to his 13 periods of teaching work in the School and College. 

Mohamad Adam-ud-Din completed six chapters of his thesis on 
“History of the Commentories on the Quran.” In connection with this 
work, he visited Patna and worked in the Khuda Bakhsh Library there for 
a month. f 

Suhhamoy Bhattacharya completed four papers on his studies in the 
Mahahharata and the remaining papers will be ready within three months. 
He also wrote, borth in Sanskrit as well as in Bengali, a paper on 
“Vyanjana”. 


Mahabharata Collation Work. 

The work on Baja-Dharma in the Santi-Parva was completed ; that 
on Moksha-Dharma is under collation and is expected to be completed 
within a few months with the help of the five manuscripts, borrowed from 
the Dacca University. The relative checking of the work thus collated was 
done side by side. 

Hazari Prosad Dwivedi, Upendra Kumar Das, Sujit Kumar Mukherjee, 
Sukhamoy Bhattacharya, Nagendranath Chakravarty and Bomesh Chandra 
Chakravarty were in charge of the collation work throughout the year. 

CHEENA-BHAVANA 

Prof. Tan Yun-Shan and Mahamahopadhyaya Vidusekhara Sastri 
continued to be directors of this department. 

During this year w^ had the great fortune of receiving the famous 
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Buddhist; scholar Eev. Tai Shou of China who stayed for a week in the 
Oheena-Bhavana inspiring the residents with his vaso learning. 

Prof. Ju Peon, the great artist of China resided in the Cheena-Bhavana 
for more^than a year. He left for China at the end of November. 

There was no change in the staff of Cheena-Bhavana. Another Scholar 
Mr. Ghee-Tsing-Po arrived from China in the month of September to study 
Indian Philosophy. There are altogether 6 scholars at present, one being 
Ceylonese and the rest Chinese. 

Clfi-sses in Chirfese, Tibetan, Sanskrit, Pali and Indian Philosophy have 
been regularly held. 

Sujit Kumar Muklierjee’s thesis called Maitri Sadhana ( The Path 
of Universal Love ) has been published recently. An English synopsis of 
this book api)eared in the Visva-Bharati Quarterly ('November, 1939 ). He 
is now engaged in translating into Sanskrit fi’om Chinese, “The 42 Sections’", 
the famous Buddhist work of Kasyapa Matanga. 

A. Wangdi has finished the English translation of the Tibetan work 
which contains the ethical teachings of the Saint Kha-Chi-Pha-lu. The work 
is not included in the Kanjur and Tanjur. He is now translating into Hindi 
the biography of 84 Siddhas from Tibetan. 

Kev. Sumangala is translating from Chinese into Pali “The 42 Sec- 
tions,’* mentioned above. 

Eev. Fa-Ohou has translated the *'Maha Phrinirhana S%iltanta” from 
Pali into Chinese, with an introduction and indexes of subjects and proper 
names. He has also translated into Chinese the ''Tasher Desk** “Kingdom of 
Cards” of the poet Eabindranath Tagore. This has been published in a 
monthly magazine of Shanghai named Yu-Chou-Fong. 

Eev. Shu Lu, has written a treatise on the teachings and achievements 
of the Chan Teachers, compiled from the Chinese work named “The Eecords 
of Transmission of the Lamp.” 

Chow-Ta-Fou is working on the following subjects : — 1. Sanskrit- 
Chinese Transliteration and Translation. 2. China-Dhatu Patha. 3. The 
Consonent-alternations, final and initial in Archaic Chinese. 

KALA-BHAVANA 

During the year, under report, Nandalal Bose continued to be the 
director of the department. 

The number of regular students of Kala-Bhavana this year was 75 
( boys 42 and girls 33 ). Of these 27 are from Bengal, 6 from Gujrat, 3 from 
Bombay, 7 from South India, 5 from the U. P., 4 from the Punjab 3 from 
Sindh, 3 from Maharastra, 3 from Bihar, 2 from Orissa, 1 from Tripura and 
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2 from Udaypur. Besides the regular students, students of other depart- 
ments also attended the painting and crafts classes in Kala- 
Bhavana. 

Towards the first week of January the Kala-Bhavana students' party 
under Nandalal Bose consisting of 65 members went on an excursion to 
Rajgiri and Nalanda. 

Binode Bihari Mukherjee with the help of his students decorated the 
ceilings of the Boys' Hostel with Fresco paintings, while Fresco paintings in 
the teachers' tea club under the guidance of Nandalal Bose were completed 
in time for the occasion of Gurudev's birth-day. A clay bust of 
Gurudev, cast in cement was made by Bamkinkar Baij. In December he 
completed a statue in front of the Guest House, while Binode Bihari 
Mukherjee decorated the wall of its drawing room with a fresco in the Italian 
technique. 

An .exhibition of recent paintings and sketches of Bamendranath 
Chakravarty, Headmaster of the Government School of Arts, Calcutta and an 
ex-student of Kala-Bhavana, was arranged in the Kala-Bhavana Museum 
during April. Eight more exhibitions have been held in the Kala-Bhavana 
Museum during the year. Two were of the paintings of Ju Peon, the Chinese 
artist, two of paintings, sketches, plaster models and lino-cuts of the Kala- 
Bhavana students, 3 of old and modern paintings in the Kala-Bhavana 
collection and another exhibition of textiles of the Kala-Bhavana collection 
held during the week of the Khadi exhibition of A. I. S. A. at Santiniketan. 

As a gift from Gurudev, Kala-Bhavana Museum has received 25 of his 
recent paintings. The following valuable books were bought for the Kala- 
Bhavana Library during this year. 

1. Indian Paintings under the Moguls — by Percy Brown. 

2. Indian Book Painting — by B, Kuhnel and H. Gotez. 

3. Coloured Ceramics from Ashur — by Walter Andrse. 

4. Seventeen rare numbers of “The Journal of Indian Arts Crafts" 

5. Cochin Murals — published by the Cochin State — received as a gift 

from V. B. Chitra, an ex-student of Kala-Bhavana and now the 
Vice-Principal, Govt. School of Arts & Crafts, Madras. 

The following students completed the prescribed course of studies in 
Kala-Bhavana during the year : — 1. Prafulla Kumar Das, 2. Nanda Keshav 
Babde, 3. Paresh Chandra Sinha, 4. Sib Kumar Dutta, 5. Sujit Kumar Boy, 

6. Mrs. Jyoti Sen. 

Prafulla Kumar Das was appointed in September last, as an Art 
teacher in the Montessori Bajghat School of Benares. 
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SANGIT-BHAVANA 

During the year under review there were 44 students on the roll in the 
Sangit Bhavana. Of them 16 were boys and 28 girls. Besides the above 
whole time students, students from the other departments also learnt vocal 
and instrumental music and dancing. There were 9 teachers for the different 
subjects taught in the department ; an additional Manipuri dancing teacher 
was temporarily appointed. Sm. Pratima Devi acted as the Adhyaksha till 
November when she resigned owing to her frail health. Since then the 
Santiniketan-Sachiva has looked after the department. 

Six scholarships of Ks. 20/- each per month were continued by the 
Government of Bengal for Bengali Music. One girl is receiving a scholar- 
ship of Bs. 20/- per month from the Sangit-Bhavana, for specialising in the 
various types of dancing. 

As usual the various seasonal festivities were celebrated in the 
Ashrama. Ghandalika and Chitrangada were staged in the three moffussil 
towns of Bankura, Miclnapore and Asansol this year. The performances 
were satisfactory and successful. In December Shap-Mochan was staged on 
the occasion of the anniversary day of the Ashrama. The drama was 
relayed by the Calcutta Badio Station. 

SIKSH A-BH A V A N A 

During the year under review we have had the largest number of 
students we ever had in the Siksha-Bhavana, the students as usual coming 
from all over India and also from Ceylon and the Far East. The number of 
regular students this year was 126 ; ( boys 90 and girls 36 ). Of these 75 
are from Bengal, 6 from Bihar, 4 from U.P., 2 from C.P,, 8 from the Punjab, 
8 from Bombay Presidency, 8 from Sind, 6 from Hyderabad 6 from Madras, 
1 from Ceylon, 1 from Sumatra and 1 from Java. 

The University results have been very satisfactory. In the last 
University examinations, of all the students sent up only two failed to pass, 
a percentage of success possibly unparalled in the University. Two of our 
students secured Distinction in the B. A. examination, thus balancing the 
failure of the other two in securing honours. 

The staff virtually remains the same as reported in the last annual 
report. Punyamay Sen, Adhyapaka in Botany, who was on deputation 
leave for the last 2 years rejoined in July, 1940. Pramathanath Nandi, who 
officiated for one academic session in his place contributed in many different 
ways to the social and academic life of our department. One of our staff, 
Benoy Gopal Boy secured the Griffiths Memorial Prize of the Calcutta 
University on the merits of his thesis on an aspect of British Neo-Hegelian** 
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ism. Part; of this work was done by him when he was a Eesearoh Assistant 
in our Vidya-Bhavana working under Adhyapaka Phanibhusan Adhikary. 
Pramathanath Sen Gupta, Adhyapaka in Physics, wrote a book on popular 
Science in Bengali for the Loka-Siksha Series of the Visva-Bharati. Several 
other members contributed to the Visva-Bharati Quarterly and other learned 
journals. 

Two of our students participated in the All-India Debate Competition 
organised by the Law College, Calcutta University and one of them ( Miss 
Lila Eappen ) secured the first place and was awarded a gold medal in 
recognition thereof. 

Two students ( Ahmed Shaiim Sha Arsh Taimji and Miss Ladoo 
Jadhavji Shinghadia ) secured the Madhya Diploma of the Visva-bharati ; 
nobody passed the Upadhi examination during the year under review. 

The discipline among the students was excellent. Kshitish Eoy, wlio 
had been acting as the Warden of the College Hostels, resigned with effect 
from July 1940, as he could hardly afford to give much time for this work 
and the Adhyaksha had to undertake the duties of the Warden. 

A great honour was done to the department when the Founder- 
President consented to act as a regular teacher of the department and con- 
ducted classes on his own literature for nearly two months for the benefit of 
the Bengali Honours Course students. 

A long-felt want has recently been met by the construction of a 
splendid new building for the three Science Laboratories which we shall 
formally occupy from January 1941. 

PATHA-BHAVANA. 

There were 178 students on the rolls at the close of the year. Of the 
number during the year under review, 117 were boys, 61 girls ; 130 Bengalis, 
48 non-Bengalis. We are glad to note that the number is rising steadily 
from year to year. We only wish our capacity to provide suitable accommo- 
dation could keep pace with the rise in numbers. Despite the fact that 
a new wing has been added to the Girls’ Hostel and two new blocks of 
boys’ dormitories have been completed this year, the available accommodation 
barely suffices. The need of enlarging Shishu-Bibhag ( children’s dormi- 
tory ) is being particularly felt. The present Hall is really more suited to 
their indoor educational activities than as a dormitory. The educational 
activities of children need to be organised and directed as much outside the 
regular class routine as inside it. Special facilities of accommodation and 
apparatus need therefore to be provided, if justice is to be done to residential 
students. 
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From the current? year have come into force the new regulations of the 
Calcutta University, making it compulsory for the answers to questions 
set in the Matriculation Examination to be written in the vernacular. 
Although this change was long over-due and necessary, and although we 
have always followed the practice in our School of teaching through the 
vernacular, an additional strain has been put on the staff, inasmuch as the 
Hindi and Urdu speaking students have be specially coached to enable them 
to answer all the papers in their mother tongue. Moreover, special coaching 
arrangements have to be made for teaching Bengali to non-Bengali boys in 
almost all the classes. These difficulties, however, are inevitable in an 
institution which seeks to be truly national in a land which has so for no 
single language universally acknowledged as national. 

The Grafts Department has been doing good work in teaching carpen- 
try to boys and weaving to the girls. Spinning has recently been added 
as a leisure-time activity for Sishu-bibhag. Two exhibition's were held 
during the year of Children’s drawings, lino-cuts and handicrafts. 

Science classes have been arranged for practically all the classes in the 
School. Beginning with Nature Study and Sense-training in the lowest 
classes, the children are gradually led to enquire into the nature of the 
phenomena they see around them. The syllabus is still in a very experi- 
mental stage, but it is hoped that in a couple of years’ time we should be able 
to build up a very comprehensive course in the subject. Jyotirmoy Nandi 
has been appointed as an adhyapaka for teaching Science in the School. In 
this, as in other subjects, one of the greatest stumbling blocks is the lack of 
suitable text books in Bengali. 

Saktipada Ghakraverty was appointed as a teacher of gymnastics. He 
has succeeded in creating considerable interest in such defensive exercises as 
lathi- and dagger-play. 

K. R. Kripalani continued to act as Rector during the year. 



SRINIKETAN 


VILLAGE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 

Since the retirement of Kalimohan Ghose the department has remaineid 
in the direct charge of Sukumar Ohatterji. The death of Kalimohan Ghos^. 
which ocoured on 12th May, 1940, has been a serious loss to the Institute 
which has thus been deprived of his wide experience and intimate knowledge 
of rural condition. 

Begular work in rural reconstruction was carried on in 11 villages 
situated within a radius of 6 miles. During this year a part of Surul village 
was included in the programme of intensive work. 

As in the previous year there were three rural workers each in charge 
of a centre consisting of 3 or 4 villages. These workers, residing within their 
respective areas, were in constant touch with the local people and secured for 
them assistance and guidance of the experts at the central Institute. The 
most interesting experiment, which was carried on during this year, was 
made at Supur, a very ancient and formerly prosperous village but now 
almost depopulated. The details of the work done at Supur have been 
published in the form of a bulletin ( No. 28). 

A brief account of our activities in respect of rural reconstruction is 
given below. 

Brati-Balaka Movement. The total number of Brati-Balaka troops 
during this year was 12 as against 16 in the previous year. 3 troops were 
discontinued as the places were situated at a great distance from the Institute, 
and effective supervision was not possible. The total number of boys in 
these troops was 267 as against 341 in the previous year. The B. B. Leader 
and his assistant regularly visited the troops and supervised their activities. 
These activities consisted of ( i ) different kinds of drills, ( ii ) introduction of 
suitable cottage industries, like making of fans from palm leaves, making of 
sticks and spinning of fibre, ( iii ) social services and nursing. 

Boys of the local troops rendered useful service during the relief of 
the people of the Sangri village which was destroyed by fire in April, render- 
ing the people homeless and destitute. They organised collection of rice and 
food stuff from the surrounding villages. 

The members of some troops rendered considerable assistance in the 
distribution of quinine and in the clearing of drains for the improvement of 
sanitary condition in several villages. The members were also encouraged to 
continue their home gardens but the result was not satisfactory, owing to 
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short rainfall. This drought also affected several flower gardens attached 
to the schools. 

Bailies and excursions of the Brati-Balakas were held frequently 
during this year in addition to the annual rally at the anniversary of the 
Institute in February. 

During this year an attempt has been made to establish contact with 
the village youths by starting of musical clubs at 8 centres and a swimming 
club at Paruldanga. 

Rural Education. As in the previous year 16 primary schools, 
7 being in the intensive area and 9 being outside the intensive area, were 
managed in co-ordination with this Institute. Teachers of these schools 
attended Sunday meetings at the Institute and received advice and guidance 
from the officers of the Medical, Agricultural and Education departments. The 
total number of students in these schools were 496 of whom 372 were boys 
and 124 girls. In many of these schools boys and girls are taught together, 
while special schools for girls were conducted at Paruldanga and Goalpara. 
The Paruldanga school, organised by the wife of the rural worker there, was 
attended by many grown-up girls and women of the village and arrangement 
Wias made for instruction in handicrafts. 

Adult Education. The Circulating Library at Sriniketan continued 
to supply the villages with books in Bengali including fiction, biography, 
religion, health and agriculture as well as juvenile literature. The total 
number of books increased to 1604. The Library has become more popular 
than before. Headings from suitable books, talks and lantern lectures were 
continued at the villages as in previous years. 

Exhibition. Only one village exhibition was held during this year at 
Supur in connection with the Eash-Mela in the village. Exhibits relating 
to health and improvement of agricultural work were displayed and 
lectures were arranged on maternity, child-welfare and improvement of 
agriculture. 

Seasonal Festivals. Hala-Karshana ceremony was performed at 
Sriniketan. The Yriksha-Eopan was celebrated at Bandgora and Basanta- 
utgava at Goalpara. 

Health and Sanitation. Dr. J. 0. Chakraborty was in charge of this 
department throughout the year. In addition to him the staff at Sriniketan 
consisted of a compounder, one laboratory assistant and a servant. Arrange- 
ment for the establishment of a Maternity and Child-Welfare Centre at 
Sriniketan has been completed but it has not yet been possible to appoint a 
Lady Health Visitor to take charge of this work. 

The number of patients attending the ceptral dispensary for treatnaent

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increased from 2104 to 4182 while the number of specimen examinations at 
the Clinical Laboratory increased from 317 to 498. The number of patients 
admitted for treatment in the indoor ward of ths hospital was 23 of which 
19 were eye cases. 

The accommodation in the hospital is limited to 5 bedei and the 
thatched house in our hospital as located is unsuitable. It has, therefore, 
been proposed to construct a suitable building for a properly equipped 
hospital with an operation theatre out of the funds collected for the Andrews 
Memorial. If this proposal materialises a very serious problem Will be 
solved and the arrangement for treatment which this Institute provides will 
be of real use of the rural people. 

The male nurse retained from the Aruna-Amita Fund continued to 
attend difficult cases in the villages. The number of patients attended by him 
was 180. Diet and medicine for poor patients were also supplied out of the 
same fund. Very recently we have extended our scope of operation to the 
distressed areas to the north and west of our Institute in order to alleviate 
the sufferings of people in these areas where a virulent epidemic of malarial 
fever has broken out. 

Co-operative Health Societies. The total number of Health 
Societies in the district at the end of the year was 15. Of the societies 
under the control of this Institute, the one at Bahiri had to be closed 
down towards the end of the year owing to financial difficulties. 

A new society has been started at Supur Village in order to provide 
medical relief for this and adjacent villages. In addition to the medical 
treatment of the members, a considerable amount of work was done by many 
of these societies in the prevention of diseases and health education. 

In the intensive area attention was concentrated on the clearing of 
jungles and dobas at Islampur. 

Village Industries. The introduction of the following industries, 
mentioned in the last years' report, was continued ( i ) Keed chairs, 
( ii ) palm-leaf fans, ( iii ) spinning of sunnhemp, ( iv ) mats, 
( V ) sticks. 

The standard of reed chairs and sticks has been considerably improved 
and the final finishing is now being done in the Crafts and Carpentry 
workshops of the Silpa-Bhavana. The success of the mat industry depends 
on the introduction of different kinds of reeds and grasses. Experiments 
in the cultivation of these were hampered by the prolonged drought. 

Cotton Spinning : Arrangements have been completed with the 
A. I. S. A. to establish a centre for cotton spinning and oil pressing in the 
intensive area- Owing to the development of famine conditions in the district, 
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it has now been decided to start the centre at Laldaha where the distress 
is more acute and it is hoped that many people will be ablejo supplement 
their earnings by the introduction of these industries. 

Village Agriculture : During this year the Agricultural Demonstrator 
maintained for the villages was attached to the farm in order to establish a 
closer connection between the farm and the villages. 

The agricultural work, during the current year, has, however, been 
seriously hampered by the unprecedented drought. Inspite of it some 
demonstration work was done at Paruldanga, Adityapur and Bandgora. 
A few leaflets in simple Bengali were published for the spread of useful 
knowledge among the villagers and this was supplemented by agricultural 
talks and discussions held in the village centres by the Superintendent 
and the Demonstrator. Distribution of plants and grafts was not successful 
owing to want of rains. 


AGRICULTURE & DAIRY 

Sriniketan Farm : As usual the activities of the Farm were confined 
to (a) research, (b) experiment, and (o) commercial cultivation. 

As in previous years paddy research was carried on in accordance 
with lines laid down by the Government Department of Agriculture and 
under the direct supervision of the Bice Besearoh Officer at Bankura. 

Experimental work was carried on in (i) Agartala Kalai (ii) soyabean 
(ii) Dacca No. 2 cotton (iv) new varieties of sugarcane Co. No. 281, Co. 
No. 421 and Co. No. 508 (v) Matihar tobacco (vi) capsicum. 

The area set apart for experiment and demonstration was 4 bighas 
only. Out of the total area of 80 bighas developed for cultivation in the 
Farm proper, the greater portion is cultivated on the Borga or crop-sharing 
system while only about 14 bighas are used for commercial cultivation. Main 
crops cultivated on the commercial area were paddy, sugarcane and 
vegetables. All the crops suffered owing to unusual drought of the present 
year. 

Attempts were made to save the crops by irrigation. This was only 
partially successful as the irrigation tank is situated at the bottom of the 
Farm and the pumping of water to lands on higher level is costly and 
wasteful. This is also the reason why the area under direct cultivation 
cannot be increased. This and other points relating to the working of the 
Farm have been recently investigated by an agricultural expert whose report 
is under consideration. His main recommendation is the improvement 
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of irrigation facilities by providing for a reservoir of sufficient oapa<iity at 
the head of the Farm in order to collect the water going down from 
the Cheap's Kuthi and other areas to the north. 

Two experiments of considerable importance to the rural economy of 
the district and West Bengal in general were undertaken during the present 
year. One was afforestation of the bare lands most of which are now 
denuded of trees. The land around Cheap's Kuthi has been selected for 
this experiment, where various kinds of trees for timber as well as for fuel 
have been planted. Inspifce of the limited funds at the disposal of this 
Institute experiments to find out the best methods of preventing soil erosion 
have also been started. 

The data relating to these two experiments are being carefully collected 
and kept and it is hoped that in course of a few years results of considerable 
importance will be obtained. 

Nujrsery and Orchard : The Sriniketan Nursery was improved 
during the current year and the stock of grafts and plants available for sale 
also increased in numbers and varieties. A catalogue was prepared and 
printed for circulation. The Nursery has already become popular in the 
district and would have been more popular and useful but for the unusual 
drought which stood in the way of sucoesful planting of trees. 

The Orchard was extended along the side of the main road and 
arrangements were made for obtaining grafts from outside and for preparing 
grafts from local trees. It is expected that with the construction of the 
reservoir to the north of the Farm the Orchard will be greatly benefitted. 
The most notable experiment in the Orchard was the planting of two varieties 
of oranges obtained from the Government Farm at Cuttack and there is every 
reason to hope that orange can be grown in this district successfully and 
profitably. 

Dairy : The management of the Dairy has suffered from constant 
change of hands ; the former manager having left our services another 
qualified manager trained at Bangalore was appointed in April last. He 
has also left recently on obtaining an appointment under the Government. 

The live stock of the Sriniketan Dairy consists of 18 milch cows, 
two stud bulls, 7 young bulls, 21 heifers and cow calves. One of the stud 
bulls has become unserviceable and will have to be disposed of. The total 
milk yield during the year ending on 31st October 1940, was 321 maunds as 
against 343 maunds during the proceeding 12 months. There can be no 
doubt that the stock which is pure Sindhi in breed has considerably 
deteriorated either on account of climatic conditions or want of proper 
food and care. These questions are being investigated and it will probably 
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be necessary to have a fresh stock of pure breed cattle for the dairy. 
Arrangements for the growing and conservation of proper fodder is a 
pre-requisite and during the year under report considerable attention was 
devoted to these problems. For want of paddy straw due to the failure of 
the harvest, a large quantity of green fodder has been kept in 8 silo pits. The 
successful cultivation of fodder crops like Napier, Guinea Grass, Bajra etc. 
were hampered by the poor quality of the soil in the fodder farm and want 
of irrigation facilities. 


EDUCATION AND RESEARCH 

During the current year Dr. D. M. Sen left the Institute on obtaining 
an appointment in the Government of India. He was succeeded 
by Miss Marjorie Sykes as the Adhyaksha of the Siksha Bibhag- 
There have been no other change in the staff. The Siksha-Satra 
continues to function as before with a strength of 28 boys. In 
addition to the normal period of training the boys devoted special atten- 
tion to gardening and industrial work. The appointment of a teacher for 
music and dramatic performances has been of considerable value and several 
dramatic and musical performances were held during this year. The boys 
were of great assistance in nursing the sick in the Institute also in relief 
work in famine striken areas. A party of 24 boys of Siksha-Satra and 
Siksha-Charoha went on an educational excursion to Agra, Delhi, Benares 
and other places in April last. 

The Siksha-Oharoha Bhavana continued its regular work with a total 
strength of 40 students, 20 in each class. The 18 students who completed 
their course in December 1939 were awarded Govt, certificates, 13 being 
placed in the 1st division. It is satisfactory to note that inspite of the 
difference in castes and communities and local traditions of the district from 
which these students are drawn, the boys lived and worked harmoniously 
and generally rendered satisfactory account of themselves. 

The work of the Siksha-Oharcha Bhavana was greatly handicapped by 
want of accommodation in the dormitories and also for want of a proper 
kitchen and dining room. Our efforts in obtaining a grant from Government 
for extension of the building have so far failed. For improving the facili- 
ties for outdoor games, a playing field within the Sriniketan compound is 
being extended and improved with the help of a grant from the District 
Magistrate Of Birbhum. Boys of all departments had a regular sports 
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programme and the students of the Siksha-Charoha Bhavana recently undeiJ- 
went a course of training by the District Physical Instructor. 

The Girls School with a strength of 34 children continued to do useful 
work. The Head Mistress was recently deputed for a short refresher course 
to the Ballygunj Training School in Calcutta. 

Research work was continued under the guidance of Dr. Sudhir Sen. 
The subjects taken up by him, namely, economics of paddy cultivation, 
irrigation problems in West Bengal, rural marketing in Bolpur Bazar, 
have been almost completed. Towards the end of the year the headquarters 
of the Economist was shifted from Sriniketan to Calcutta for better 
facilities of work. 


silpa-bhavana 

General ; This department was in charge of the late Gour Gopal 
Ghose till his death on the 9th. November 1940. His sudden and untimely 
death has caused irreparable loss to the Institute. 

The activities of the department were continued during the year, and 
piore attention was paid to consolidation than to expansion. The experi- 
ment in Pottery, to which reference has been made in last year's report 
having proved successful, this section was organised on a proper basis. 
The products have found a ready market and have been greatly ai:)preoiated 
for their quality and finish. For want of a furnace of proper size, it has 
not been able to cope with the increasing demand. For the same reason, 
the cost of production has been unduly high. The construction of a down- 
draught furnace of proper size and of approved typo has, therefore, been 
undertaken ; and, when this is completed, it is hoped that the . Pottery 
section will be placed on a sound business footing. 

Owing to difficulties in obtaining a grant from the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion for its maintenance, the Industrial Training School at Calcutta has been 
closed. 

The department continued to receive the usual monthly grant from the 
Bengal Government Department of Industries, for which and for general 
co-operation and advice, we are grateful. 

The demand for the production of Silpa-Bhavana has continued to 
increase and in addition to several agencies in Calcutta, we have agencies in 
Bombay, Nagpur, Delhi, Darjeeling and other places. We participated in a 
large number of exhibitions where our products found ready sale. 
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The experience gained in the past has enabled us to select the lines 
for which there is a steady and sufficient demand i</nd efforts have been made 
during this year to standardise and regulate the production, in order to meet 
such assured demand, and also to eliminate lines of production which are 
uneconomic. 

Weaving Department : 47 students and apprentices of whom 18 

belong to Siksha-Satra and Siksha-Oharoha were attached to this section. 
In addition to hand-loom and power-loom they were given training in tape 
making, ashan, durry, carpet etc. The total value of goods produced in this 
department exceeded Es. 12,000/- out of which articles worth over 
Bs. 5,000/- came from the villages. Baw materials and equipment, where 
necessary, were supplied to these workers and the finished products 
were taken from them on payment of their wages. 12 women workers of 
Ballabhpur and Laldaha centres produced different kinds of ashans by which 
they were able to supplement their earnings by two to four annas 
per day. 

Towards the end of the year considerable difficulty was felt in procur- 
ing dye stuff which interfered with the production. 

CrafU : It is satisfactory to report that the products of the leather 
section continued to find a steady and increasing market. It has now been 
possible to ascertain the exact demand in the quantity and quality of 
articles and to organise production against such demand. 

The total number of students and apprentices attached to this depart- 
ment were 102 distributed as follows : Lieatherwork 63, Bookbinding 3, 
Batik 5, Pottery 18, Papermaking 10 and Lacquerwork 3. The number of 
educational apprentices were 13 from the Siksha-Satra and 23 from the 
Siksha-Oharcha Bhavana. It is interesting to note that the Siksha-Satra 
boys are showing a keen interest in pottery. 

The products of the Pottery workshop gained in popularity and found 
ready sale in the market. Work, however, suffered for want of glazing 
materials and we were forced to make experiments to find out suitable 
substitutes for foreign materials. In some cases this attempt has been 
successful and considerable amount of glazing is now being done with local 
materials. The work also suffered for want of a kiln of proper size and 
towards the end of the year the construction of a proper size kiln 
has been ^ken up. 

Experiment in papermaking was continued but it has not yet been 
successful and owing to the want of some labour saving devices the cost of 
production continues to be unduly high. 
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Carpentry : The activities of this department showed considerable 
progress and increased business as will appear from the following figures : 

1937 — 38 Bs. 5,000/- approx. 

1938— 89 Es. 8,000/- 

1939— 40 Es. 16,000/- '' 

The increase was mainly due to the construction and equipment of 
several new buildings at Santiniketan but it is satisfactory to note that there 
was steady demand for furniture from Burdwan and Suri. The total number 
of students and apprentices employed in the department were 50. Of these 
there were 14 boys from Siksha-Satra out of whom 4 have taken up carpen- 
try as their profession and are able to earn a reasonable income from this 
work. It is also satisfactory to note that 4 of our apprentices have been 
able to obtain employment in the Ishapur Eifle Factory and under 
Messers Mansfield & Sons, Calcutta. 



PUBLISHING DEPARTMENT 

Charuohandra Bhattaoharya continued as Secretary to the Publishing 
Department during the period under review. 

Two notable ventures undertaken by the department during this period 
are (i) publication of the complete Bengali works of the Poet, as noted in the 
last annual report, and (ii) publication of a series of books and primers of 
popular interest and educational value, written by competent authors. 
Publication of such a series has engaged the attention of the Poet for years, 
and it is a pleasure to record that his thoughts in this direction have now 
begun to materialise ; a similar scheme, which was announced in the press 
about two decades ago, was later abandoned. The first publication in this 
Lokasiksha or Popular Education Series was the Poet's Father Sunchay or 
Letters from England and America, which was followed by Sj. Pramatha 
Chaudhuri's Prachin Hindusthan or History and Geography of Ancient India. 
Some more books in this series were in the press during the period under 
review. 

The first two volumes of the complete works of Rabindranath, or 
JRahindra'-Itachanahali were issued during this period. The scheme received 
a warm welcome from the press and the public, and the volumes required 
to be reprinted soon after their publication. 

The following new books by the Poet were issued since the publication 
of the last year's report : 

Akas-Pradip, a collection of poems ; Shyama ’ a dance-drama set to 
music, with notations ; Father Sanchay, or Letters from Abroad ; and the 
following books by the Poet were reprinted : — 

Gita-hitan II, Galpa^Guchha, Griha Prahesh, Chayanika, Prantik, 
Patha-Prachay IV, Sishu, Chutir Poda^ Visva-Parichaya, Gharitra Puja, 
Sahaj Path II, Hasya-Kautuk, and Brahma- Sangit ( Svara-hitan IV ) 
Swaralipi and Sanchayita, Babindra-Bachanabali I was also reprinted. 

Dehali, a collection of short stories by Sm. Hemlata Devi, and 
Jonaki, a collection of verses by Surendranath Maitra, were also issued by the 
Department. 

The following books by the Poet were in the press: 

Babindra-Bachanabali II ( reprint ), Bussiar Chithi ( reprint ), 
Visarjan ( reprint ), Nabajataka and Babindra-Bachanahali III, 

Visva-manaber Lakshilabh by Surendranath Tagore and Path 0 Bipath 
by Qazi Abdul Oadud were also in the press*

Nati hi puja, an authorised translation of Natir Puja was issued, and 
translations of other works of the Poet were taken up, 

SALE 

General : The gross sale of publications amounted to Ps. 47,120/11/- 
a figure surpassing all others recorded in previous years and exceeding the 
gross sale of the previous year by Bs. 8,154/14/9. The books show a net 
profit approximating Bs. 2,600/- even after allowing for working expenses 
including advertisement ( Bs. 1,595/4/- ), Contribution to Yisva-Bharati 
Sammilani ( Bs. 600/- ), Interest on Loans ( Bs. 600/- ), Boyalty 
( Bs. 11,769/4/3 ) and Depreciation. 

Hindi : Since a considerable amount which was properly chargeable 
to last yeaV’s profit had to be expended this year on editing ( Bs. 105/- ), 
Advertisement ( Bs. 30/- ), Paper ( 75/10/- ) and Printing ( 99/- ) totalling 
Bs, 309/10/- only, the books indicate a net loss of Bs. 191/13/-. The Hindi 
Section, in fact, earns a profit of Bs. 117/13/- only. The sales amounted to 
Bs. 962/- compared to Bs. 578/4/10 of the previous year. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The Publishing Department looked, as usual, after the film, performance 
and translation rights of the Poet's works and realised commission amounting 
to Bs. 232/2/2 on that account. 

The Publishing Department suffered a severe and irreparable loss in 
the untimely and sudden death of Kishorimohan Santra, Assistant Secretary 
in October. He rendered devoted and invaluable service to the department 
since its very inception, and it will be impossible to fill up the void created 
by his death. 

The following new books by the Poet were issued during the 
period April-Deoember : 

Sanai, a collection of poems ; 

Chhelehela, reminiscence of childhood and early youth. 

Hahindra-Hachanahali III, IV & V were issued, as also a 
volume, in the Babindra-Bachanabali Series, containing works written by 
the Poet during his early youth, which were so long out of print and there- 
fore extremely rare, under the title Achalita-Samgraha, ■ 

Itahindra-Hachanahali IT d III were reprinted, and the Fourth part 
( reprint ) and part YI are now in the Press. 
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Prithwi-pctrichaya by Pramathanath Sen Gupta was issued in the 
Lokasiksha Series and Ahar O Aharya ( in the same series ) by Pasupati 
Bhattacharya is now in the Press. 

Rogasyya, a collection of poems written during the Poet’s recent illness, 
and Tin Sangi a collection of short stories recently written by the Poet are 
scheduled to appear before the close of this period. 


SANTINIKETAN PRESS 

The management of the Santiniketan Press continued to be under the 
Santiniketan Press Sub-Committee with K. E. Kripalani as Secretary, 
The total income from orders executed during the year 1939-40 was 
Es. 12,908-0-9 as against Es. 12,213-13-0 for the previous year. The net 
profit for the year after allowing depreciation on Machinery and. Plant and 
Types and Gases as well as after writing off old and unrealisable bills, 
amounts tp Es. 5^8-10-3 as against Es. 468-12-0 during the previous year.

We have compiled the Balance Sheet of Visva-Bharati and 
Accounts for the year ending 31st March, 1940, from the books and 
vouchers presented to us and from the information and explanations 
given to us, and in submitting the same we have to make the following 
remarks : — 

1. Vidya-Bhavana Fund : — According to the decision of the 
Samsad, the net surplus from the Bevenue Account — Bs. 8,676-12-6 
of this Fund for the year under review has been carried forward and 
shewn under "Surplus from Sundry Fund Account’’ in the Balance 
Sheet, 

2. Kala-Bhavana : — According to the decision of Samsad the 
net surplus from Fund Bevenue Account has been carried forward 
and shewn under "Surplus from Sundry Fund” Account in the Balance 
Sheet. 

3. Sangit-Bhavana Fund : — As it had been the practice during 
the previous year, the net loss of this Fund — Bs. 2,309-2-7 has been 
carried forward and shewn under "Deficit from Fund” in the Balance 
Sheet. Bs. 547-8-0 has been transferred to Sangit-Bhavana Quarters’ 
Depreciation Fund this year. 

4. Life Members* Fund : — The subscriptions realised from the 
Dife Members during the year has been added to Fund Capital and 
also the amount refunded by General Fund, being subscriptions appro- 
priated in General Account in previous year. 

5. Govt. Papers & Port Trust Debentures : — Except in the case 
of Kalabhavana Fund and Bai Hira Bai Fund, the investments in 
Government Paper and Port Trust Debentures of all other Funds 
have been shewn at cost, but the Papers held on account of "Nizam 
Fund” are shewn at cost plus interest paid for on the date of purchase 
and this as previously reported should be adjusted* 
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6. Outstandings at Santimketan : — 

(a) Tuition Fee : — The total amount of students’ fees 

carried forward as outstanding is Rs. 8,791/-. This 
amount includes Rs. 4,883-6-0 out of the previous 
year’s balance of Rs. 7,645-1-0, from which 
Rs. 2,761-11-0 has been realised during the year under 
review. The old outstandings include many unrealis- 
able amounts, and we find that these are being 
carried forward from year to year instead of being 
realised or written off in spite of our notes on same. 

(b) Bills Outstanding : — The total amount of bills, most 

of which are due from the inmates of the Ashram and 
staff of Visva-Bharati amounts to Rs 3,306-14-9 and 
includes Rs. 1,978-11-0 being balance carried forward 
from previous year. The old balance also includes 
dues from persons some of whom are no longer in 
Visva-Bharati or in the Ashram. We understand 
that nothing has been done for realisation of these but 
further credits are allowed to the defaulters. 

7. Outstandi'og at General Office : — This includes balance of 
Rs. 12, 575-12-3 being old interest due from Patisar Krishi Bank after 
realisation of Rs. 380/- during the year in this account. 

8. Interest on Loan to City College from Sundry Funds : — The 
total amount of interest due from City College for the year ending 
31st March, 1940, is Rs. 7,129-4-6 and we understand that nothing 
has since been realised. 

9. Patisar Krishi Bank : — The total amount of interest due 
from this Bank according to the reduced rate sanctioned by the 
Samsad upto 31st Chaitra, 1346, B. S. ( i. e. 13th April, 1940 ), is as 
follows : — 

(a) Nobel Prize Fund Rs. 46,300 0 0 

(b) Kala-Bhavana Fund 6,174 12 3 

(c) Kadoorji Water Works Fund 3,011 6 5 

(d) Pearson Hospital Fund 674 0 5 

Out of this the sum of Rs. 12,575-12-3 previously adjusted is shown in 
the Balance Sheet as General Outstanding, and no further outstand- 
ing has been taken into account. 

10. General Investment i — 

(a) Kalyankosh Bank (Santiniketan): — We have been informed 
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that the Bank is under the management of Tagore 
Estate, and the balance as on 31st Chaitra, 1346, 
B. S, ( i. e. 13th April, 1940), has been certified by 
Sj. Rathindra Nath Tagore. Out of the previous out- 
standing interest of Rs. 163-3-3, Rs. 118"3'3 has been 
realised during the year. The previous balance of Rs. 
45/- and interest for the year ending 31st March, 1940, 
is due from the Bank, and has not been included in 
the Account. 

( b ) We have not been able to verify the amount of 
Rs. 4,000/- invested in Shares of Santiniketan Elec- 
tric Supply Co., Etd. ( 40 Shares of Rs. 100/- each 
Fully Paid Up ) from the Share Scrip issued by the 
Company. Of the Rs. 10,000/- paid to the above 
Company as contribution for A. C. lines the General 
Revenue Account has been debited with Rs. 7,000/- 
and Sriniketan Revenue Accounts with Rs. 3,000/-. 

11. Advance from Funds : — 

Sangit Bhavana Fund — Rs. 27,887-5-0 

Library Fund — 27,887-5-0 

These amounts have been credited to the above Funds out of the 
donations received from the Raja of Awagarh and have been paid to 
Messrs. H. N. Datta & Co., Solicitors, for effecting the purchase of 6/8, 
Dwarkanath Tagore Lane, in Calcutta for Rs. 55,474/10/- including 
Legal Charges, and Rs. 300/- to Mr. B. M. Sen, Contractor, for addi- 
tions and alterations to the said premises. We understand that the 
Deed of Conveyance has not yet been completed, and we have not seen 
this. 

12. Sriniketan I — The income from each Department has been 
incorporated in the Accounts from the amount deposited by the Heads 
of the Departments only, and no control account is maintained in 
Sriniketan General Account for verification of the assets. 

13. Outstanding at Sriniketan : — The balance has been reduced 
by writing off the amounts which we find were due from the staff and 
inmates of Santiniketan and Sriniketan. 

14. Stl'pa Bhavana at Sriniketan : — The Industry Department 
of Sriniketan has constituted a new department under the name of 
“Silpa Bhavana*' according to Samsad Resolution The assets and 
liabilities in respect of the Industry Department as on the 1st October, 
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1937, have been taken over by the new Department, but the Buildings, 
Machineries, Furniture, etc., which are being used* by the Silpa 
Bhavana have not yet been transferred to this Department. The 
Capital expenses during the year ending 31st March, 1940, have been 
added to previous year's balances and shown in the Balance 
Sheet. 

15. Outstanding at Silpa Bhavana : — This includes many pre- 
vious years’ balances and unless steps are taken to realise the old dues, 
these may turn bad like other Departments. 

16. Chinese Hall Fund : — In our previous Report we pointed 
out that the title deed of the land purchased from Sj, Ajindranath 
Tagore has not been transferred in the name of Visva Bharati. We 
have no information if the deed has been put in order. 

17. Publishing Department r—Outstanding Rs. 61744-0. This 
includes balance as old as 1929/30, and it is advisable that these balances 
should be written off. 

18. Printing Press :— ( Outstandings ). We find that most of 
the unrealisable amounts have been written off during this year.
